II.  Skilled  Mental  Health  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  will  be  scheduling  a  studio  visit  to  inspect 
Hilda  Shum's  completed  sculpture,  "Fish  Tales"  prior  to 
installation.  Commissioners  agreed  that  the  inspection 
could  be  handled  by  staff  alone.  Other  art  works  for  the 
Facility  include  painted  columns  in  the  activity  rooms  and 
a  lobby  sculpture,  both  by  Hilda  Shum  and  a  garden  gazebo 
designed  by  George  Gonzalez  which  is  almost  complete.  Staff 
remarked  on  the  high  quality  of  craftsmanship  by  the 
fabricator.  In  addition,  over  40  pieces  of  2-dimensional 
art  have  been  purchased  for  location  in  the  ward  communal 
areas . 

III.  San  Francisco  International  Airport 

A.  Concourse  G.     Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  Kathryn 
Gustafson  had  requested  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the 
future  of  the  "Shadow  Walk"  proposal  with  the  Committee, 
but  had  since  decided  not  to  make  a  presentation.  She  will 
consider  a  new  proposal  for  the  departures  area. 

B.  Committee  Appointment.      Due  to  the  resignation  of 
Bob  LaRocca  from  the  Art  Commission,  a  seat  has  been 
vacated  on  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee.  Commissioner 
Healy  proposed  that  Mr.  LaRocca  be  invited  to  continue  to 
serve  on  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee.  Commissioners 
agreed  to  this  plan. 

C.  Meeting.         Susan  Pontious  reported  on  the  results 
of  her  meeting  with  Peter  Bittenbender ,  in  which  she 
introduced  the  approved  proposals  for  art  work  at  the 
airport.  Mr.  Bittenbender  expressed  enthusiasm  for  the 
Commission's  efforts  so  far. 
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IV-        Civic  Center  Courthouse 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  adjustments  to  the  budget  for  the 
Civic  Center  Courthouse  project.  Working  with  the 
architect's  cost  estimator,  she  has  developed  a  budget 
matrix  so  that  all  of  the  projects  can  be  funded  while 
still  retaining  a  $62,500  contingency.  The  only  portion  of 
the  project  which  is  still  unsure  is  the  funding  for  a 
veneer  on  the  columns  in  the  Jury  Assembly  Room.  The 
estimated  cost  is  $14,000,  which  could  come  from  the 
contingency,  leaving  $48,500.  Before  that  decision  is  made, 
however,  Manton  has  asked  the  artist  to   research  potential 
cost-savings  measures  to  further  reduce  the  cost.

V.         Public  Request 

The  American  School  of  Japanese  Arts  has  requested  that  the 
Art  Commission  pass  a  resolution  of  support  for  a 
painting/performance  in  celebration  of  the  United  Nations 
50th  Anniversary.  The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  has 
given  permission  for  the  painting  performance  to  take  place 
June  3  in  civic  Center  Plaza.  "Circle  of  all  Nations"  will 
be  a  24'  x  30'  canvas  in  4  parts  depicting  a  multi-colored 
circle  as  a  symbol  of  unity.  The  canvas  will  be  painted  by 
a  group  of  artists  from  different  countries,  using  a  6' 
brush.  The  project  organizers  would  like  to  hang  the 
painting  on  one  of  the  buildings  in  Civic  Center  or  near 
U.N.  Plaza. 

Commissioners  agreed  support  the  event  and  suggested  that 
the  organization  be  referred  to  the  U.N. 50  Committee  for 
further  advice  and  support.

Commissioner  Meyer  reported  in  h i s  visit  to  the  Norcai 
Recyc]  Lng  Faci  I  ity  in  connect. ion  with  the  fence  project  for 
City  Site.  There  will  be  a  meeting  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Gallery 
Committee  on  February  'I    to  discuss  how  to  develop  the 
project  and  how  to  work  with  Norcai. 

Jason  Tannen  explained  that  the  process  to  select  an  artist 
to  design  the  fence  would  be  similar  to  that  used  for  the 
Citj  Site  Projects,  including  a  technical  workshop  and 
tours  of  the  site  and  the  Norcai  Facility.  Norcai  would 
host  the  selected  artist  as  an  artist  in  residence  and 
provide  materials  and  tools. 

The  Committee  requested  that  several  artists  be  offered  the 
opportunity  to  make  preliminary  proposals  for  review  by  the 
Selection  Panel.  Both  Civic  Design  and  the  Visual  Arts 
Committees  will  have  responsibility  for  approval  of  the 
Selection  Panel's  recommendation  of  an  artist  to  receive 
the  commission. 

VII.  Main  Library 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  Alice  Aycock's  stair  will  be 
installed  January  30th.  Ann  Hamilton's  wall  will  be 
installed  the  end  of  May  or  beginning  of  June,   Nayland 
Blake  is  still  finalizing  the  list  of  names  for  the 
authors'  wall.   The  list  will  be  presented  to  the  Committee 
once  it  is  complete.  His  wall  will  be  installed  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

VIII.  Sheriff's  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  DPW  supports  the  Art 
Commission's  position  that  the  tile  floor  color  is  not 
right  and  must  be  changed  or  renewed.  It  is  likely  that  the 
matter  will  go  to  litigation. 

IX.  Promenade  Ribbon  Project 

The  current  plan  to  repair  the  ribbon  on  the  South 
Fmbarcadero  is  to  sandblast,  clean  and  seal  the  concrete. 
Jill  Manton  has  been  researching  sealants  and  sand-blasting 
treatment.  DPW  will  write  a  grant  to  the  Sales  Tax 
Authority  to  get  money  for  differed  maintenance  for  the 
ribbon . 
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A  new  problem  has  arisen:  the  silicone  sealant  is  cracking 
in  the  driveways  which  receive  heavy  traffic.  Dow-Corning 
had  guaranteed  their  product,  and  is  now  working  with 
Commission  staff  to  come  up  with  a  solution.  Staff  is 
working  with  the  City  Attorney  to  determine  if  Dow  Corning 
should  assume  all  Liability  for  the  repair  and  correction 
of  the  problem. 

The  owner  of  Pier  2'i  is  upset  with  the  raised  portion  of 
the  ribbon  project  in  front  of  her  restaurant.  The  Port  is 
willing  to  support  their  tenant  over  the  protests  of  the 
artists  who  have  tried  to  preserve  their  design.  It  will 
cost  $20,000  of  Port  money  to  remove  the  foundation  for  the 
two  bollards  and  replace  them  with  a  flat  section  of  the 
r  i  bbon . 

Manton  reported  that  so  far  the  quality  of  workmanship  on 
the  North  Embarcadero  portion  of  the  ribbon  is  greatly 
improved  over  that  on  the  South.

round:  Vs  reported  al  last  month's  Visual  Arts 
Committee  meeting,  there  is  resistance  on  the  pari  ol  the 
Judges  to  tin   idea  of  a  flooi  having  an>  color  other  than 
beige.  The  artists  stronglj  believe  based  upon  their  direcl 
experience  working  on  othei  terrazzo  projects,  that  theii 
divider  strip  design  will  be  extremelj  dill  null  to  discern 
with  a  beige  terrazzo  field. 

Both  Lhe  project   architei  ts  and  Lhe  Judges  have  requested 

that  the  artists  present  terrazzo  samples  in  the  colors 

ised  which  would  also  incorporate  a  portion  of  the 
divider  strip  design.  li\  the  time  of  our  meeting,  1  should 
have  a  cost,  estimate  from  the  artists.  The  small  design  fee 
awarded  the  artists  ($3,750  each)  is  not  adequate  to  absorb 
the  additional  cosL  of  making  these  samples. 

2.  Report  on  Status  ol  Promenade  Ribbon  Project 

a.  Upper  Management  at  Id'W  has  indicated  their  willingness 
to  provide  the  Art  Commission  with  approximately  $40,000  to 
undertake  a  further  remedial  treatment  of  the  South 
Embarcadero  Promenade  Ribbon.  I  his  would  Involve  a  sand- 
blasting treatment,  steam-cleaning  and  graffitti  coating.  1 
have  been  working  with  Debra  Lehaue  to  identify  Lhe  most 
appropriate  coating  Lo  use. 

b.  Cons  true  Lion  -related  problems. 

i.The  silicone  sealant  used  lo  adhere  the  glass  blocks 
Lo  Lhe  concrete  is  failing  in  spec i tic  locations  along  Lhe 
Embarcadero.  Those  locations  which  are  subject  Lo  Lhe 
heaviest  truck  traffic  seem  to  be  the  most  vulnerable.  This 
has  resulted  in  rain  and  dirt  leaking  into  the  light  cavity 
where  the  fiber  optic  cable  is  installed.  Dow  Corning  had 
previously  recommended  and  guaranteed  the  use  of  their 
silicone  sealant  for  this  application.  We  are  now  in  the 
process  of  meeting  with  Dow  Corning  and  trying  Lo  come  with 
a  resolution  of  the  problem.  If  there  isn't  a  sealant  strong 
enough  to  withstand  this  kind  of  traffic,  our  only  option 
may  be  to  fill  in  the  cavities  in  the  driveway  areas  with 
concrete  which  would  obviously  be  a  great  disappointment. 

ii.  We  have  observed  another  kind  of  problem  in  the 
South  Embarcadero.  In  certain  segments  on  Lhe  Ribbon,  the 


light  cavities  have  filled  with  an  orange-co 1 ored  fluid.  The 
Bilicone  seal  is  these  areas  has  not  been  disturbed,  so  it 
appears  that  the  fluid  is  Leaching  in  from  below.  At 
bhiapoint,   I'm  not  sure  that  (his  is  something  that  can  be 

'•  1"  the  .<[Miiii.ii  of  the  Fiberstars  contractor,  he 
thinks  that  it  is  do  to  the  faulty  concrete  work  provided  by 
ontractor  who  poured  and  formed  the  Ribbon. 

3.  Sunnydale  Pump  Station  -  Yet  another  obstacle  to 
overcome.  The  artist's  project  was  just  about  ready  to  go 
out  I.)  I. id.  A  problem  with  the  adjacent  State  Park  had  been 
resolved  and  project  consultant,  Jeff  brown  decided  to  walk 
the  site,  construction  drawings  in  hand  to  see  how  our  the 

Lst's  project  would  mesh  with  the  construction  of  the 
pump  station.  He  discovered  a  man  -  hole  hatch  cover  that 
did  not  show  up  on  the  drawings  given  to  the  artist,  nor  to 
DeLeuw  Cather,  the  engineering  firm  who  did  the  construction 
drawings  for  the  artist's  project.  This  will  significantly 
impact  the  "coiled  tail"  portion  of  the  artist's  design 
which  was  one  of  its  more  significant  features.  Shifting  the 
location  of  the  "coiled  tail"  would  be  too  complicated  at 
this  point  and  would  require  substantial  re-engineering  and 
re-design.  The  artist  has  proposed  a  potential  solution  and 
I've  asked  DPW  to  provide  the  funds  to  have  an  engineer  from 
their  Structural  Division  analyze  the  artist's  proposal  to 
see  if  it  is  feasible  and  what  the  cost  and  time 
implications  are. 

4.  Civic  Center  Court  House  Budget 

I  am  requesting  your  authorization  to  modify  and  increase 
the  budget  by  $14,000  for  Lewis  DeSoto's  project  in  the  Jury 
Assembly  Room.  The  increase  is  largely  due  to  the  addition 
of  wood  column  furring  and  the  wood  column  bases.  Here  is 
the  Court  House  Budget  as  it  now  stands,  including  any 
architectural  credits  that  may  be  applicable.

Current  Status:   The  conical  stairs  themselves  (not 
including  sculptural  elements)  are  scheduled  to  be  installed 
Jan.  10th.   Alice  Aycock  is  expected  to  be  out  here  the  end 
of  the  month  to  work  with  Blakeway,  (her  fabricator),  on  the 
attendant  sculptural  elements  of  the  stairs,  (i.e.  the  cone, 
fan  walls,  tucked  stair,  etc.)   The  installation  date  of 
these  elements  has  not  yet  been  established. 

Issue:   The  General  Contractor  (Hubert  Hunt  and  Nichols)  is 
asking  for  an  increase  in  cost  of  $20,000  for  the 
installation  of  the  conical  stair,  and  $27,000  for 
installation  of  the  structural  connections  for  the  hanging 
sculpture.   The  City's  construction  management  team  has 
reviewed  the  contract  specifications  and  drawings  and  has 
responded  to  HHN  that  our  exposure  should  only  be  about 
$6,000  for  additions/changes  to  the  structural  connections. 
The  HHN  has  5  days  in  which  to  respond. 

Although  Construction  Management  feels  that  the  contract 
documents  are  clearly  on  our  side,  I  have  been  advised  that 
it  is  also  their  opinion  that  HHN  will  take  the  matter  clear 
to  post  construction  litigation.   This  is  because  of  some  of 
the  egos  involved,  but  also  because  Rocket  Science,  HHN ' s 
subcontractor,  woefully  underbid  the  installation. 

Possible  Impact:   If  we  have  to  hold  in  reserve  the  entire 
47,000  claim  by  HHN  in  case  the  court  decision  went  against 
us,  this  would  threaten  our  ability  to  commission 
fabrication  of  Alice  Aycock's  second  piece,  the  hanging 
sculpture  (fabrication  cost:   $50,000). 

Action:   After  we  receive  HHN's  response  to  the  City's 
response  to  their  claim,  Jill  Manton  and  I  will  meet  with 
Jim  Cheng  and  the  rest  of  the  construction  management  team 
to  discuss  our  position  and  strategy.

2  .    Interior  Pavers 

The  scratching  of  the  interior  pavers  must  be 
corrected  and  the  smudging  of  the  black  pavers  in 
the  hallway  corrected. 

a.    The  scratching  of  the  interior  pavers  was 

observed  long  before  the  client  moved  into  the 

building.   Please  see  V.  Scuri's  memo  dated 
8/30/94  to  John  Harkin  and  myself. 

b.   V.  Scuri's  May  2nd  memo  to  Joe  Monteadora 

clearly  states  that  the  adjoining    hal lways    and 
elevator    rooms    looked  quite  dirty. 
Subsequently,  the  elevator  room  was  re- 
polished,  but  the  hallway  and  metal  detector 
room  were  not.   Vicki  Scuri  once  again  calls 
attention  to  this  defect  in  her  8/30/94  memo 
to  John  Harkin  and  myself. 

c.    In  Buddy  Rhodes  letter  to  S.  Pierce  dated 
5/7/94,  he  acknowledges  that  "what  was  a 
factory  polishing  problem  on  the  white  tile 
now  appears  to  be  a  grout  and  dirt  problem  on 
all  the  tiles".   In  regards  to  Stolte's 
request  for  reimbursement  for  the  additional

cost  of  polishing  the  pavers,  this  letter 
would  seem  to  indicate  1)  the  original  problem 
was  a  manufacturing  defect  and  2)  additional 
polishing  of  black  pavers  was  necessitated  by 
grout  and  dirt  being  ground  into  the  pavers  by 
Stolte.   Therefore,  no  reimbursement  should  be 
due  to  Stolte  from  the  City  for  any  of  this 
work  . 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  problem  with  the 
smudging  of  the  white  pavers  and  residue  of 
the  form  release  was  noted  by  Vicki  Scuri  in 
her  letter  to  Joe  Monteadora  on  January  29, 
1993.   An  acceptable  white  paver  was  selected 
at  the  2/18/93  field  review  (see  Del  Campo 
Maru  minutes  (2/18/93). 

Exterior  I1  a  vers  : 

The  hand  grinding  of  the  white  and  black 
pavers  was  necessitated  by  the  same  problems 
noted  in  #3  above. 

b.  The  fading  of  the  black  pavers  could  have 
been  caused  by  either  multiple  acid 
washes  necessitated  by  the  above 
procedures,  or  fading  from  the  sun  caused 
by  being  left  for  a  prolonged  period  of 
time  without  sealer,  or  with  inadequate 
sea  1 er . 

Since  the  first  coat  of  sealer  was  taken 
off  when  the  pavers  were  polished  due  to 
non-conformance  as  described  above,  the 
contractor  must  apply  one  more  coat  of 
sealer  as  per  agreement. 

c.  At  our  Nov.  18th  review  meeting,  Buddy 
Rhodes  recommended  that  the  pavers  be 
sealed  with  lacquer  based  sealer  as 
opposed  to  acrylic  base  as  a  means  of 
restoring  the  color.   Steve  Pierce  agreed 
to  do  a  test  section  for  review. 

d.  It  was  also  noted  at  the  Nov.  18th 
meeting  that  a  number  of  the  white  pavers 
are  clearly  of  a  different  color  fron  the 
surrounding  pavers  and  do  not  match  the

In  summary,  it  must  be  stated  that  the  Art  Commission 
has  every  right  to  insist  on  lobby  and  plaza  pavers  that 
are  un-faded,  un-smudged,  and  meet  requirements  for  non- 
slippage.    If  the  pavers  as  installed  in  any  way  do  not 
meet  these  requirements,  whether  it  is  due  to  a 
manufacturing  problem,  a  change  in  the  manufacturer's 
usual  process  regarding  the  timing  and  strength  of  acid 
washes,  or  later  efforts  to  correct  these  defects,  is 
immaterial.   It  is  our  position  that  the  work  must 
comply  to  the  contract  specifications  and  to  approved 
samples  and  mock-ups.   In  those  areas  where  it  does  not, 
the  Contractor  must  remedy  the  noncompliance.

Promenade  Ribbon  -  The  proposed  remedy  to  ribbon  sealant 
failure  has  been  installed  in  the  driveway  area  of  pier  36, 
which  is  traversed  daily  by  20  ton  trucks  operated  by 
Delancy  Street.

Susan  Pontious  showed  renderings  oi'  the  sculptural  element 
designed  by  James  Carpenter  which  will  work  within  the  truss 
system.  The  forms  will  affect  the  light  entering  the  main 
terminal,  and  create  a  surface  for  artifical  lighting  at 
night.

II.        Civic  Center  Court  House 

A.  Combined  Entry  Projects 

Albert  Paley  presented  his  designs  for  the  Combined  Entry 
Projects,  including  the  entrance  gates,  security  screens 
elevator  doors  and  elevator  railing  brackets.  Paley  showed 
a  model  of  an  organic,  plant-like  form  in  stainless  steel, 
representing  the  design  motif  which  will  be  continuously 
repeated  throughout  the  entry  area,  in  a  variety  of 
materials  and  treatments.  The  entry  gate  detailing  and 
security  screen  material  will  be  stainless  steel,  to 
relate  to  the  use  of  steel  in  the  rest  of  the  building. 
The  theme  will  be  repeated  on  the  glass  panels  of  the 
doors,  by  either  etching  or  use  of  ceramic  frit.  Etched 
stainless  steel  doors  and  railing  brackets  on  the  elevator 
materials  will  also  carry  the  theme. 

The  artist  stated  that  building  is  based  on  the  Beaux  Arts 
tradition,  in  which  organic  form  was  often  referenced.  The 
design  includes  ribbon  and  leaf  shapes  which  intertwine  to 
form  a  pleasing  silhouette,  contrasting  to  the  rationality 
of  the  building. 

Paley  Studios  will  design  and  fabricate  all  of  the 
elements  of  the  Combined  Entry  Projects. 

Judge  Daniel  Michael  Hanlon,  chair  of  the  judges' 
construction  committee,  expressed  the  committee's  whole- 
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learted  approval  of  the  project.  The  project  architect, 
•'avendero ,  also  spoke  in  favor  of  the  artist's

Lrst  Floor  Clerk's  Corridor 

informed  the  committee  that  the  judges  did  not 
a1  terrazzo  is  an  appropriate  material  for  the 
court  house.   She  asked  the  committee  to  listen  to  the 
testimony  of  those  involved  and  allow  a  meeting  between 
the  judges  and  Commissioner  Healy  before  reaching  a 
decision  on  the  project.  Cancellation  of  the  project  would 
free  $45,000  for  use  as  contingency  or  for  other  projects. 
She  also  stated  that  the  artists  would  be  entitled  to  some 
additional  compensation  because  they  had  been  paid  only 
S3,  750  each,  which  they  had  agreed  to  do  because  of  the 
expectation  of  receiving  a  345,000  contract  in  the  future. 

Judge  Hanlon  stated  that  the  judges'  committee  had 
considered  not  including  the  project  last  summer,  but  had 
agreed  to  Commissioner  Healy' s  request  to  give  the 
artist's  the  opportunity  to  develop  an  idea.  The  judges 
approved  the  artists'  initial  proposal  but  with 
reservations  as  to  the  color.  Although  the  artists 
presented  over  100  color  samples,  in  the  end  the  judges 
concurred  that  the  problem  was  the  use  of  terrazzo,  which 
they  believe  doesn't  relate  to  the  solidity  of  the  marble 
in  the  entrance  lobby.  Judge  Hanlon  repeated  the  judges' 
opinion  that  they  respect  the  artists  and  their  abilities 
but  the  floor  material  is  not  suitable.  The  judges  want 
the  building  to  be  as  substantial  and  timeless  as  City 
Hall  and  the  rest  of  civic  center.  If  the  project  is 
cancelled,  it  might  be  possible  to  use  the  $45,000  budget 
to  carry  the  theme  presented  by  Albert  Paley  into  the 
upper  floor  elevator  doors. 

Charles  Drulis,  principle  of  Ross,  Drulis,  Architects, 
showed  the  color  and  materials  palette  for  the  Clerk's 
corridor,  and  stated  that,  from  the  architect's  point  of 
view,  as  the  design  of  the  building  developed,  terrazzo 
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became  less  relevant  to  the  feel  of  the  building.  From  the 
purest  sense,  marble  should  be  included  in  the  corridor  to 
ensure  continuity. 

Michael  Ross,  of  Ross,  Drulis,  said  that  the  judges  had 
been  through  a  learning  process  over  the  last  9  months, 
and  that  they  now  favor  the  use  of  polished  marble  in  the 
corridor . 

N'ori  Sato  and  Bill  Maxwell,  the  project  artists,  presented 
the  previously  approved  design  and  latest  round  of  color 
samples  which  they  had  developed  for  the  floor.  Sato 
explained  the  development  and  rational  of  the  design  and 
described  the  color  relationship  between  the  terrazzo  and 
the  marble.  The  artists  pointed  out  the  layout  of  the 
clerk's  corridor  and  entrance  lobby,  and  noted  the 
transition  between  the  two  areas. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  postpone  the  decision  and  asked 
that  a  special  meeting  be  set  up  after  March  17th,  to 
include  Judge  Hanlon.  Director  Kinship  thanked  the  artists 
for  their  work  on  the  project  and  said  that  the  decision 
would  require  careful  consideration  because  of  its  impact 
on  the  project  and  the  precedent  it  might  set  in  other 
projects . 

III.  New  Main  Library 

Xayland  Blake  described  his  proposal  for  the  stair  wall  of 
the  library,  entitled  Constellation.     The  wall  will  consist 
of  slate  panels  each  supporting  9  lights,  for  a  total  of 
360  lights.  Each  light  will  illuminate  the  name  of  a  20th 
Century  author  whose  works  can  be  found  in  the  library. 
160  names  will  be  installed  to  start;  a  plan  will  be 
developed  to  add  5  names  per  year  until  the  wall  is 
filled. 

The  selection  of  the  names  was  made  through  a  public 
process  designed  by  the  artist,  former  Commissioner  Genny 
Lim,  and  the  Library.  A  guidance  committee  was  formed  made 
up  of  individuals  suggested  by  the  Friends  of  the  Public 
Library  and  local  academics.  The  16  members  of  the 
committee  each  contributed  10  names.  Blake  researched  the 
authors'  biographies  and  then  presented  the  names  at 
public  meetings  at  4  branch  libraries  for  discussion.  The 
final  decision  on  the  list  was  made  by  the  guidance 
committee  after  considering  the  public's  input.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  new  interactive  terminals  in  the  library 
would  contain  a  section  giving  information  about  the 
authors  on  the  wall.

IV.         Airport 
Kat  h  on 

Kathryn  Gustafson  introduced  a  new  proposal  for  the  end 
departure  area  of  Concourse  G.  The  departure  area  is  a 
two-story  space,  entered  from  the  upper  floor  with 
escalators  leading  to  the  boarding  area  and  gate  podiums 
below.  ,\  Large  oval  opening  in  the  center,  surrounded  by  a 
glass  railing  will  provide   visual  interaction  between  the 
two  levels. 

Gustafson  will  create  two  steel  U-shaped  forms  which  will 
rest  4"  above  the  glass  railing,  so  that  together  they 
form  the  standard  12"  high  guard  rail.  A  light  at  the  top 
edge  of  the  glass  will  illuminate  the  steel  and  the  glass, 
creating  a  "halo"  effect  which  will  be  visible  from  a 
distance  on  the  second  level  and  also  from  below.  The  two 
steel  forms  will  have  the  appearance  of  two  magnets, 
attracting  each  other  but  not  touching.  Although  the  steel 
will  be  suspended,  it  will  be  immobilized  by  the  cabling. 

Gustafson  provided  a  study  of  the  sight  lines,  which 
indicates  that  passengers  on  the  upper  floor  will  have  a 
clear  view  of  the  gate  personnel  and  signage  below. 

The  Committee  complemented  the  artist  on  her  proposal  and 
approved  a  motion  for  the  next  phase  of  the  project, 
pending  approval  of  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee.

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Keith  Sonnier 

Tonia  Macneil  and  Architect  Jamie  Baer  of  Group  4 
introduced  Keith  Sonnier' s  revised  proposal  for  the 
sterile  corridor  in  Concourse  G.  The  architects'  new 
design  provides  for  a  ceiling  in  the  shape  of  a  wide   M  . 
Walls  of  the  sterile  corridor  will  vary  between  stone  and 
translucent  glass  panels  providing  natural  light  into  the 
space . 

The  15'ceiling  of  the  1000'  long  space  will  be  lit  from  a 
suspended  fixture,  so  that  it  is  a  uniform  yellow  tone. 
Every  52  feet,  a  2    ft.  wide  beam  will  cross  the  space, 
disappearing  into  the  lowered  central  portion  of  the 
ceiling  and  re-appearing  on  the  other  side.  The  beams  will 
be  lit  on  the  bottom  edge  by  red  or  blue  neon,  which  will 
seem  to  disappear  and  reappear  along  with  the  beam.  The 
periodic,  alternating  bands  of  color  will  create  a 
progression  down  the  corridor,  which  will  be  reflected  in 
the  polished  terrazzo  floor.  All  other  light  required  to 
illuminate  the  space  will  be  at  8'  feet  or  below,  and 
aimed  downwards.  As  a  result,  strong  color  will  be  the 
dominant  effect  above  8',  while  white  light  and  natural 
light  will  illuminate  the  passengers  as  they  move  through 
the  space.  The  effect  of  the  lighting  will  vary  during  the 
day  and  through  the  length  of  the  corridor,  as  the  amount 
of  natural  light  varies. 

Commissioners  commented  that  the  use  of  only  red  and  blue 
did  not  appear  to  provide  enough  variation,  and  that 
additional  colors  should  be  considered.  They  felt  that  it 
was  difficult  to  get  a  sense  of  the  project  from  the 
drawings  and  requested  that  a  simulation  showing  the 
actual  neon  be  provided  before  giving  approval  for  a 
design  development  contract.  They  agreed  to  approve  the 
concept  with  conditions  and  increase  the  amount  of  the 
conceptual  design  contract  to  cover  additional 
presentation  costs.

The  Selection  Panel  for  the  Ocean  Beach  Art  Project,

slides  and  select  finalists  for  the  540,000  project.  The 
selected  finalists  will  make  proposals  and  bring  them  to 
the  Visual  Arts  Committee  for  final  approval. 

Beaton  reminded  the  Committee  that  the  guidelines  for  the 
project  stated  that  the  artwork  be  suitable  for  the  site 
in  scale  and  materials,  incorporate-  historic  Muni 
photographs,  and  reference  the  history  of  the  site.  In 
addition,  the  urban  design  elements  of  the  sight  were  to 
be  considered  in  developing  the  design. 

Although  the  Civic  Design  Committee  had  requested  that  the 
site  be  master-planned  before  further  work  on  the  planned 
buildings  or  the  art,  staff  reminded  the  Committee  that 
master-planning  is  not  under  the  Commission's 
jurisdiction,  and  that  Muni  did  not  have  funds  available 
for  that  work. 

The  Panel  recommended  that  three  artists  be  invited  to 
make  proposals:  Robert  Catalucci,  Ray  Beldner  and  Anita 
Margrill.  Three  alternates  were  also  identified,  in  the 
event  that  any  of  the  first  group  are  unavai lable :  Jon 
Rubin  with  Harrell  Fletcher,  Daniel  Galvez  with  Leonidas 
Kyriakopoulos ,  and  Alice  Wingwall  with  Elise  Brewster. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:45  p.m.  due  to  the 
departure  of  a  Commissioner.

I.  Approval  of  Oct.  13,  1994  Minutes

II.  Project  Updates 

Susan  Pontious  gave  the  status  reports  on  the  following 
projects . 

A.    International  Terminal 

1.  James  Carpenter  Sculptural  Light  Reflectors: 
The  artist  has  completed  his  preliminary 

design  development  contract  and  will  be  providing  a  new 
model  and  cost  estimate  by  the  middle  of  February. 

2.  Su-Chen  Hung: 

The  artist  is  working  on  three  project  ideas; 

1)  the  live  video  transmission  for  the  baggage  claim  area, 

2 )  two  glass  block  fans  for  the  floor  of  departures  with 
farewell  messages  in  different  languages,  and  3)  glass  and 
light  treatment  for  the  support  columns  in  immigration  with 
"welcome"  messages  in  different  languages. 

Susan  Pontious  played  a  video  with  sample  images  from  the 
Embarcadaro  Center.   The  artist  is  now  considering  using 
four  separate  cameras  instead  of  one  camera  with  a  panning 
function.   Text  moving  across  the  screen  would  include  a 
"locater",  (i.e.  Embarcadaro  Center),  and  local  time  and 
temperature .

The  committee  felt  that  the  text  should  read  "Live  from 
Embarcadero  Center"  to  re-enforce  that  the  image  is  a  live 
transmission . 

Pontious  reported  that  she  has  engaged  in  initial 
conversations  with  Embarcadaro  Center  regarding  the  annual 
maintenance  cost  of  the  artwork,  and  that  they  are 
interested  in  the  proposal.   This  prototype  with  a  revised 
budget  will  be  submitted  to  them  for  approval. 

3.  Lewis  de  Soto: 

The  artist  is  working  on  the  terrazzo  floor 
design  for  the  Departures  lobby  and  the  Arrivals  lobby.   He 
is  using  various  NASA  maps  of  the  jet  stream  and  dominant 
wind  patterns  as  the  source  material  for  his  imagery. 

4 .  Vito  Acconci : 

Vito  Acconci  has  sent  out  a  new  model  showing 
his  system  applied  to  the  front  curtain  wall  of  the 
departure's  lobby  to  create  seating  and  other  uses. 
Pontious  reported  that  his  first  proposal  for  the  ALRS 
station,  which  he  developed  in  response  to  requests  from  the 
architects,  was  not  in  keeping  with  the  Airport's  program 
for  this  area.   The  Committee  requested  that  Pontious 
communicate  to  the  architects  the  Committee's  strong 
objections  to  such  misdirection  of  the  artists. 

B.    Concourse  A 

1.  Ik-Joong  Kang :  Kang  is  currently  proposing 
cladding  the  two-story  elevator  columns  in  the  departure's 
lobby  with  6"  x  6"  hand-painted  tile. 

2.  Ann  Preston: 

a.  Sterile  Corridor  Domes:   The  new 
configuration  of  the  sterile  corridor  provides  a  "rotunda 
space"  where  gates  7-12  empty  into  the  main  corridor. 
This  space  forms  natural  location  for  one  of  the  domes; 
another  is  between  gates  5  &  6.   Ann  is  beginning  her 
material  and  lighting  research  for  the  domes. 

b.  Tile  relief  for  one  or  two  of  the  gate 
room   walls.   Pontious  showed  slides  of  an  artwork  Preston 
is  proposing  for  the  gate  room  walls  that  features  cast 
hydrocal  tiles. 

c.  Column  capitals  and  bases:   Pontious 
distributed  conceptual  drawings  of  capitals  and  bases  for 
the  support  columns.   At  present  these  column  treatments  are

of  budget,  but  the  architects  are  particularly 
rested   and  have  indicated  that  they  may  be  able  to 
provide  substantial  architectural  credits. 

Concourse  G: 

Pontious  reported  that  cost  estimates  for  both 
ii  Sonnier  and  Katheryn  Gustafson  showed  both  proposals 
100%  over  budget.   Katheryn  Gustafson  is  now  working  on 
another  proposal  for  the  departure's  area.   The  architects 
have  also  redesigned  the  ceiling  of  the  sterile  corridor, 
and  Keith  Sonnier  will  be  working  on  another  proposal  for 
that  sit 

D.    ALRS  System 

Pontious  reported  that  the  Airport  program  for  the 
ALRS  system  calls  for  what  is  essentially  a  glass  box  with  a 
roof.   They  want  no  seating  or  anything  else  on  the  floor  to 
impede  the  flow  of  traffic.   The  only  possible  artistic 
treatment  to  the  stations  would  probably  be  some  treatment 
applied  to  the  glass. 

III.  Procedure  for  Airport  Approval  of  Art  Projects 

Susan  Pontious  requested  clarification  regarding  when 
the  Airports  Commission  approved  the  art  projects.   Stan 
Mattison  asked  what  the  authority  of  the  Committee  was  in 
that  regard;  i.e.  was  Airport  approval  delegated  to  the 
Committee  or  was  it  not?   Jason  Yuen  stated  that  the  Airport 
does  not  have  legal  authority  to  veto  the  artwork.   He 
stated  that  the  integrated  artworks  should  be  presented  to 
the  Airports  Commission  for  information  at  the  same  time  as 
the  architects  present  schematic  design. 

IV.  Aviation  Museum 

Jason  Yuen  reported  that  Louis  Turpen  would  like  to 
have  an  aviation  museum  that  focuses  on  aviation  history  in 
the  Bay  Area.   The  architects  have  identified  a  location  in 
the  departures  floor  of  the  new  international  terminal  to 
site  the  museum.   It  would  be  a  two-story  space 
approximately  40'  x  80'.   Yuen  distributed  photographs  of 
the  interior  of  the  original  San  Francisco  terminal,  and 
reported  that  Mr.  Turpen  would  like  to  have  a  building 
design  that  in  some  way  recalled  the  architecture  of  the 
original . 

The  architects  would  be  asked  to  provide  the  shell  of 
the  building,  but  Mr.  Turpen  would  like  to  have  Art 
Commission  involvement  in  the  project  by  having  an  artist  or 
artists  design  interior  space  and  materials  presentation. 
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The  suggested  allocation  of  art  enrichment  funds  for  this 
purpose  is  $500,000.  The  Airport  would  provide  staffing  tor 
the  museum. 

Discussion  ensued  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  artist 
participation,  and  whether  or  not  the  project  was  an 
appropriate  use  of  art  enrichment  funds.   Concern  was 
expressed  that  there  be  an  adequate  base  architectural 
budget,  that  any  project  using  art  enrichment  funds  must  be 
artist  driven,  and  that  there  be  clearer  parameters  for  Art 
Commission  vs.  Airport  responsibility. 

Staff  was  directed  to  develop  a  program  description  and 
budget  for  the  project,  for  presentation  and  approval  by  the 
Committee  in  March.   Commissioner  Healy  requested  that  the 
plan  include  a  justification  of  how  it  fits  into  the  public 
art  program.

The  work  "On  the  Air'  has  evolved  since  its  initial  conceptual  phase.  The 
approach  of  using  the  floor  as  a  map  space  is  not  new,  but  the  idea  that  it 
represent  "air  space'  Is  novel.  However,  the  use  of  aeronautics  maps  that  use 
ground  and  water  contours  too  closely  represents  how  one  tends  to  think  of 
maps  for  automobile  use.  The  next  step  was  to  look  at  how  the  air  moves 
around  the  earth  and  translate  this  into  a  picture  that  can  become  a  floor 
design.  The  massing  on  the  floor  differs  between  the  departure  land  the  arrival 
levels.  Therefore,  two  radically  different  approaches  to  the  same  concept  need 
to  be  applied. 


DEPARTURE  LEVEL 

"On  the  Air"  takes  place  in  the  main  ticketing  space  of  the  Departure  Level, 
rendered  in  terrazzo.  The  visual  design  is  based  on  atmospheric  pressure  and  air 
movement  diagrams  for  the  month  of  July  and  August  (see  illustration  1).  Tne 
rounded,  flowing  shapes  represent  pressure  zones,  with  warm  and  cool  colors 
stepping  through  levels  of  atmospheric  pressure.  These  zones  are  separated  in 
the  terrazzo  with  metal  divider  strips.  Within  these  zones  are  arrows  represent  ig 
currents  of  air.  The  longer  the  arrow,  the  stronger  the  wind.  These  arrows  are  c  ut 
out  of  metal  by  water  jet  and  set  into  the  terrazzo  (they  are  not  constructed  out 
of  divider  strips).  The  outlines  of  the  continents  are  not  shown.  What  is  indicated 
are  the  major  international  airports  of  the  world  in  three  foot  diameter  circular 
metal  plates.  The  plates  will  be  etched  out  of  a  silver  metal  by  a  laser  or  water-iet 
method.  These  plate  images  are  derived  from  aeronautics  charts,  picturing  a 
section  of  the  land  mass,  radio  beacons  and  airport  configurations  (see  illustration 
2).  Currently,  a  catalogue  of  international  airport  destinations  is  being  compilec .  I 
estimate  approximately  1 50-200  plates  for  this  work.

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In  addition,  three  alternate  artists  have  been  selected:  the 
team  of  Daniel  Galvez  and  Leonidas  Kyr iakopoulos ,  the  team 
of  Jon  Rubin  and  Hariell  Fletcher,  and  the  team  of  Alice 
Wingwall  and  Elise  Brewster.

Jon    Rubin/Harrell    Fletcher   collaborations  emphasize 
community  based  work.   In  a  recent  project  at  the  Claremont 
Middle  School  the  artists  began  by  talking  with  students 
about  the  unrealistic  goal  of  becoming  a  basketball  star. 
Three  point  lines  were  then  painted  on  the  school's  outdoor 
courts  using  the  names  of  students  who  play  there  and  their 
non-sports  related  dreams  for  the  future. 

Daniel    Galvez/Leonidas    Kyriakopoulos      have  suggested  as  a 
possible  art  solution,   a  four  panel  curvilinear  screen 
which  would  be  cut  out  with  silhouettes  referencing 
Playland.   The  screen  would  be  painted  with  realistic  images 
from  the  Muni  archives. 

Alice    Wingwall /Elise   Brewster:    Alice  is  a  sculptor  and 
photographer,  whose  qualifications  include  a  public  artwork 
at  the  University  of  Oregon  in  the  courtyard  of  the 
Geological  Sciences  Building,  using  granite,  other  rocks, 
tiles  and  concrete  to  create  a  fountain  and  a  resting  place.

The  team  has  been  commissioned  to  do  a  temporary  public  art 
project  in  Atlanta  for  the  1996  Olympics. 


CALTRANS  TRANSPORTATION  ART  PROGRAM 

DESCRIPTION  OF  PROPOSED  ARTWORK 

LOCATION:  Route  80  in  San  Francisco  at  the  Fifth  Street  on-ramp  at  Bryant  Street 

Elaine  Badgely-Arnoux  proposes  to  use  the  site  at  the  Fifth  and  Bryant  Street  on- 
ramp  as  a  permanent  monument  for  an  art  installation,  "The  New  Frontier: 
Rebuilding  the  American  Dream."  The  installation  is  a  casting  in  bronze  of  twenty- 
five  shopping  carts  as  covered  wagons.   The  cart/wagons  would  be  placed  in  a 
circle  set  on  a  concrete  base  within  the  mulched  open  space  area  adjacent  to 
the  semicircle  curb  (see  attached  plan  and  photos).  The  bronze  carts  would 
have  a  patina  in  the  casting. 

The  inspiration  for  this  art  as  social  consciousness  came  from  the  Fifth  and  Bryant 
Street  homeless  shelter  located  directly  across  the  street  from  the  site.  The  EB/A 
School  of  Art  founded  by  Elaine  Badegely-Arnoux  is  located  next  to  the  shelter 
facing  the  on-ramp.   The  twenty-five  donated  shopping  cart/wagons  were 
created  in  the  School  with  the  help  of  homeless  men  from  the  shelter.  The  synergy 
of  the  site,  the  highway,  and  the  shelter  are  a  rare  combination  in  which  to  place 
such  a  moving  monument. 

In  1989  Mayor  Art  Agnos,  in  response  to  great  public  pressure  concerning 
homeless  people  living  in  the  San  Francisco  Civic  Center,  organized  a  partial 
solution  to  a  growing  problem.  The  Mayor  proposed  to  build  the  largest 
community  homeless  shelter  in  the  nation.  His  plan  met  with  anger  and  hostility 
from  local  commercial  organizations  and  the  neighborhood  community.   Elaine 
Badgley-Arnoux  was  amongst  the  community  groups  protesting.   Her  concern 
was  for  the  safety  of  her  students  adjacent  to  the  shelter.  For  a  period  of  time  her 
enrollment  declined  and  the  School's  Board  of  Directors,  with  one  exception, 
resigned. 

Rising  to  the  challenge,  Ms.  Arnoux  chose  to  meet  and  work  with  the  shelter's 
administration  and  homeless  clients.  Working  with  her  new  neighbors  gave  her  the 
opportunity  to  know  another  element  of  society.  Through  this  interaction  Ms. 
Arnoux  gained  insight  as  an  artist  and  created  "The  New  Frontier:  Rebuilding  the 
American  Dream'  using  25  shopping  carts  that  became  covered  wagons  with 
the  addition  of  canvas  tops.   Employing  several  of  the  men  from  the  shelter  they 
contructed  the  wagons  from  a  prototype  she  had  made.   Using  their  own 
initiative,  the  men  proceeded  to  paint  the  carts  in  rich  tones. 

The  dynamic  force  of  the  wagons  is  reminiscent  of  the  pioneers  who  crossed 
the  country  to  California,  the  land  of  promised  dreams,  seeking  a  better  way  of 
life.  The  rawness  of  forging  a  new  land  echoes  the  strife  of  our  streets  today,  as 
masses  of  people  push  shopping  carts  without  a  dream  and  without  hope.  The 
imbalance  in  our  society  has  divided  us  and  many  fall. 

With  the  opening  of  The  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  South  of  Market  Area  is 
emerging  as  a  prominent  art  community  of  national  recognition.  The 
neighborhood  needs  vision  to  bring  sculpture  of  importance  to  this  revitilizing 
area. 


The  complexity  of  the  landscape,  concrete,  converging  streets  and  freeways 
at  Fifth  and  Bryant  Streets  along  with  the  spiritless  disenfranchised  who  live  under 
the  freeway  and  on  the  street,  is  a  haunting  reminder  that  we  must  all  pull  together 
to  retrieve  "The  American  Dream."  "The  New  Frontier"  installation  is  truly  a 
monument  to  America.

PROJECT  DESCRIPTION: 

Construction  and  installation  of  two  sculptures  at  the  freeway  on  and  off  ramp  area  on 
Fifth  Street  bounded  by  Harrison  and  Bryant.  Both  sculptures  designed  to  enhance  the  Cal- 
Trans  vision  of  this  area  as  an  arrival  and  gateway  site  for  the  city  and  to  complement  re- 
cent landscaping  upgrades  there. 

Installation  of  a  large  scale  sculpture  (Welcome  Rises)is  planned  at  the  apex  of  the  triangle 
of  land  between  the  Bryant  Street  on-ramp  and  the  Harrison  Street  off-ramp  of  highway 
101.  Installation  of  a  human  scale  sculpture  (Here  Together)  in  the  smaller  triangular  plot 
facing  Fifth  Street  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  Harrison  off-ramp. 

DESIGN: 

Welcome  Rises:  The  grace,  warmth  and  elegance  of  San  Franciso  as  a  city  can  beautifully 
symbolized  by  the  architectural  element  of  an  arc.  The  famous  bridges  which  form  her 
gateways  are  clear  testimony  to  the  powerful  simplicity  of  this  form.   Welcome  Rises'  is  a  1 2 
foot  structure  composed  of  6  long  thin  steeel  arcs  that  appear  to  emerge  directly  from  the 
ground  and  fan  into  to  a  wide  asymetrical  pattern.  Its  grace  is  representational  of  both 
organic  and  engineered  structures  bringing  together  the  natural  feel  of  gigantic  blades  of 
windswept  grass  and  the  structured  refinement  of  bridge  arcs  or  freeway  curves.  It  will  be 
surfaced  in  subtle  reflective  manner  that  uses  light  to  enhance  its  visual  impact. 

Construction:  Sculpture  will  be  made  using  recycled  steel  arcs  salvaged  from  Sanitary  Fill 
Company's  Recycling  Center.  Each  arc  is  composed  of  rectangular  steel  tubes  1  1  /2"  wide 
by  3/4"  deep  having  a  wall  thickness  of  1/16".  Sculpture  will  be  fabricated  by  cutting, 
bending  and  welding.  Portions  of  the  arcs  will  be  reinforced  at  double  thickness  (1  1  IT  X 
1  1/2")  to  reduce  flexing.  Foundation/installation  will  be  in  accordance  with  certified  struc- 
tural engineering  requirements.  Member  arcs  are  to  be  welded  to  a  4'  x  8'  steel  plate  5/8  to 
3/4  "  in  thickness;  the  plate  will  then  be  bolted  to  a  reinforced  concrete  pad  of  slightly  larg- 
er dimension  poured  directly  into  a  ground  trench  for  a  concrete  depth  of  approximate- 
ly! 4  inches.  (See  engineering  drawings  for  detail.) 

Finish  will  be  a  polyester  paint  formulated  for  light  stability,  weathering  durability,  and  flexi- 
bility. Surface  will  have  the  light  reflective  and  polished  characteristics  of  state-of-the  art  au- 
tomotive finishes.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  finishing  welds  joints  to  avoid  corrosion 
and  reduce  maintenance.  The  base  will  also  be  positioned  just  above  gound  to  reduce 
moisture  collection,  corrosion,  and  maintenance. 

Artist  will  donate  fabrication  and  finishing;  Sanitary  Fill  Company,  Cal  Trans  and  other  solic- 
ited sponsors  will  support  installation  materials  and  labor.  Artist  will  ensure  adequate  up- 
keep and  maintenance  of  the  sculpture  surfaces  and  assembly  integrity  for  a  period  of  at 
least  3  years. 
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Here  Together:  Here  Toglgether  is  designed  to  represent  not  only  the  romance  of  San 
Francisco  as  a  tourinst  and  entertainment  destination,  but  on  another  level,  the  well  known 
character  of  interactive  support  of  San  Franciscans  from  diverse  viewpoints  and  needs.  It  is 
composed  of  two  related  but  dissimilar  triangular  forms  harmonically  linked  and  balanced  , 
both  visually  and  symbolicaly,  at  by  a  simple  powerful  circle.  The  sculpture  will  be  approxi- 
mately 6  feet  tall  designed  to  have  optimal  viewing  impact  from  a  seated  position  as  vehi- 
cles slow  while  descending  the  Harrison  off-ramp  or  travel  along  Fifth  Street. 

Construction:  Sculpture  will  be  fabricated  from  1  /2"  plate  steel  salvaged  from  Sanitary  Fill 
Company's  Recycling  center.  There  is  a  further  possibility  of  sponsorship  to  support  casting 
the  sculpture  in  bronze. 

The  sculpture  will  be  poised  on  a  cylindrical  concrete  pedestal  exposed  approximately  24 
inches  above  ground.  The  pedestal  will  be  reinforced  and  poured  to  a  circumference 
depth  that  satisfies  structural  certification  requirements  now  under  preparation. 

If  plate  steel  is  used,  the  triangles  will  be  finished  using  a  patina  in  red  oxide  tones  with  a 
wax  sealant;  the  ring  will  be  polished  and  given  a  protective  clear  sealant.  If  done  in 
bronze  contrasting  patinas  and  polish  characteristics  would  be  selected  to  preserve  the 
juxtaposition  between  the  boldness  of  the  triangular  forms  and  the  refinment  of  the  circle. 
Again,  the  artist  wil  assume  responsibility  for  surface  maintenance  for  a  period  of  at  least 
three  years.

collaboration  with  The  Garden  Project  and  the  South  of  Market  Multi-Service  Center 
propose  to  develop  a  garden  as  a  form  of  public  art  adjacent  to  either  side  of  the  San 
Francisco  Southbound  5th  and  Harrison  St.  off  ramp.  We  propose  to  grow  several 
varieties  of  sunflowers,  ranging  from  1  to  2  foot  varieties,  to  avoid  sightline  interference 
closest  to  Harrison  Street,  ascending  in  size  and  species  to  6  foot  varieties  towards  the  rear 
of  the  proposed  site. 

Our  goal  is  five  fold: 

1)  To  create  a  dynamic  environment  of  growth  which  explores  the  relationship 
between  the  contextuality  of  agriculture  and  urbanism.  The  process  of  growth 
within  this  environment  will  engage  both  motorist  and  pedestrian. 

2 )  To  address  the  issue  of  sustainable  growth,  specifically  the  quality  of  our 
environment  and  its  capacity  to  nurture  physical  and  social  growth.  Our 
reference  for  this  concept  is  care;  care  for  the  land,  care  for  our  community, 
and  care  for  our  future. 

3)  To  create  a  garden  which  is  aesthetically  beautiful  within  a  complex  urban 
environment.  Through  our  research  for  this  project  we  have  learned  from  the 
surrounding  community  that  the  proposal  site,  though  fairly  benign  during  the 
day,  is  a  local  drug  zone  at  night. 

4)  To  create  a  collaborative  project  which  reflects  the  spirit  of  a  healthy 
community.  This  project  will  reflect  this  goal  through  the  collaboration  of 

Delaney  &  Cochran,  Cal  Trans.  The  Garden  Project,  and  the  South  of  Market 
Multi-Service  Center. 

5)  To  create  an  engaging  and  vivid  symbol  of  the  wonder  and  simplicity  of  the 
agricultural  cycle.  The  community,  by  nurturing  these  flowers,  participates  in 
the  process  of  healing  the  land  and  yielding  a  harvest.  We  will  distribute  the 
harvested  sunflower  seeds  to  local  residents,  to  businesses  adjacent  to  the 
project  site,  to  motorists,  to  the  San  Francisco  League  of  Urban  Gardeners 

(S.L.U.G.),  to  the  Garden  project,  to  the  Silver  Terrace  Nurseries,  a  local 
flower  Market,  and  to  the  South  of  Market  Multi-Service  Center.  Not  only 
would  these  seeds  be  used  for  replanting  to  continue  this  cycle  of  sustained 
harvest  throughout  our  community,  but  they  would  provide  food  for  birds  in  the 
area  as  well. 


Mechanics  of  Project: 

1)  The  seeds  will  be  germinated  by  3  members  of  the  Garden  Project  at  their 

greenhouse  at  the  San  Bruno  Jail. 
2)  The  ground  will  be  tilled  and  amended  with  turkey  manure  to  a  depth  of  4 

inches  by  five  residents  of  the  South  of  Market  Multi-Service  Center. 
3 1    Five  South  of  Market  Multi-Service  Center  Residents  will  monitor  and  weed 

the  garden  for  three  hours  every  day  for  the  duration  of  the  project. 

We  thank  you  for  your  consideration  of  our  proposal.  Please  note  that  time  is  of 
essence  and  the  sooner  we  can  begin  planting,  the  better.

B.  Mural  Pro.iects  on  Public  or  Private  Property 
Most  mural  projects  are  subject  to  Art  Commission  review 
because  of  public  funding  even  though  most  of  the 
projects  are  actually  executed  on  private  property.  There 
are  two  primary  sources  of  funding  for  mural  projects  - 
Federal  block  grants  which  are  channeled  through  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Development  and  Neighborhood 
Beautif ication  Funding  through  the  CAO's  Office.

Occasionally  because  of  a  time  constraint,  staff  is 
unable  to  conduct  a  full-fledged  competition.

Occassionally  during  the  process  of  fabricating  or 
executing  a  proposal,  an  artist  may  need  to  make  some 
sort  of  modification  to  the  original  proposal.  Staff,  in 
consultation  with  the  Art  Commission  Director,  shall 
decide  if  the  modification  is  minor  or  substantive,  if 
which  case,  it  would  be  again  brought  before  the  Visual 
Committee.

From  time  to  time,  we  are  asked  to  waive  the  art 
enrichment  requirement  for  a  new  project.   This  most 
commonly  occurs  when  the  funding  is  either  too 
insignificant  to  provide  for  a  meaningful  contribution 
from  the  art  program,  the  facility  generating  the  art 
enrichment  funds  is  not  publicly  accessible,  or  the 
construction  project  generating  the  funds  is  not 
necessarily  appropriate  for  artistic  enhancement. 

In  the  case  of  the  Laguna  Honda  handicapped  ramp,  the 
total  art  enrichment  will  be  $3,900.  After  we  take  our 
administrative  fee,  there  will  be  even  less  money 
available  for  the  art  project  itself.  Although  the 
current  language  of  the  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  does  no! 
allow  for  the  pooling  of  funds  from  small  or  publicly 
inacessible  projects,  this  is  one  of  the  changes  that  we 
are  currently  proposing  to  the  text  of  the  ordinance. 
Under  the  circumstances,  it  is  my  recommendation  that  the 
art  enrichment  requirement  for  this  project  be  waived.

In  each  county  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  provide  suitable 
rooms  for  holding  the  superior,  municipal  and  justice  courts,  for  the 
chambers  of  the  judges  of  said  courts  and  for  court  attendants,  to- 
gether with  sufficient  attendants,  heat,  light,  furniture,  furnishings, 
equipment,  stationery,  supplies,  and  other  personal  property,  for  said 
rooms  and  chambers  and  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the 
courts.  Prior  to  the  construction  of  new  court  facilities,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  submit  proposed  plans  to  the  judge  or  judges  of  the 
affected  court  for  review  and  recommendation  as  to  the  adequacy  and 
standard  of  design  and  such  review  and  recommendation  shall  not  be 
disregarded  without  reasonable  grounds. 

If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  does  not  provide  suit- 
able rooms  for  holding  the  superior,  municipal  or  justice  courts,  for 
the  chambers  of  the  judges  of  said  courts  and  for  the  court  attend- 
ants, together  with  sufficient  attendants,  furniture,  furnishings,  heat, 
light,  equipment,  stationery,  supplies  and  other  personal  property,  for 
said  rooms  and  chambers  and  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  courts,  the  courts  or  the  judge  or  judges  of  such  courts  may  direct 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  provide  the  same.  The  expenses  incurred 
in  providing  the  same,  certified  by  the  judge  or  judges  to  be  correct, 
are  a  charge  against  the  county  treasury,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
general  fund. 

This  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  county  to 
supply  to  the  official  reporters  of  the  courts  Stenograph,  Stenotype  or 
other  shorthand  machines;  nor  as  authorizing  the  county  to  supply 
to  the  official  reporters  of  the  courts,  for  use  in  the  preparation  of 
transcripts,  typewriters,  transcribing  equipment,  supplies  or  other 
personal  property.

From  time  to  time,  we  are  asked  to  waive  the  art 
enrichment  requirement  for  a  new  project.   This  most 
commonly  occurs  when  t.he  funding  is  either  too 
insignificant  to  provide  for  a  meaningful  contribution 
from  the  art  program,  the  facility  generating  the  art 
enrichment  funds  is  not  publicly  accessible,  or  the 
construction  project  generating  the  funds  is  not 
necessarily  appropriate  for  artistic  enhancement. 

In  the  case  of  the  Laguna  Honda  handicapped  ramp,  the 
total  art  enrichment  will  be  $3,900.  After  we  take  our 
administrative  fee,  there  will  be  even  less  money 
available  for  the  art  project  itself.  Although  the 
current  language  of  the,  Art  Enrichment  Ordinance  does  not 
allow  for  the  pooling  of  funds  from  small  or  publicly 
inacessible  projects,  this  is  one  of  the  changes  that  we 
are  currently  proposing  to  the  text  of  the  ordinance. 
Under  the  circumstances,  it.  is  my  recommendation  that  the 
art  enrichment  requirement  for  this  project  be  waived.

If  the  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  does  not  provide  suit- 
able rooms  for  holding  the  superior,  municipal  or  justice  courts,  for 
the  chambers  of  the  judges  of  said  courts  and  for  the  court  attend- 
ants, together  with  sufficient  attendants,  furniture,  furnishings,  heat, 
light,  equipment,  stationery,  supplies  and  other  personal  property,  for 
said  rooms  and  chambers  and  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  courts,  the  courts  or  the  judge  or  judges  of  such  courts  may  direct 
the  sheriff  of  the  uounly  to  provide  the  same.  The  expenses  incurred 
in  providing  the  same,  certified  by  the  judge  or  judges  to  be  correct, 
are  a  charge  against  the  county  treasury,  and  shall  l>e  i>aid  out  of  the 
general  fund. 

This  section  shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  county  to 
supply  to  the  official  reporters  of  the  courts  Stenograph,  Stenotype  or 
other  shorthand  machines;  nor  as  authorizing  the  county  to  supply 
to  the  official  reporters  of  the  courts,  for  use  in  the  preparation  of 
transcripts,  typewriters,  transcribing  equipment,  supplies  or  other 
personal  property.

At  its  March  meeting,  the  Art  Commission  gave  conceptual 
approval  to  artist  involvment  in  the  design  of  the  Airport's 
Aviation  Archive  and  Library.  As  per  the  Airport  Art 
Steering  Committee's  request,  Roger  Berry  (our  consultant  in 
developing  the  Art  Master  Plan  for  the  Airport)  and  I  have 
been  working  with  Jason  Yuen  from  the  Airport  to  develop  a 
proposal  for  Art  Commission  involvement  in  the  Aviation 
Archive  and  Library. 

Our  initial  meeting  with  Airport  staff  exhibitions  staff 
left  us   concerned  about  the  public  nature  of  the  facility 
(i.e.  whether  the  emphasis  of  the  facility  was  directed  more 
towards  aviation  scholars  rather  than  the  traveling  public). 
However,  a  subsequent  letter  from  Lou  Turpen  (attached) 
clarifies  the  public  intent  of  the  programming  for  the 
archive  to  the  extent  that  we  now  feel  that  the  aviation 
archive  would  be  an  appropriate  site  for  art  enrichment. 

Please  note  that  the  content  of  Mr.  Turpen' s  March  22nd 
letter  has  been  incorporated  by  reference  in  the  proposed 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  (M.O.U.  )  between  the  Art 
Commission  and  Airport  as  #10  under  Airport 
Responsibi 1 i  ties. 

Roger  Berry  and  I  developed  a  program  outline  for  artist 
involvement  with  the  archive  (attached)  which  calls  for 
involving  artists  in  1)  providing  integral  artworks  for  the 
lobby  of  the  archive  and  2)  an  interactive  artwork  for  the 
exterior  of  the  archive  with  a  budget  not  to  exceed 
$500,000. 

At  its  April  6th  meeting,  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee 
approved  the  attached  recommendation  for  Art  Commission 
involvement  as  well  as  the  revised  M.O.U.

Susan  Pontius  has  informed  Jason  Yuen  that  the  An  Commission  may  have 
concerns  regarding  the  public's  access  to  the  Aviation  Library  and  Archive  in  the 
new  International  Terminal. 

To  alleviate  such  concerns,  I  would  like  to  emphasize  the  following: 

1.  The  primary  function  of  this  facility  is  to  enhance  the  public's  experience 
during  their  visit  to  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.    The  public 
will  have  complete  access  To  this  facility  without  charge.    The  exhibition 
area,  which  is  by  far  the  predominant  space,  will  consist  of  aviation 
memorabilia  and  rotating  exhibitions,  similar  to  that  of  a  historical  society 
or  the  special  collections  room  in  a  library.    All  research  and  archival 
material  will  be  available  to  the  public  through  an  interactive  media  station. 

2.  The  Airport  will  make  every  effect  to  encourage  the  public  to  visit  this 
facility.    We  will  aggressively  publicize  the  existence  of  the  facility  --  by 
directional  signs,  promotional  literature,  as  well  as  visual  design  of  the 
facility's  entrance.    Since  the  typical  departing  international  passenger 
spends  90  minutes  in  the  terminal,  we  want  to  attract  as  many  passengers 
and  accompanying  visitors  as  possible  to  this  facility.    We  seek  your 
assistance  in  working  with  the  Airport  staff  and  our  architects  in  achieving 
this  goal.    We  are  confident  that  this  facility  will  have  maximum  visibility 
to  attract  a  wide  public  audience. 

3.  We  plan  to  open  the  Aviation  Library  and  Archive  to  the  public  14  hours  a 
day  from  8:00  a.m.  to  10:00  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week.    Since  most  of  the 
international  flights  operate  during  these  hours,  the  exhibition  portion  of  the 
facility  will  be  available  for  this  audience.    We  also  plan  to  conduct  in-depth 
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educational  tours  tor  school  groups  and  other  parties.    In  addition,  the 
library  and  archive  will  function  as  an  active  research  facility  10:00  a.m.  to 
3:00  p.m.  daily  and  by  appointment.    These  functions  will  not  exclude 
ongoing  public  visits  to  the  facility.    It  is  also  our  intention  to  have  docents 
available  14  hours  per  day  to  explain  the  significance  of  the  displays. 
However,  the  exhibition  area  will  be  self-securing,  so  if  a  docent  is  not 
available,  the  public  will  be  able  to  visit  the  exhibition  in  a  self-guided  tour. 

There  may  have  been  a  mis-perception  created  during  our  staff's  meeting  of  March  13  that 
the  Aviation  Library  and  Archive  might  be  interpreted  as  an  exclusive  membership  facility 
for  aviation  employees  and  researchers.    This  is  not  the  intent.    It  is  a  public  facility 
designed  for  the  use  of  the  Airport  audience.    The  primary  focus  of  this  facility  is  the 
education  and  enjoyment  of  all  persons  who  visit  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

I  will  be  happy  to  personally  assure  you  and  your  Commission  that  we  will  seek  maximum 
public  patronage  to  this  facility  and  that  any  an  work  for  this  facility  will  be  viewed 
extensively  by  the  general  public.    Please  call  me  if  you  have  any  questions  or  comments.

I  look  forward  to  the  Airports  Commission  working  with  the  San  Francisco  Art  Commission 
on  the  selection  and  installation  of  artwork  (defined  to  include  architectural  details)  in  The 
Aviation  Library  and  Archival  Research  Center  for  the  new  International  Terminal.  I 
understand  the  budget  for  this  art  project  is  approximately  $500,000. 

The  Airports  Commission  created  the  Library  and  Archival  Research  Center  in  1991,  whi:h 
has  a  temporary  storage  facility  in  South  Terminal.  At  the  present  time,  we  have  catalogu  ;d 
over  5,000  pieces  of  aviation  related  material  (photographs,  artifacts,  ephemera,  books,  and 
periodicals).  We  are  now  working  in  conjunction  with  the  San  Francisco  Main  Library  in 
acquiring  our  goal  of  10,000  volumes  for  the  facility. 

Please  find  enclosed  a  draft  of  the  document  that  outlines  the  responsibilities  of  the 
Airports  Commission  and  the  role  the  Art  Commission  would  assume  with  respect  to 
artwork  and  architectural  details  in  the  development  of  this  facility. 

It  is  our  intention  to  pattern  the  facility  after  the  1937-1938  Administration  Buildi  lg 
Waiting  Room  of  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  While  we  do  not  intend  to  e- 
create  this  room  per  se,  we  do  want  the  ambiance  of  the  period.  I  have  enclosed  an  article 
about  the  structure  so  that  you  will  understand  my  view  and  be  aware  of  the  significance  of 
this  building  in  the  history  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

I  look  forward  to  your  response  to  Mr.  Jason  Yuen,  who  is  the  Airport's  representative  to  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Airports  Commission  ancTvArt  Commission.

II.  Project  Updates 

A.    Su-Chen  Hung  Proposal  for  Immigration  Columns 

Susan  Pontious  presented  Su-Chen  Hung's  proposal 
for  the  columns  in  the  Immigration  area  of  Arrivals.   (Each 
immigration  area  has  ten  columns  for  a  total  of  20  columns). 
The  artist  proposes  using  cast  glass  panels  that  have 
"welcome"  in  different  languages  sandblasted  on  the  back  of 
the  panels.   The  panels  will  be  72"  x  36",  inset  into  the 
columns  on  two  sides  and  lit  from  the  ceiling.   The  panels 
have  a  smooth  face,  but  the  back  is  cast  into  a  serrated 
shape.   Sandblasting  the  letters  on  one  face  of  the 
resulting  angle  will  cause  the  letters  to  appear  and 
disappear  as  the  viewer  walks  past  the  column. 

The  next  phase  of  project  development  will  include  casting  a 
prototype  of  the  glass  panel  and  sandblasting  the  letters  in 
both  the  type  faces  being  considered.   The  architects  will 
develop  a  method  for  integrating  the  panels  into  the  columns 
and  Su-Chen  will  select  the  languages  she  proposes  to  use. 

Jason  Yuen  recommended  that  the  artist  work  with  the  Airport 
on  the  selection  of  languages.

B.    Lewis  deSoto 

a.  "On    the   Air" 

The  artist  has  revised  "On    the   Air",    his 
proposal  for  terrazzo  floor  design  in  the  departures  lobby. 
The  artist  is  working  with  a  global  map  of  air  pressure 
systems  and  prevailing  winds.   The  land  masses  would  not  be 
shown,  but  the  international  airports  would  be  indicated 
with  cast  plaques.   The  floor  would  also  have  text 
indicating  the  names  of  the  winds  (i.e.  Westerlies, 
Doldrums,  etc.).   Design  development  would  consist  of 
developing  the  graphic  design  of  the  floor,  developing  the 
color  palette,  researching  terrazzo  techniques,  producing 
prototypes  for  the  plaques  and  terrazzo. 

Jason  Yuen  expressed  concern  about  whether  or  not  the 
etching  or  engraving  on  the  plaques  would  trap  dirt.   He 
also  expressed  concern  that  the  image  did  not  extend  the 
entire  width  of  the  lobby  and  include  all  the  ticket 
counters.   Susan  Pontious  said  that  she  will  have  the  artist 
address  these  issues,  as  well  as  ADA  slip  requirements.

The  artist's  original  concept  of  a  sound 
environment  for  the  departure's  lobby  has  proved  not  to  be 
technically  feasible.   His  revised  proposal  calls  for  a  3  or 
4  note  "chime"  system  that  precedes  each  announcement, 
alerting  the  passengers  that  an  announcement  is  about  to  be 
made.   A  different  chime  can  be  broadcast  for  each  different 
kind  of  announcement.   This  system  has  been  used  in  other 
places,  and  it  is  a  way  of  giving  a  distinct  "aural" 
identity  to  our  airport.

C.  Keith  Sonnier  Proposal 

Jaiini  Baer  and  John  Gentile  from  HOK/Group  4 
presented  Keith  Sonnier's  proposal  for  the  sterile  corridor 
of  Concourse  G. 

The  architects  presented  their  revised  architectural  design 
for  the  space,  which  now  provides  for  a  ceiling  in  the  shape 
of  a  wide  "M".   The  15'  ceiling  will  be  lit  from  a  suspended 
fixture,  so  that  it  is  a  uniform  yellow  tone.   The  fixture 
will  also  provide  down  light  onto  the  moving  walkway.   Every 
52  ,  a  2'  wide  beam  will  cross  the  space,  disappearing  into 
the  lowered  central  portion  of  the  ceiling  and  reappearing 
on  the  other  side.   the  beams  will  be  lit  on  the  bottom  edge 
by  red,  blue  and  green  neon,  which  will  seam  to  disappear 
and  reappear  along  the  beam.   The  periodic,  alternating 
bands  of  color  will  create  a  progression  down  the  corridor, 
which  will  be  reflected  in  the  polished  terrazzo  floor.   All 
other  light  required  to  illuminate  the  space  will  be  at  8' 
or  below,  and  aimed  downwards.   As  a  result,  strong  color 
will  be  the  dominant  effect  above  8',  while  white  and 
natural  light  will  illuminate  below  8*.   The  effect  of  the 
lighting  will  vary  during  the  day  and  through  the  length  of 
the  corridor. 

Questions  were  asked  about  the  longevity  and  maintenance  of 
neon.   Tonia  Macneil  replied  that  neon  has  a  much  longer 
life  than  other  types  of  lighting,  lasting  7-8  years.   In 
most  places  that  utilize  neon  artwork,  a  maintenance 
contract  is  let  to  maintain  the  artwork.

D.  Kathryn  Gustafson  Proposal 

Jaime  Baer  presented  Kathryn  Gustafson* s  proposal 
for  the  upper  level  of  the  departure's  area.   The  artist  has 
proposed  changing  the  opening  around  the  escalator  to  an 
oval  opening,  which  is  surrounded  by  a  glass  railing.   4" 
above  the  railing,  two  "U"  shaped  steel  forms  would  be 
suspended  so  that  together  the  railing  and  the  sculpture 
create  a  standard  42"  high  guard  rail.   A  light  at  the  top 
edge  of  the  glass  would  illuminate  the  steel  and  the  glass, 
creating  a  "halo"  effect.   The  suspended  steel  form  would  be 
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23"  x  14"  in  depth  and  width.   As  proposed,  the  sculpture 
would  weigh  5  tons. 

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  the  artist  had  met  with  Tom 
Rodrigues  and  Jason  Yuen,  who  had  pointed  out  several  "fatal 
flaws"  with  this  proposal.   One  was  the  sight  lines  provided 
to  the  podiums  on  the  floor  below.   The  airlines  are 
extremely  concerned  that  people  will  not  feel  comfortable 
using  the  seating  on  the  third  floor  because  they  feel  too 
disconnected  to  main  gate  area.   Any  obstruction  in  site- 
lines  to  the  area  below  would  not  be  tolerated.   The  second 
concern  was  that  the  sculpture  would  be  used  as  a  shelf. 

In  response,  the  artist  has  proposed  raising  the  steel  form 
up  six  feet.   The  committee  felt  that  this  revision  seemed 
arbitrary  and  did  not  make  sense  either  aesthetically  or 
functionally.   They  felt  that  the  number  and  diameter  of  the 
cables  needed  to  suspend  the  sculpture  were  a  major 
aesthetic  element  that  heretofore  had  not  been  considered.

Bill  Coblentz  said  that  while  Kathryn  Gustafson  was  a  very 
talented  person,  the  committee  had  now  looked  at  three 
problematic  proposals  from  this  artist.  He  felt  it  was  time 
to  terminate  this  artist  and  move  on.   Staff  suggested  that 
Ms.  Gustafson  continue  to  be  involved  in  the  development  of 
the  architectural  solutions  she  had  proposed,  i.e.  the  oval 
shaped  escalator  opening  and  railing.   The  architects  said 
that  these  were  already  in  their  drawings  and  it  would  be  a 
change  to  eliminate  them.   Tonia  Macneil  said  that  by 
contract  we  had  ownership  of  these  ideas.   Stan  Mattison 
said  that  it  would  be  a  shame  to  not  proceed  with  something 
that  was  clearly  a  very  nice  addition  to  the  architecture. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  architects  should  proceed  with  this 
design .

III.  Aviation  Archive  and  Library 
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Susan  Pontious  and  Roger  Berry  reported  that  they  had 
been  working  with  Jason  Yuen  as  per  the  Committee's  request 
to  develop  a  proposal  for  Art  Commission  involvement  in  the 
Aviation  Archive  and  Library.   They  reported  that  an  initial 
meeting  with  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Exhibitions  had  left 
them  concerned  about  the  degree  of  public  access  to  the 
archive.   However,  Louis  Turpen  has  written  a  letter 
outlining  the  Airport's  intent  to  provide  programming  and 
promotion  to  attract  large  numbers  of  the  traveling  public. 
Both  Ms.  Pontious  and  Mr.  Berry  felt  that  intent  of  the 
facility  as  described  in  Mr.  Turpen' s  March  22,  1995  letter 
was  an  appropriate  site  for  art  enrichment. 

Roger  Berry  presented  his  proposal  for  the  Art  Commission's 
involvement  in  the  new  Aviation  Archive  and  Library.   In 
summary,  this  would  consist  of  artist  involvement  in  two 
major  areas:  1)  integral  works  of  art  that  articulate  the 
spirit  of  the  original  1930's  terminal;  these  might 
encompass  enhancement  of  the  ceiling,  iron  railings  and 
chandeliers,  terrazzo  floor  and  furnishings;  and  2)  "The 
Spirit  of  Flight",  an  interactive  artwork  sited  on  the  north 
and  west  exterior  walls  which  will  serve  as  a  broad 
metaphorical  interpretation  of  the  mission  of  the  Center.

He  recommended  that  20  channels  of  the  cable 
system  and  one  fiber  from  the  fiber  optics  system  be 
dedicated  to  Art  Commission  use.   Jason  Yuen  reported  that 
the  communications  staff  did  not  want  the  Art  Commission 
having  this  access  for  security  reasons.   It  was  agreed  that 
Mr.  Perkis  would  meet  with  Duke  Briscoll  from  communications 
to  discuss  the  issue  further. 

V.    Funding  Schedule 

John  Martin  reported  on  the  schedule  for  bond  sales 
that  will  generate  art  enrichment  funds.   He  said  that  in 
the  Fall  of  1995,  the  Airport  will  sell  the  bonds  for  the 
West  Cargo  building  and  the  General  Aviation  Facility. 
Bonds  for  the  terminal  and  concourses  will  be  sold  January 
and  February  of  1996.   He  suggested  that  the  Art  Commission 
may  need  to  work  out  some  kind  of  arrangement  with  the 
Airport  for  bridge  funding  between  bond  sales.   He  reported 
that  by  this  July,  the  Airport  will  be  able  to  give  the  Art 
Commission  a  more  accurate  account  of  both  budgets  and 
schedules  for  the  various  master  plan  projects. 

Susan  Pontious  asked  about  the  process  for  providing 
accounting  for  artworks  that  are  deaccessioned .   He  said  it 
was  just  necessary  to  provide  documentation  of  the  sale.

BACKGROUND 

EXPLORATION:  CITY  SITE  is  an  Art  Commission  Gallery  public  art  program.  Established  in  1986,  it 
features  temporary  site  specific  outdoor  installations  in  the  4,500  square  foot  lot  at  165  Grove  Street,  adjacent  to  the 
Gallery  building.  City  Site  is  a  high-visibility  project  that  encourages  artists  to  explore  the  social,  political  and 
environmental  dynamics  of  its  urban  site. 

Norcal  Waste  Systems,  Inc.  sponsors  its  Sanitary  Fill  Company  Artist-in-Residence  program  to  raise 
awareness  of  environmental  priorities,  including  recycling  and  conservation.  Located  adjacent  to  the  Sanitary  Fill 
Company  transfer  station  at  510  Tunnel  Avenue,  the  program  provides  selected  artists  with  a  studio,  equipment,  and 
unlimited  access  to  salvaged  materials. 
ELIGIBILITY 

0  Artists  who  reside  in  the  counties  of  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Marin,  Napa,  Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  San 
Francisco,  San  Mateo,  Solano,  and  Sonoma  are  eligible. 

0  Artists  may  apply  as  individuals,  in  collaboration  with  other  artists,  or  with  design  professionals.  The 
lead  participant  should  be  an  artist,  as  supported  by  slides  of  previous  work. 

0  Teams  may  submit  only  one  proposal,  and  will  share  the  $2500  honorarium. 

0  The  selected  project  should  meet  designated  code  requirements  regarding  materials,  dimensions, 
installation  and  safety. 
PROJECT   DESCRIPTION 

APPLICATIONS  ARE  SOUGHT  for  a  long-term  artist-designed  fence  to  be  installed  overlooking  the  City  Site 
lot,  located  at  165  Grove.  The  Gallery  is  receptive  to  a  broad  range  of  artistic  approaches  to  this  project,  from 
traditional  to  those  that  challenge  traditional  concepts. 


Exploration:  City  Site  has  established  a  dynamic  presence  in  the  Civic  Center  landscape,  with  projects 
nnecting  visually  and  conceptually  with  the  surrounding  architecture  and  geography.  The  fence  will  interact  with 
the  architectural  context  of  Civic  Center  as  it  serves  as  a  visual  entree  to  City  Site. 

The  fence  will  possess  a  presence  of  its  own  while  allowing  full  visual  access  to  the  City  Site 
installations.  This  project  will  serve  as  an  important  visual  marker  for  the  City  Site  lot,  stimulate  interest  for  the 
installations  within,  and  frame  the  temporary  projects.  The  fence  will  protect  the  installations  from  damage  or 
vandalism,  and  prevent  viewers  and  passersby  from  entering  the  lot,  by  either  accident  or  purpose. 
FACILITIES   AND   MATERIALS 

The  selected  artist  will  work  at  the  Sanitary  Fill  Company  Artist-in-Residence  studios,  during  an  artist 
residency  of  up  to  eight  weeks  between  (month)  and  (month)  1995.  Fence  installation  will  take  place  (date). 

The  residency  provides  24  hour  studio  access,  fabrication  equipment,  and  recycled  or  salvaged  materials, 
obtained  at  the  Norcal  waste  processing  facility.  The  fence  will  utilize  at  least  50%  recycled  materials.  Any  non- 
recycled  materials  must  be  acquired,  transported  and  purchased  by  the  artist 

The  selected  project  must  meet  health  and  safety  requirements,  and  will  be  reviewed  by  a  structural  engineer. 
A  building  permit  will  be  required  for  this  project.  Artists  are  strongly  encouraged  to  attend  the  Technical  Workshop 
and  Facilities  Tour,  described  below.

George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center  and  Yerba  Buena  Gardens 
As  the  primary  convention  facility  for  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  the  George  R.  Moscone  Convention  Center 
hosts  more  than  1,200,000  people  annually.   The  Center 
receives  corporate  and  association  meetings,  conventions, 
and  consumer  and  trade  shows  such  as  Mac  World  Expo, 
numerous  medical  and  computer  conventions,  the  Winter  and 
Summer  Gift  Shows  and  the  International  Boat  Show. 

Moscone  Convention  Center  has  expanded  recently  to 
approximately  twice  its  original  size  to  provide  some 
630,000  square  feet  of  meeting  and  exhibition  space. 
Although  most  of  the  facility  is  underground,  the  two 
lobbies  and  a  9,000  sq.  ft.  ballroom  are  dominant 
architectural  elements  on  the  street. 

Above  and  around  the  underground  convention  center,  on  the 
edge  of  the  City's  main  transit  artery  at  Market  Street, 
Verba  Buena  Center  is  characterized  by  a  dynamic  mix  of 
uses  and  activities;  art,  culture,  recreation,  commerce  and 
housing  are  combined  in  a  single  nexus,  with  Moscone  Center 
at  the  core.   Yerba  Buena  is  the  architectural  wonderland 


and  County  of 
San  Francisco 
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of  the  city.   The  three-square-block  complex  contains  a 
large  park  designed  by  MGA  Partners,  (formerly 
Mitchell/Giurgola  Associates),  and  the  Center  for  the  Arts, 
including  a  Visual  Arts  Center  designed  by  Fumihiko  Maki 
and  a  Performing  Arts  Center  by  James  Stuart  Polshek.   The 
new  home  of  San  Francisco's  Museum  of  Modern  Art  designed 
by  Mario  Botta  is  nearing  completion,  and  plans  are  being 
finalized  for  a  Children's  Center  at  Howard  and  4th  Streets 
by  Adele  Santos  and  Paul  Friedberg.   Finally,  San  Francisco 
architects  SMWM  with  landscape  architects  Hargreaves  and 
Associates  are  in  the  early  design  stages  for  a  major 
retail  and  entertainment  complex  on  4th  Street. 

PROJECT  GOALS: 

The  goal  of  the  art  project  at  Moscone  Center/Howard  Street 
is  to  provide  a  sense  of  arrival,  an  entrance  zone  for 
Moscone  Convention  Center  and  Yerba  Buena  Gardens.   Art  at 
Moscone  Center  should  provide  a  humanizing  element, 
bringing  warmth  and  human  scale  to  the  street.   The  Art 
Commission  has  envisioned  sculptural  work  incorporating 
light  which  will  act  as  a  visual  and  conceptual  link 
between  the  two  convention  center  lobbies,  and  provide  a 
presence  both  at  night  and  during  the  day.   However,  the 
selected  artist  may  explore  all  possibilities  for 
enlivening  the  street. 

BUDGET : 

For  the  design  and  implementation  of  the  project,  and  all 
related  fees:   $430,000. 

SCOPE  OF  WORK: 

The  art  budget  will  cover  the  following  activities  related 
to  the  design  and  completion  of  the  work: 

1.  Meetings  with  City  agencies,  members  of  the 
neighborhood  community  and  others  with  interests  in 
the  project  to  develop  a  conceptual  proposal  for   the 
site  . 

2.  Production  of  drawings,  models,  budgets  and  written 
materials  as  necessary  to  illustrate  the  proposal. 

3.  Attendance  at  meetings  as  necessary  to  present  and 
receive  approval  of  agencies,  Boards  and 
Commissions  with  jurisdiction  over  the  site.

DESIGN  AND  REVIEW  PROCESS: 

The  siting  of  art  work  on  an  existing  city  street  is 
subject  to  intensive  technical  and  public  review.   In 
addition  to  its  aesthetic  viability,  the  art  work  will  be 
required  to  comply  with  all  safety  and  engineering  codes, 
and  ADA  requirements.   All  necessary  permits  must  be 
obtained  as  well. 

In  order  to  facilitate  review  and  approval  of  the  artist's 
proposal,  the  Art  Commission  has  formed   advisory 
committees  composed  of  city  staff  and  community  members. 
The  committees  will  participate  in  the  development  of 
project  guidelines  and  in  the  selection  process.   Its 
members  will  be  available  to  advise  the  artist  during  the 
development  of  the  conceptual  proposal. 

The  Art  Commission  is  responsible  for  the  review  and 
approval  of  the  artwork.   Depending  upon  the  nature  of  the 
proposal,  additional  approvals  may  be  required  by  other 
agencies  and  commissions  including  the  Planning  Commission, 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
The  artist's  presence  during  all  public  hearings  regarding 
the  proposal  is  essential  to  the  success  of  this  project.

BACKGROUND 

In  November  of  1993,  the  Art  Commission  approved  the  selection  of 
Jody  Pinto  to  design  and  implement  an  art  environment  for  the 
ML  librae  offices  of  the  Water  Department.  The  project  was  on  hold 
for  a  year,  but  was  revived  in  1994,  at  which  time  the  Water 
Department  offered  to  increase  the  available  funding  so  that 
Jody's  scope  of  work  would  include  both  the  art  work  and 

icipation  with  the  project  architect  in  the  design  of  a  20- 
year  phased  master  plan  and  program. 

THE  STTE 

!i librae  site,  at  1000  El  Camino  Real,  is  an  11-acre  facility 
containing  administration  offices,  labs,  engineering  and  mapping, 
workshops  and  warehouses  to  support  the  Water  Department's 
suburban  operations.  It  is  an  unusual  presence  on  the  El  Camino 
strip,  as  much  of  the  site  is  covered  with  trees,  lawns  and 
gardens . 

PROJECT  STATUS 

During  the  last  6  months,  Jody  has  worked  with  the  project 
architect  to  develop  the  master  plan  and  art  concept  for  the 
facility.  On  April  4,  the  art  concept  were  reviewed  by  department 
heads  of  the  Water  Department,  who  were  unanimous  in  their 
support  of  the  artist's  proposal.  As  a  result  of  her 
presentation,  the  artist  was  invited  to  take  on  design  oversight 
of  the  renovation  of  the  Pulgas  and  Sunol  grounds.  The  renovation 
will  incorporate  ADA  requirements  and  transition  to  drought- 
tolerant  landscaping.  By  developing  all  three  sites  at  once,  the 
artist  will  be  able  to  develop  an  over-all  "look"  for  the  Water 
Department,  repeating  the  same  themes  and  concepts  in  each  area. 

Staff  will  present  the  artist's  conceptual  proposal  for  the 
Millbrae  Facility  and  request  approval  for  design  development  and 
design  services  for  the  Pulgas  and  Sunol  sites.

1.  911  Center 

The  911  Center  Project  is  on  hold  pending  the  resolution  of 
issues  raised  by  the  surrounding  community  regarding  the  impact 
of  the  project  on  their  neighborhood. 

2.  Bayview  Police  Station 

The  Bayview  Police  Station  project  is  on  hold,  pending  the 
outcome  of  a  new  request  for  bids  which  was  submitted  recently. 

3.  Hospital  Parking  Garage 

Construction  of  the  Hospital  Parking  Garage  is  under  way.  Ann 
Chamberlain  is  currently  completing  the  selection  and  preparation 
of  materials  for  incorporation  in  glass  block  on  four  major  walls 
in  the  garage.  The  fabricator  of  the  GFRC  wall  panels  is  in  the 
process  of  preparing  a  full-scale  prototype  of  a  panel,  including 
the  glass  block  and  fiber-optics.   Installation  of  the  walls  is 
scheduled  for  mid-December  of  1995. 

4.  Muni-Metro  Turnback  Project  construction  fence  murals 
Three  of  the  seven  muralists  have  completed  their  projects  on  the 
MMTP  construction  fences.  They  are:  The  Precita  Eyes  Mural 
Center,  James  Morgan  with  Creativity  Explored,  and  Rigo  '95.  The 
Port  has  raised  safety  concerns  in  relation  to  one  of  the  murals 
by  Rigo,  which  is  located  on  Mission  Street  between  Embarcadero 
and  Steuart  Streets.  The  UEB,  which  sponsored  the  project,  has 
questioned  the  Port's  findings,  and  is  sponsoring  an  independent 
analysis  of  the  potential  traffic  hazard.  As  far  as  the  Art 
Commission  is  concerned,  any  decision  regarding  the  mural  is  in 
the  hands  of  UEB.  Our  agreements  and  contracts  have  given  UEB 
complete  freedom  to  alter  the  murals  in  any  way. 

5.  Mission  District  Police  Station 

The  DPW  disability  coordinator  has  expressed  concerns  as  to  the 
accessibility  and  potential  hazard  posed  by  the  artwork  Seven 
Dancing  Stars"  by  Gary  Dwyer.  The  artist  has  been  contacted  with 
a  request  that  he  cooperate  in  any  decision  to  revise  the  art 
work  or  to  provide  materials  such  as  brail  and  large-format  texts 
for  disabled  people.  He  has  stated  that  he  is  not  interested  in 
participating  in  the  decision  process. 

Staff  is  currently  researching  the  issues  and  possible 
alternatives,  and  will  report  to  the  Committee  with  a  selection 
of  possible  actions  for  discussion.

ronia  Macneil  announced  thai  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  bail 
previously  approved  Keith  Sonnier's  concept  for  the  sterili

Fischer  works  with  pre-existing 
architectural  conditions,  augmenting  them  with  sculpture 
elements  that  often  incorporate  clocks,  lighting  and  an  art 
deco  aesthetic;.

V.  Millbrae  Water  Facility 

Tonia  Macneil,  in  collaboration  with  the  Project  Architect 
Kent  Ford,  showed  the  master  plan  developed  by  artist  Jodie 
Pinto  for  the  12-acre  site.   Pinto  proposes  a  four-pronged 
art  project,  which  is  completely  integrated  into  the  Master 
Plan.  The  first  part  consists  of  an  undulating  wet-dry  river 
system  through  the  sloping  site  and  emphasizes  the  flowing 
quality  of  water.  The  idea  is  to  create  a  place  where 
employees  and  the  public  will  want  to  spend  time.   The 
second  is  a  xerascaped  path  system  that  would  serve  as  a 
public  education  tool.  The  third,  a  treatment  in  the  central 
lobby,  would  reference  the  huge  pipes  that  carry  water.   The 
terrazzo  floor  pattern  would  al'so  refer  to  water  storage  and 
transportation  as  well  as  to  the  ideas  outside.  The  fourth 
would  be  bridge  element  at  a  42-inch  height.   A  granite  slab 
references  the  water's  Sierra  origin,  and  stainless  steel 
tubing  would  bring  water  from  a  higher  level  to  a  lower  one. 

Macneil  said  that  the  Water  Department  was  so  receptive  to 
the  work  that  it  had  asked  the  artist  to  work  on  landscaping 
as  well.   She  emphasized  the  positive  outcome  of  the  project 
and  the  potential  for  other  large-scale  projects  that  would 
generate  art-enrichment  funds.

Because  of  this  change,  she  will 
request  a  modification  of  Michael  Manwaring' s  contract  in 
the  amount  of  $50,000  to  be  voted  on  at  the  May  1,  1995  Art 
Commission  meeting.

Debra  Lehane,  Civic  Art  Collection  Manager,  informed  the 
Committee  about  the  need  to  relocate  the  Beniamino  Bufano 
statue  titled  Peace,  located  in  the  roadway  of  the 
International  Airport.   The  roadway  is  scheduled  to  begin 
excavation  in  October.   Ms.  Lehane  presented  a  photomontage 
of  a  small  meadow  located  on  the  north  side  of  Brotherhood 
Way  between  Juniper  Serra  and  Lake  Merced. and  suggested  that 
it  might  be  a  good  location  for  the  statue's  relocation. 
Before  pursuing  the  location  further,  however  she  was 
requesting  the  Committee's  support.   With  the  Committee's 
support  she  would  formally  contact  the  Department  of  public 
works  for  permission.   The  Committee  supported  the  location 
and  authorized  Ms. Lehane  to  proceed. 


B.  Proposed  Gift  to  the  Collection 

The  Committee  was  shown  slides  of  three  paintings  by  artist 
Jean  Hyson  which  are  being  offered  to  the  Civic  Art 
Collection.   The  Committee  agreed  to  accept  with  gratitude 
the  paintings  Ballein   and  The    Wall.       Both  paintings,  dated 
1968,  are  acrylic  on  canvas.   The  Committee  recommended  that 
the  third  painting  titled  Quintessence   be  offered  to  the 
Fine  Arts  Museum  for  possible  acceptance  to  their 
collection.

Ray  proposed  a  series 
of  large  scale  lucite  or  cast  resin  cut-out  figures, 
representing  icons  from  Playland,  to  be  placed  around  the 
rectangular  site.   The  figures  will  range  from  approximately 
11  to  15  feet  in  height.   Photographs  from  the  Muni  archives 
will  be  sandblasted  or  silkscreened  onto  the  figures,  as 
will  text  about  people's  remembrances  of  the  old  Playland. 

Committee  members  noted  that  the  model  was  not  in  scale,  and 
requested  that  a  revised  model,  in  accurate  scale,  be  made. 
In  addition,  Committee  members  requested  more  detailed 
research  on  the  material  to  ensure  that  it  has  the  capacity 
to  withstand  wind,  elements,  scratching,  and  will  have  the 
necessary  durability  for  an  outdoor  site.   The  Committee 
also  expressed  an  interest  in  having  the  sculptures  lighted, 
if  possible  within  the  budget. 


Motion  to  approve  conceptual  proposal  by  Ray 
Beldner  for  the  Ocean  Beach  Terminal  Art  Project  and 
authorization  to  enter  into  contract  with  Ray  Beldner  for  up 
to  $45,250  subject  to  further  research  into  and  assurance  of 
durability  of  proposed  material,  and  submission  of  revised 
model  in  accurate  scale.

VII.  A  i  rport 

A.  Report  on  presentation  to  Airport  Commission 
Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  had  presented  the  art 
proposals  of  James  Carpenter,  Lewis  deSoto,  Su-Chen  Hung, 
Ann  Preston,  and  Keith  Sonnier  to  the  Airport  Commission. 
They  had  asked  for  time  to  review  the  proposals  further 
before  responding. 

B.  Request  for  approval  to  enter  into  contract 
with  Tim  Perkis 

Pontious  reported  that  Tim  Perkis  is  the  consultant  we  have 
been  working  with  as  part  of  Roger  Berry's  contract  to 
advise  us  on  the  feasibility  of  media  based  projects.   He 
has  recommended  becoming  a  part  of  the  Airport's  system  for 
cable  and  fiber  optics.   We  have  requested  20  channels  of 
cable  and  a  fiber.   Tim  and  Susan  met  with  the 
communications  people  at  the  Airport,  and  they  felt  that 
this  was  feasible.   We  would  like  to  contract  with  Tim  now 
at  an  hourly  rate  to  work  with  the  technical  people  to 
determine  the  presentation  sites. 

ACTION1:   Motion  to  authorize  the  Director  of  Cultural 
Affairs  to  enter  into  contract  with  Tim  Perkis  for 
consulting  services  relative  to  media  based  projects  at  San 
Francisco  International  Airport  for  a  total  amount  not  to 
exceed  $7,000.

VIII.  Civic  Center  Court  House 

Jill  Manton  provided  the  Commissioners  with  background 
information  about  recent  developments  regarding  the  overall 
Court  House  project.  Although  there  had  been  discussions 
regarding  the  possibility  of  having  the  artists,  Norie  Sato 
and  Bill  Maxwell  either  work  in  stone  as  opposed  to  terrazzo 
in  the  Clerks'  Corridor,  or  work  in  terrazzo  in  another  area 
of  the  building  which  might  be  more  appropriate  for  this 
treatment  or  to  have  the  ability  to  propose  a  completely  new 
project,  the  current  status  of  the  Court  House  construction 
budget  has  necessitated  that  the  Art  Commission  reduce  the 
art  enrichment  budget  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  made 


by  Commissioner  Healy.  Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  Judges 
had  requested  that  the  Art  Commission  reduce  the  art  program 
budget  by  10%  or  $75,000.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  such  a 
reduction  would  not  be  possible  without  impacting  the 
projects  which  had  already  been  approved  and  stated  that  the 
a  possible  option  would  be  to  delete  the  terrazzo  project 
with  the  understanding  that  the  artists  be  given  additional 
compensation  in  light  of  the  great  effort  they  had  made  to 
develop  a  design  that  would  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
judges  and  the  architects.  Judge  Michael  Hanlon  reported  on 
the  status  of  the  Court  House  construction  bids  and  how  this 
has  necessitated  a  10%  cut  in  the  construction  budget.  This 
translates  to  no  furniture  for  the  courtrooms  nor  for  the 
Judges'  chambers,  as  well  as  the  elimination  of  bullet-proof 
glass  in  the  courtrooms.  Judge  Hanlon  further  stated  that 
the  Judges  are  committed  to  protect  and  maintain  the 
integrity  of  the  other  three  art  projects  by  Ann  Preston, 
Lewis  DeSoto  and  Albert  Paley.  He  added  that  the  Judges  want 
to  make  certain  that  artists  Norie  Sato  and  Bill  Maxwell 
have  been  fairly  and  adequately  compensated  for  their  work. 
Mark  Cavagnereo,  one  of  the  project  architects,  commented 
that  the  architects  had  felt  the  need  for  an  architectural 
unity  in  the  materials  and  palette  chosen  for  the  main  floor 
of  this  important  civic  building.  He  acknowledged  how  hard 
the  artists  had  worked  to  try  to  accommodate  the  preferences 
and  concerns  of  the  Judges  and  the  architects,  but  that 
ultimately  the  art  project  had  made  so  many  concessions  to 
the  architects,  that  it  lost  its  conceptual  basis. 
Commissioner  Healy  stated  that  if  the  Commission  agreed  to 
delete  the  terrazzo  projects  and  a  small  amount  of  the 
contingency,  it  would  be  upon  the  condition  of  an  absolute 
guarantee  that  there  would  be  no  further  cuts  requested  of 
the  Art  Commission  and  that  the  other  three  projects  would 
be  built  as  designed.  Commissioner  Rascon  was  disturbed 
about  the  apparent  conflict  of  this  element  of  the  art 
program  and  the  architecture  and  requested  that  the  issue  be 
discussed  and  studied  at  another  appropriate  time.  Both 
Judges  Hanlon  and  Jones  complimented  Ms.  Manton  for  her  hard 
and  competent  work  on  the  project. 

ACTION:  Motion  to  authorize  the  deletion  of  the  terrazzo 
project  by  Norie  Sato  and  Bill  Maxwell  for  the  Civic  Center 
Court  House  with  the  stipulation  that  the  artists  receive 
additional  compensation,  the  amount  of  which  will  be 
negotiated  by  staff,  that  the  three  other  art  projects 
planned  for  the  Court  House  will  be  implemented  as  designed 
with  no  deletions,  and  that  the  Art  Commission  will  not  make 
any  further  reductions  in  the  art  budget  beyond  the  balance 


that  remains  for  the  terrazzo  project  after  compensating  the 
artists  and  a  proportionate  amount  of  the  art  program 
contingency .

Eleanor  Beaton  advised  Commissioners  of  two  immediately 
forthcoming  projects:  Zaccho  Dance  in  an  aerial  performance 
from  the  Ferry  Building  Clocktower,  and  a  series  of  Friday 
Lunchtime  performances  aboard  the  Mexican  Bus. 
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C.    Mission  District  Police  Station 
Jill  Manton  reported  that  staff  will  be  meeting  with  the 
City  Attorney  who  handles  ADA  issues  to  discuss  what  kind  of 
modifications,  if  any,  would  be  required  for  the  artwork 
installed  at  the  Mission  Police  Station.  She  mentioned  that, 
to  date,  our  contracts  have  no  language  contained  in  them 
regarding  ADA  compliance  or  requirements.

THE    SEARCHLIGHT    PROJECT 

In  October  1995,  an  interactive  art  installation  will  occur  on  and  around  Alcatraz 
Island.  It  will  shed  new  light  on  one  of  America's  most  pressing  and  intractable  social 
problems:  how  to  deal  with  crime  and  punishment. 

The  Mission 

Street  crime  and  violence  is  an  epidemic  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  America.  Citizens, 
lawmakers  and  the  media  are  calling  for  tougher  laws  and  longer  prison  sentences: 
the  cruel,  foolish  and  simplistic  "three  strikes  and  you're  out"  initiatives,  and  proposals 
to  increase  use  of  the  federal  death  penalty  on  60  more  crimes  abound.  The  irony  is 
that  our  prison  system  long  ago  gave  up  any  pretense  of  rehabilitating  criminals  and 
can  clearly  be  seen  for  what  it  is  --  a  breeding  ground  for  harder,  tougher  and  angrier 
offenders  .  We  do  not  believe  that  incarcerating  American  citizens,  brutalizing  and  de- 
humanizing them  during  their  incarceration  and  offering  little  or  no  support  when  they 
leave  prison  will  turn  the  tides  against  crime  and  in  the  direction  we  want  to  go. 

But,  where  do  we  go  from  here?  Clearly  the  criminal  justice  system  needs  a  complete 
overhaul.  But  before  that  can  happen  Americans  must  understand  the  cycle  of  crime 
and  violence  and  its  effects  on  all  the  participants  --  the  perpetrators  and  their 
families,  the  victims  and  their  families,  correctional  officers,  innocent  bystanders  and 
"the  community."  Deep  personal  understanding  and  awareness,  not  the  panicked 
punishment-oriented  slogans  of  the  media,  will  lead  to  a  personal  responsibility,  to 
compassionate  and  creative  solutions  to  rehabilitation  and  reform,  and  to  the  time 
when  we,  finally,  claim  responsibility  for  our  community!

The  Objectives 

The  time  has  come  to  look  to  our  artists,  to  their  imagination  and  their  unique 
perceptions,  for  a  way  out.  THE  SEARCH  LIGHT  PROJECT,  using  Alcatraz  Island 
as  both  place  and  raw  material,  will  personalize  and  demystify  this  national  dilemma 
by  examining  the  criminal  justice  system  through  stories  and  images  of  victims  and 
perpetrators 

The  Search  Light  artists  believe  that  it  is  only  when  we  are  willing  to  hear  the  stories  , 
experience  the  art  made  by  victims  and  perpetrators,  that  we  can  move  toward  a 
creative  discussion  and  an  exchange  of  ideas  Alcatraz  will  be  both  symbol  and 
location  for  a  public  dialogue  that  seeks  new  perspective  on  an  ancient  problem

THE    SEARCHLIGHT    PROJECT 

The   Installation 

Alcatraz  Island,  with  its  historic  prison  buildings  and  the  natural  drama  of  its 
surroundings,  attracts  at  least  3000  visitors  daily,  all  coming  to  see  a  piece  of  national 
history  For  the  first  time  ever,  during  the  two-month  SEARCHLIGHT  PROJECT, 
visitors  will  come  to  see  an  art  installation  that  is  provocative,  complex,  gut-wrenching 
and  a  call  to  action  America's  past  will  merge  with  its  troubled  present  in  an 
installation  that  is  intended  to  pave  the  way  for  ongoing  discussion  and  community 
participation 

1  The  Light  (Mel  Henderson)  Awash  in  light  from  various  sources  -- 
searchlights  on  barges,  island  based  up-lighting,  spotlight  and  arc-lights  --  the  entire 
island  shines  like  a  small  intense  sun  The  buildings,  the  sky  above  and  the  bay 
waters  surrounding  the  island  are  illuminated,  creating  a  dazzling  vision  that, 
metaphorically,  brings  light  to  the  murky  issues  surrounding  incarceration. 

2  The  Installation:  A  Table  of  Voices  (Richard  Kamler).A  long  narrow  table  (40' 
by  2)  of  lead  and  gold  leaf  (elements  that  represent  transformation  from  the  ancient 
notion  of  alchemy)  sits  in  a  long  narrow  building.on  Alcatraz.  A  vertical  sheet  of  glass 
bisects  the  table,  much  like  it  would  in  a  non-contact  prison  visiting  room.  There  are 
ten  stations  on  each  side  of  this  table  Each  station  has  a  phone.  Pick  up  a  phone  on 
one  side  of  the  table  and  hears  the  recorded  real  voice  of  a  parent  of  a  murdered  child 
telling  her  story  Pick  up  the  phone  on  the  other  side  and  hear  the  perpetrator  telling 
his  story.  The  intention  here  is  to  create  a  common  ground;  a  context  for 
communication  and  healing  to  begin. 

3.  The  Exhibition:  Surrounding  the  Table  of  Voices  are  paintings,  drawings, 
sculptures,  assemblages,  photographs  and  memorabilia  made  by  the  keepers 
(correctional  officers),  the  kept  (prisoners)  and  victims  telling  their  stories  visually. 

4.  A  Performance:  Where  To  Look  For  Refuge  is  a  multi-disciplinary 
performance  piece  including  an  active  visual  environment,  dramatic  text,  music,  song 
and  movement  being  created  by  Joya  Cory  and  Lauren  Elder.  Part  of  the  impetus  for 

Refuge  came  from  hearing  the  audio  tapes  of  Kamler's  interviews  with  parents  of 
murdered  children  and  with  perpetrators  of  violent  crime.

The   Symposium 

As  an  extension  of  A  Table  of  Voices.  THE  SEARCHLIGHT  PROJECT  will  sponsor 
a  multi-faceted  symposium,  or  "community  conversation"  designed  to  answer  the 
question,  "How  do  we,  ordinary  American  citizens,  claim  responsibility  for  our 
community's  behavior  and  create  ways  to  change  our  system  of  correcting  and 
punishing?"  The  Symposium  will  be  held  in  consecutive  sessions  and  in  several 
different  sites  around  San  Francisco  creating  a  kind  of  community  "think  tank"  for  San 
Franciscans,  visitors,  leaders  in  the  area  of  social  change,  representatives  of  victims 
groups,  people  from  the  correctional  community,  ex-offenders  and  other  interested 
parties.  The  first  stage  of  The  Symposium  will  take  place  on  Alcatraz  within  the  actual 
cells;  small,  intense  interactions  will  occur  between  experienced,  professional  and 
imaginative  people  In  each  cell  two  people  are  talking,  a  video  camera  is  recording 
the  interaction;  questions  such  as,  "what  do  we  do  with  people  who  break  the  social 
contract?,  "how  do  we  claim  responsibility  for  our  communities?,  "what  are  the 
alternatives  to  incarceration?"  etc.  are  being  engaged  The  following  day  community 
focus  groups  gather  at  various  places  throughout  the  City.  They  gather  around 
"electronic  bonfires"  where  the  tapes  made  from  the  previous  night  will  be  shown 
continuously  to  stimulate  conversation  These  small  discussion  groups,  designed  to 
encourage  the  spontaneous  generation  of  ideas,  will  lead  to  a  larger  session  on  the 
third  and  final  day  at  Yerba  Buena  Center  where  the  ideas  can  be  pooled  with  the 
entire  community  and  presented  at  large  We  seek  to  imagine  what  it  was  like  when 
we  "used  to  have  prisons ."

Follow  up  activities  include  a  traveling  exhibition  of  A  Table  of  Voices,  video  and  audio 
tapes  focused  at,  and  disseminated  to,  various  community  groups  such  as  church 
groups,  libraries,  correctional  officers  training  sessions,  halfway  houses,  juvenile 
facilities,  and  a  book  produced  from  the  interview  tapes  of  parents  of  murdered 
children  and  the  perpetrators  Study  packets  will  include  evaluation  forms  to  enable 
the  program  developers  to  analyze  the  effectiveness  of  THE  SEARCH  LIGHT 
PROJECT  and  its  outreach

Biographies  of  Core  Personnel 

Mel  Henderson  (Search  Light  Project  Lighting  Designer)  a  professor  emeritus  at 
San  Francisco  State  University  and  a  former  fighter  pilot  in  the  U.S.  Air  Force  in  World 
War  II,  has  been  an  important  artist  and  teacher  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  since 
the  early  60's.  He  has  been  a  part  of  major  exhibitions  at  The  Oakland  Museum,  the 
San  Francisco  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  University  Art  Museum  in  Berkeley,  the 
Museum  of  Conceptual  Art  in  San  Francisco,  the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  in 
Boston  and  the  Newport  Harbor  Art  Museum  in  Newport  Beach,  CA.  In  1969  he  began 
doing  large  scale  "events"  in  response  to  the  political  and  social  climate  of  the  times. 
The  scale  of  Henderson's  pieces  and  their  settings  (freeways,  beaches,  hillsides) 
generally  involved  hundreds  of  people,  and  touched  hundreds  more  through  media 
coverage  with  the  magic  of  his  imagination  and  the  impact  of  his  message.  He  has 
produced  numerous  large-scale  events  which  with  good  humor  and  a  twist  of  irony 
intrude  into  the  status  quo  with  such  power  they  cannot  be  overlooked. 


Richard  Kamler  (Search  Light  Project  Director/Artist).  Kamler's  art  has  been 
confronting  society's  issues  since  1974.  In  1976  he  created  his  first  major  installation, 
a  full  sized  reconstructed  section  of  a  .barrack  from  one  of  the  death  camp's  from  the 
second  World  War.  Since  then  his  installations,  sound  pieces  and  drawings  have 
expressed  his  powerful  and  constant  commitment  to  art  as  an  agent  for  social  change. 
Kamler  has  had  exhibitions  at  the  Magnes  Museum,  the  San  Francisco  Museum  of 
Modern  Art,  Long  Beach  Museum  of  Art,  San  Francisco  Art  Institute,  Raw  Space 
Gallery  in  Chicago,  AIR.  Gallery  in  New  York  He  exhibits  internationally  in  Italy  and 
Germany.  He  has  received  two  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  Fellowships,  two 
California  Arts  Council  Artist  in  Residence  awards,  and  an  Adolph  Gottlieb  grant  in 
1990  for  "20  years  of  mature  work  "  He  is  a  widely  respected  teacher  and  lecturer  and 
has  taught  at  the  University  of  California,  Davis,  University  of  California  Extension, 
John  F  Kennedy  University  and  for  the  past  fifteen  years  teaching  art  in  prisons,  jails 
and  halfway  houses  He  has  been  a  Resident  Fellow  at  Blue  Mountain  Center  for  the 
Arts  in  New  York  and  at  Ucross  Foundation  in  Wyoming.

Secession  Gallery  announces  a  series  of  "Temporary  Public  Monuments"  to  be  on  display  April 
and  May,  1996,  at  various  locations  listed  below. 

1.  Loring  McAlpin,  Lone  Stars 

This  is  an  age  of  monuments.  For  gay  men,  after  more  than  a  decade  of  the  AIDS  epidemic,  this  is 
particularly  true.  Not  only  have  gay  men  watched  lovers  and  friends  grow  ill  and  often  die,  but 
they  have  had  to  mourn  a  collective  loss  of  freedom,  the  freedom  to  explore  sexuality  without 
risking  life.  Within  the  gay  community,  while  demonstrators  call  for  more  balanced 
representations  of  gay  and  lesbian  characters  in  mainstream  films  and  TV,  there  has  been  a  notable 
silence  in  celebrating  the  community's  heroes,  including  those  from  gay  sexual  culture. 

Gay  pom's  eroticization  of  men  challenged  the  received  notion  that  by  definition  pornography  was 
a  tool  of  male  privilege  which  exploited  women.  On  a  personal  level,  gay  porn  allowed  many  who 
did  not  live  in  urban  areas  to  see  that  their  desire  existed  in  a  larger  social  world. 

This  monument  to  gay  sexual  culture  confronts  both  mainstream's  refusal  to  acknowledge 
homosexuality,  as  well  as  the  fear  among  gay  men  to  mourn  the  loss  of  sex  without  barriers.  This 
monument  embodies  various  strands  of  mourning,  commemoration,  and  commitment  to  eroticism. 
Based  on  the  Hollywood  Walk  of  Fame,  the  promenade  of  three-foot  square  terrazzo  panels  will 
honor  gay  pom  stars;  some  of  those  named  have  died,  while  others  are  active  in  the  industry.  The 
panels  will  function  as  a  memorial  to  both  specific  performers  and  sex  before  HIV,  as  well  as  a 
celebration  of  sex  today  and  its  reinvention  through  safer  sex.  The  stars  will  bring  pornography 
into  public  space,  invoking  an  "official"  recognition  of  gay  men  and  sexual  diversity  in  the  age  of 
AIDS.  Gay  men  will  recognize  the  stars  as'part  of  their  world,  and  non  gay-identified  viewers  will 
be  forced  to  imagine  a  celebrity  system  that  doesn't  include  them. 

Five  to  nine  stars  will  be  embedded  in  the  sidewalk  in  the  Castro  neighborhood.  Under 
consideration  are  two  sites:  the  Cafe  Flore,  Market  at  Noe;  and  Josie's  Juice  Joint,  16th  at  Market. 

2.  Andre  Kreft,  proposal  for  Claude  Lane 

Text  taken  from  Andre  Kreft 's  book,  The  Bald  Soprano  will  be  written  with  paint  directly  on  the 
street  on  Claude  Lane  in  downtown  San  Francisco. 

The  names  of  Andre's  sister,  uncle,  and  cousins  were  all  'Claude'  derivatives:  Claudette,  Claude, 
Claudine,  Claude,  and  Claudia.  In  Eugene  Ionesco's  play  of  the  same  name,  all  the  characters  of 
the  family  are  named  Bobby  Watson.  No  one  can  be  individually  identified.  Confusion  reigns  and 
through  absurdist  dialogue,  the  story  moves  on. 

In  a  classic  example  of  dysfunction  in  the  American  family,  Andre  was  never  called  by  his  given 
name.  The  proposed  piece  discusses  the  personal  significance  of  the  name  'Claude,'  and  creates  a 
memorial  to  that  name. 


3.  Martha  Schlitt,  proposal  for  a  San  Francisco  Monument 

Martha  Schlitt  is  interested  in  the  contradictions  paprika  contains  for  her.  With  it  she  both  claims  to 
be  and  denies  that  she  is  Hungarian.  The  only  connection  with  her  Hungarian  ancestry  is  the 
slightest  trace  of  paprika  that  her  family  uses  in  cooking.  The  paprika  serves  both  as  a  sign  of 
belonging  and  displacement 

Martha  proposes  to  cover  a  public  monument  in  San  Francisco  with  paprika.  Paprika,  as  a 
personal  symbol  of  her  lost  culture,  will  obliterate  the  image  of  the  public  monument,  symbol  of 
her  current  status  as  an  American  citizen.  It  will  be  exhibited  in  the  lobby  of  a  civic  building  in  San 
Francisco. 

4.  Jennifer  Nelson,  untitled  Monument  to  Process  (perform.) 

Jennifer  Nelson  proposes  to  present  a  process  as  her  monument.  It  worries  her  that  our  society 
seems  more  interested  in  achievements  than  in  a  life  process  —  that  it  is  more  interested  in  objects 
that  in  the  experience  of  being  human. 

Jennifer  proposes  to  crawl  in  a  line  down  Market  Street's  sidewalk  on  her  stomach,  dressed  in  a 
business  suit  and  heels.  The  movement  will  be  a  struggle  and  will  take  most  of  the  day.  She  will 
wear  a  suit  to  represent  a  different  kind  of  business  —  the  business  of  process. 

5.  Suzanne  Girot,  The  Mechanics  Statue 

Video  artist  Suzanne  Girot  grew  up  in  San  Francisco  believing  that  her  great-grandfather,  Tony 
Alborelli,  was  the  model  for  the  figures  on  the  Mechanics  Statue,  a  19th  Century  monument  to 
industry.  Last  year  Girot  met  another  video  artist,  Barney  Haynes,  who  says  that  the  statue  is 
modeled  after  his  great-grandfather,  John  W.  Pearson.  Local  historians  have  searched  for 
information  on  the  statue,  but  it  appears  that  the  records  of  its  creation  burned  in  the  1906 
earthquake.  This  site-specific  installation  questions  history,  memory,  and  contemporary 
interpretation  as  they  relate  to  the  Mechanics  Statue.  How  are  stories  passed  down  from  one 
generation  to  the  next?  How  are  our  monuments  interpreted  by  those  who  happen  upon  them? 
What  endures  over  time? 

Installed  in  a  nearby  building  lobby,  this  installation  will  feature  three  video  monitors.  One  video 
relates  the  story  of  Suzanne's  family,  another  presents  the  memories  of  Barney  Haynes'  family, 
and  a  third  contains  on-the-street-interviews  with  passers-by.  The  wall  in  the  lobby  will  feature 
enlarged  photos  of  the  statues 's  dedication  and  historical  text.

II.  General  Hospital  Parking  Garage 

Ann  Chamberlain  presented  the  61  images  she  has  proposed 
to  adhere  to  glass  block  in  the  GFRC  panels  at  the 
Hospital  Parking  Garage.  She  described  the  process  of 
community  involvement  and  the  search  for  images,  and 
explained  the  themes  and  values  behind  the  project.  A 
contingent  of  Hospital  staff  and  community  members 
recently  reviewed  the  images  and  offered  comments,  which 
Ann  will  take  into  consideration  as  she  finalizes  her 
choice  and  presentation  of  images.

III.  Ocean  Beach  Project 

In  response  to  the  Committee's  concerns  about  the 
durability  of  materials  at  the  last  Committee  meeting, 
Ray  Beldner  presented  a  revised  proposal  for  artwork  at 
the  Ocean  Beach  Muni  terminus. 

He  has  selected  a  new  material,  perforated  stainless 
steel,  which  is  reflective,  indestructible  and  can  be 
replaced,  to  form  the  framework  of  the  five  sculptures. 
Lighting  will  be  vandal-resistant,  in  the  ground  a  few 
feet  away  from  the  figures  so  as  to  light  them  from 
below.  Articulation  of  the  figures  to  show  detail  will  be 
done  with  black  epoxy  paint  sprayed  on  both  sides. 
Photographic  images  and  text  will  be  etched  on  steel 
plates  and  attached  to  the  figures  at  eye-height.

Sculptures  will  be  situated  on  a  new  path  configuration 
which  will  allow  people  the  opportunity  to  meander 
through  the  space. 

Issues  which  were  discussed  included  the  gauge  of  the 

steel,  the  effect  of  the  limited  dimensions  of  a  sheet  of 

steel,  and  configuring  the  structural  forms  to  augment 
the  design  of  the  figures.

V.    New  Main  Library 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  Blakeway's  bid  to 
fabricate  the  hanging  sculpture  was  $66,503  including 
bond.   Alice  Aycock  had  agreed  to  contribute  $10,800  of 
her  own  funds  toward  the  cost  of  producing  the  hanging 
sculpture.   She  reported  that  the  Art  Commission  would 
contribute  $55,703  towards  the  project,  and  that  this 
would  leave  the  Art  Commission  with  a  $9,000  contingency 
fund  until  the  end  of  the  project.   She  said  that  both 
she  and  Jill  Manton  felt  this  was  adequate,  and 
recommended  proceeding  with  the  project.   The  Committee 
agreed  by  consensus.   Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  the 
Commission  had  already  approved  entering  into  contract 
for  up  to  $61,000  for  the  hanging  piece  at  the  last 
Commission  meeting. 

V.    San  Francisco  International  Airport 

A.    Susan  Pontious  reported  on  the  Airport 
Commission  response  to  art  proposals  by  James  Carpenter, 
Su-Chen  Hung,  Lewis  deSoto,  Ann  Preston  and  Keith 
Sonnier.   They  approved  everything  with  the  exception  of 
Su-Chen  Hung's  video  project.   FIS  will  not  allow  live 
video  projection  into  the  sterile  area.   Also,  the 
Airport  would  not  allow  the  "Live  from  Embarcadero 
Center"  on  the  video  as  it  violates  their  ban  on 
advertising.   They  also  requested  changes  to  Lewis 
deSoto's  design.   They  did  not  want  the  arrows  indicating 
wind  patterns,  and  would  like  the  continents  indicated. 
Susan  reported  that  the  artist  will  have  to  redesign 
anyway  for  cost  reasons,  and  is  now  looking  at  the 
arrivals  lobby  as  a  site.

Jill  Manton  explained  that  art  enrichment  for  the  700 
Pennsylvania  Project  was  not  mandated  by  law  because  the 
renovation  of  the  building  did  not  involve  changing  the 
footprint  of  the  existing  building  in  any  way.  Based  upon 
an  expression  of  community  support  evidenced  at  a  recent 
meeting,  Muni  would  like  to  allocate  up  to  a  maximum  of 
$100,000  to  have  an  artist  work  on  the  project.  The 
Commissioners  agreed  to  support  Muni's  recommendation  to 
work  with  Robert  Catalusci,  the  artist  previously 
selected  for  the  delayed  Woods  Facility  Project,  which  is 
similar  in  scope  to  the  Pennsylvania  Street  project.  The 
Commissioners  said  that  they  would  not  guarantee  that 
Robert  Catalusci  would  be  awarded  the  Woods  Project 
commission  when  it  finally  goes  forward.

New  Business 


A.    Public  Art  Program  Issues 

Commissioners  discussed  the  proposed  Ordinance  change  and 
agreed  that  language  should  be  added  that  provided  that 
the  total  art  enrichment  allocation  for  each  project 
should  be  not  less  than  1%  and  no  greater  than  2%. 
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The  Commissioners  also  reviewed  topics  for  inclusion  in 
the  Public  Art  Program  Fact  Sheet  being  developed  by 
staff. 

Staff  and  Commissioners  engaged  in  a  discussion  of  some 
of  the  critical  issues  facing  the  program  and  its  future 
development.  A  suggestion  was  made  to  seek  an  allocation 
from  the  Executive  Committee  to  continue  Commission  PR 
efforts.  Commissioner  Meyer  suggested  that,  for  example, 
when  the  Library  initiates  their  PR  campaign  for  the 
grand  opening  of  the  New  Main,  the  Commission  might  work 
on  a  parallel  track  to  garner  positive  press  for  the  art 
program. 

B.    California  Art  Preservation  Act 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  City  Attorney  had  suggested 
that  the  Commission  consider  how  they  wished  to  respond 
to  the  California  Art  Preservation  Act  relative  to 
artist's  contracts.  The  Commissioners  stated  their 
position  that  when  the  art  was  integrated  into  the 
building  or  facility's  construction,  if  due  to 
programmatic  changes,  operational  needs  or  safety,  the 
building  had  to  be  changed  and  therefore,  the  artwork 
destroyed  or  removed  as  a  consequence  of  that  action, 
then  they  believed  it  was  appropriate  for  the  Commission 
to  request  that  the  artists  waive  their  rights  for 
protection  under  this  law. 

However,  the  Commissioners  felt  very  strongly  that  in 
situations  where  the  art  was  not  integral  to  the  building 
or  structure,  it  should  be  removed  or  dismantled  in 
accordance  with  the  artist's  instructions.  They  firmly 
stated  their  position  that  in  these  instances,  the 
artists'  rights  should  be  protected  by  law  and  that  our 
contracts  must  reflect  this. 

VIII.      Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Eleanor  Beaton  updated  Committee  members  on  the  Market 
Street  banner  project  and  plans  to  process  with  a  new 
series  of  banners  designed  by  James  Lambertus.   Three 
other  artists  -  Hideo  Yoshida,  Caryl  Henry,  and  Richard 
Armstrong  -  had  also  been  selected  to  do  banner  projects. 
Funds  have  been  reserved  for  this  next  series,  however, 
fundraising  will  be  required  in  order  to  finance  future 
banner  series.  Because  future  funding  is  uncertain, 
Beaton  requested  Committee  approval  to  offer  the  selected 
artists  an  alternative  opportunity,  to  each  design   a 
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poster  series  for  the  Market  Street  kiosks.  Committee 
members  agreed.

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  first  visit  of  R.M.  Fischer 
to  San  Francisco  was  delayed  until  after  a  meeting  and 
presentation  to  the  new  CAO,  Bill  Lee.  The  initial 
meeting  having  taken  place,  Commissioners  requested  staff 
to  move  forward  with  implementing  the  project. 

B.  Sheriff's  Facility 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  Conrad  Solvig  Company  will 
do  tests  and  provide  a  cost  estimate  to  repair  the  paving 
as  much  as  possible.  Time  is  a  factor,  because  the  paving 
is  inadequately  sealed. 

Other  portions  of  the  project  have  been  affected  by  the 
City's  ongoing  dispute  with  the  contractor.  The  grass  on 
the  plaza  has  not  been  maintained,  and  the  heliostats  are 
still  not  working.  New  photographic  screens  for  the  frit 
coating  on  the  glass  are  currently  being  made,  because 
the  originals  were  inadvertently  thrown  out  by  the 
fabricator . 

C.  New  Main  Library 

The  Library's  logo  will  be  "carved"  into  the  black 
granite  slab  originally  intended  for  a  work  by  Lothar 
Baumgarten.  Susan  Pontious  has  been  researching  a  variety 
of 

application  methods,  including  hand-carving,  laser 
cutting  and  sand-blasting.  The  least  expensive  option  is 
sand-blasting,  which  has  the  advantage  of  providing 
greater  line-width  and  thus  a  larger  type-face.  In 
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addition,  the  cost  savings  would  enable  the  Commission  to 
hire  a  graphic  designer  to  lay  out  the  design. 
Commissioners  asked  staff  to  bring  samples  of  the  various 
processes  to  the  next  meeting. 

D.  911  Center 

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  she  and  Jill  Manton  will  be 
meeting  with  the  911  Center  project  manager  to  discuss 
the  project  this  Thursday.  The  next  community  meeting 
will  take  place  on  Monday,  July  24,  at  7:00  p.m.  Public 
Art  will  be  a  topic  at  that  meeting.

911  Center 

The  911  Center  project  is  moving  forward  again,  with  a  new 
building  budget  of  $19  million,  exlusive  of  design,  demolition 
and  site-preparation  costs.  The  building  alone  would  generate 
$380,000  in  Art  Enrichment  funds,  a  significant  increase  from  the 
current  allocation  of  $140,000. 

Project  artist  Cheryl  Riley  and  I  have  met  with  the  CAO ' s 
community  liaison,  Avis  Jones,  to  explain  Cheryl's  concept  for 
art  and  to  discuss  the  posssibility  of  a  youth  employment  program 
to  run  parallel  to  the  public  art  program  for  the  Center.  Our 
initial  thinking  is  that  outside  funding  would  be  required  for 
most  of  the  employment  program,  however  any  portions  related  to 
design  and  implementation  of  the  artwork  would  be  paid  by  the  art 
budget . 

A  draft  project  description  for  community  involvement  will  be 
distributed  at  the  July  meeting.  The  concept  grew  out  of 
conversations  with  the  the  Arts  Education  Program  director,  Sonia 
Grey,  former  director  of  the  Community  Arts  and  Education 
Program,  and  the  artist.  Additional  ideas  have  been  generated  by 
staff.  The  final  form  of  the  program  would  be  developed  by  staff, 
with  input  from  the  Commission,  community  and  the  CAO. 

The  911  Center  art  program,  along  with  youth  employment  and  other 
art  education  and  outreach  components,  would  be  a  significant 
contribution  to  the  neighborhood  and  the  park.  However,  we  are 
still  seeking  a  positive  response  from  the  community,  which  has 
been  skeptical  of  any  imposed  "contributions"  to  their 
environment.  A  community  meeting  will  take  place  on  July  24,  when 
the  artist  and  the  program  will  be  introduced. 

We  expect  to  present  revised  program  guidelines  for  art 
enrichment  to  the  Committee  at  the  August  meeting.

1 -Promenade  Ribbon  Project 

We  continue  to  have  problems  with  this  project.  By  June  30th, 
we  were  to  receive  a  final  design  solution  for  the  glass  block 
installation  from  the  engineering  firm  hired  last  month. 
Instead,  what  we  received  is  the  attached  letter  which 
basically  says  that  they  are  withdrawing  from  the  project  for  a 
variety  of  reasons  which  spell  out  liability. 

After  reviewing  the  engineer's  letter  with  DPW ,  they  decided  to 
give  me  the  time  to  conduct  a  test.  We  have  proceeded  to  de- 
install the  glass  blocks  at  Pier  38  and  re-install  with  a 
detail  based  upon  the  verbal,  unofficial  design  and  material 
information  we  had  received  from  the  engineers  we  retained.  The 
installation  has  been  completed  and  will  continue  to  cure  until 
Tuesday,  July  18th.  Then  we  will  have  a  2,500  gallon  water 
truck  drive  back  and  forth  across  the  Ribbon  for  a  period  of  8 
hours  in  an  attempt  to  simulate  wear  and  tear,  after  which,  we 
will  release  the  water  to  test  the  seal . 

I  have  a  resolution  before  you  to  authorize  payment  to  Judy 
Marocco  of  Glass  Block  Designs  for  labor  and  materials  and  to 
John  Winder  for  his  technical  services  in  supervising  the 
installation  and  drawing  up  the  new  design. 

Funding  to  pay  for  these  services  and  the  cost  of  the  North 
Embarcadero  change  order  will  come  from  the  $110,000  allocation 

1  obtained  from  the  Transportation  Authority  for  making 
improvements  to  the  Ribbon  and  Signage  Projects. 

2  .  Re:  Mid  Embarcadero  Public  Art.  Program 

Per  the  attached  letter  from  Bill  Lee,  we've  gotten  a  tentative 
"go-ahead"  to  proceed  with  the  Mid  Embarcadero  Public  Art 
Program.  In  addition  to  the  Ribbon  and  Signage  projects,  there 
will  be  approximately  $1  million  for  public  art  in  the  open 
space  area.  The  CAO's  office  is  issuing  a  RFQ  for  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  Open  Space  and  I'd  like  to  have  two  or  three 
artists  lined  up  and  ready  to  work  with  them  from  the  inception 
of  design.  Last  year,  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  had  approved 
the  attached  program  for  the  Mi d-Embarcadero  and  I'd  like  your 
authorization  to  move  forth.

Consultation  Regarding  Waterproofing  of  the  Glass  Block  Ribbon 
Along  the  North  Embarcadero  Waterfront,  San  Francisco,  California 


You  recently  requested  that  our  firm  analyze  water  intrusion  problems  related  to  the  glass  paver 
installation  at  vehicle  crossing  points  along  the  Embarcadero  and  recommend  a  solution.  Needless 
to  say,  the  installation  of  glass  pavers  set  in  a  concrete  trench  and  backlit  is  unique  and  unusual. 
We  have  given  the  task  at  hand  considerable  thought  and  would  like  to  express  the  following 
concerns. 

■  Experience  with  the  installation  of  horizontal  sealant  joints  show  that  they  are  prone 
to  failure  and  require  maintenance,  especially  in  high  traffic  areas. 

■  The  lack  of  a  drainage  system  or  other  design  provisions  to  remove  water  that  enters 
the  light  trench  will  probably  be  an  aesthetic  and  maintenance  problem  and  may 
contribute  to  malfunction  of  the  system. 

■  Imperfections  in  the  substrate  can  effect  the  installation  and  performance  of  the  glass 
pavers  and  sealant  joints. 

■  Working  with  the  existing  design  concept,  current  state  of  materials  purchased,  and 
a  portion  of  the  project  completed  considerably  limits  the  options  for  reliable 
solution. 

Given  the  existing  constraints  and  limitation  of  time  placed  on  our  firm,  we  feel  that  we  will  not  be 
able  to  provide  you  with  a  long  term  maintainable  solution.  Therefore,  we  believe  any 
recommendation  made  at  this  time  will  not  serve  the  parties  involved  or  do  justice  to  the  project. 

We  pride  ourselves  on  the  high  level  of  professional  service  we  provide  our  clients  and  have  given 
this  problem  considerable  thought.  But  at  this  time  we  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  provide  you  with 
the  assistance  you  require.  It  is  unfortunate  that  we  are  left  with  this  position  and  do  not  wish  to 
cause  you  any  undo  harm  or  stress.

The  Waterfront  Transportation  Projects  Office,  since  its  inception,  has  been  very  supportive  of 
public  art  and  we  are  proud  of  the  progress  that  has  been  made  to  completing  the  WTP  Art 
Program.   The  primary  source  of  funding  for  these  projects  has  been  local  (transportation 
sales  tax),  with  one  additional  support  from  the  federal  ISTEA  Transportation  Enhancement 
Activities  (TEA)  program 

While  Section  3. 13  of  the  Administrative  Code  requires  that  up  to  2  percent  of  the  cost  of 
new  structures  be  used  for  public  art  projects,  it  does  not  specifically  require  this  set  aside  for 
public  roadways  or  transit  projects.   Nonetheless,  the  CAO's  office  has  maintained  a 
commitment  to  the  WTP  Art  Program  and  has  worked  in  a  supportive  manner  with  the  Ait 
Commission  in  completing  those  projects.    We  appreciate  the  efforts  that  have  been  made  by 
the  Art  Commission  staff  to  keep  current  project  costs  within  the  approved  budgets. 

In  light  of  growing  public  concern  about  cost  overruns  in  public  projects,  I  am  asking  all 
project  sponsors  to  examine  their  project  budgets  very  carefully.    For  future  ait  projects 
related  to  the  WTP,  you  should  not  assume  that  the  budgets  will  be  automatically  based  on 
two  percent  of  the  total  project  cost.    Rather,  1  want  to  continue  our  previous  approach  of 
review  and  negotiation  of  the  art  project  based  on  their  merit  and  cost  effectiveness  up  to  a 
maximum  of  two  percent  of  the  total  project  cost.

Mid-  Emharradero  Proposed  Public  Art  Program  Parameters 
OBJECTIVE 

1.  Have  an  artist  or  artists  work  as  members  of  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  design  team  for  any  and  all  future  urban 
design  efforts  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero .  This  will  ensure 
that  the  perception,  ideas  and  sensitivity  of  an  artist 
will  be  integrated  into  the  design  of  the  open  space.  This 
does  not  necessarily  mean  that  a  specific  work  of  art  will 
be  designed  by  the  participating  artist  during  this  phase 
of  work. 

A  successful  precedent  for  this  kind  of  approach  was 
demonstrated  by  Phases  I  and  II  of  the  Waterfront 
Transportation  Projects. 

Part  of  the  scope  of  work  for  this  artist  or 
artists  along  with  the  other  design  team  members  will  be 
the  identification  of  specific  opportunities  and/or 
locations  for  commissioned  works  of  art.  The  design  team 
will  also  work  with  the  artists  from  the  Promenade  Ribbon 
Project  and  Historical  and  Interpretive  Signage  Projects 
to  determine  how  these  projects  interface  with  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  Open  Space  Project. 

GUIDELINES  FOR  COMMISSIONED  ARTWORKS 

Commission  art  projects  that  are  integral  to  the  design  of 
the  open  space  which  compliment,  enhance  or  unite  the 
various  components  of  the  open  space.  In  order  to  achieve 
this,  the  artist  must  start  work  during  the  schematic 
phase  of  the  design  process. 

In  general,  the  commissioned  art  works  should: 

*  Have  some  relevance  to  the  waterfront,  its  history 
ecology  and/or  San  Francisco. 

*  Contain  information  that  is  symbolic  or  factual. 

*  Reflect  the  cultural  richness  of  San  Francisco. 

*  Synthesize  form  and  function. 

1.  If  the  artist  is  to  design  an  element  of  the 
project  that  serves  a  functional  purpose  such 
as  a  bench,  bollard,  table,  tree  grate,  drinking 
fountain,  etc.,  then  there  should  be  agreement 
that  the  artist's  design  fee  will  be  paid  from  the 
public  art  allocation  and  that  the  cost  of 
fabrication  should  be  charged  to  the  architecture 
budget.  If  the  design  created  by  the  artist  is 
more  expensive  that  than  which  would  have  been 
considered  as  standard  by  the  City,  then  the  above 
and  beyond  cost  should  be  charged  to  the  art 
budget.  Any  net  savings  to  the  overall  project  as 
the  result  of  an  artist's  participation  will  be 
credited  back  to  tin-  ail  budget. 


EXISTING  ARTWORKS  IN  THE  MID-EMBARCADERO 

Recommendations /Considerations 

In  the  Public  Art  Report  commissioned  as  part  of  the  ROMA 
Urban  Design  Study,  it  is  noted  that  the  DeAnza  and  King 
Carlos  III  statues  are  not  site-specific  to  the 
waterfront.  Since  they  were  not  designed  for  the  sites 
where  they  are  currently  installed,  their  relocation  will 
not  violate  any  city,  state  or  federal  law.  The  statues 
could  be  relocated  to  other  locations  within  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  or  to  other  parts  of  the  City.  This 
determination  should  not  be  made  until  a  preferred 
alternative  is  identified  and  a  preliminary  design 
developed.  The  Art  Commission  will  have  to  approve  the 
relocation  of  the  statues  and  funding  will  have  to  be 
allocated  for  this  purpose.  This  same  report  also  proposes 
the  relocation  of  the  Dubuffet  sculpture  in  Justin  Herman 
Plaza  to  allow  for  better  pedestrian  movement.  This 
sculpture  is  the  property  of  the  Embarcadero  Center  and 
its  possible  relocation  will  require  their  approval. 

Vaillancourt  Fountain 

If  a  possible  modification  of  the  fountain  is  to  be 
considered  with  the  artist's  participation  and  approval, 
definite  parameters  in  terms  of  budget  and  the  nature  of 
the  modification  should  be  established.  If  a  future 
modification  of  the  fountain  is  proposed  and  the  funding 
for  such  a  modification  is  to  be  allocated  from  the  public 
art  budget  established  for  the  Mi d-Embarcadero  Open  Space 
Project,  the  Art  Commission  will  have  to  approve  the  use 
of  public  art  funding  for  this  purpose.  At  some  point, 
there  may  be  a  choice  between  a  new  public  art  program 
that  is  developed  in  conjunction  with  the  CAC  vs.  a 
proposed  improvement  to  the  existing  fountain  unless  funds 
not  designated  for  public  art  are  available  for  any  future 
design  modification  of  the  fountain. 

Existing  Waterfront  Transportation  Integrated  Art  Projects 

At  the  present  time,  the  Promenade  Ribbon  Project  and  the 
Historic  and  Interpretive  Signage  Project  are  solely 
associated  with  the  Roadway  Project.  The  Ribbon  is 
conceived  to  be  a  linear  sculpture  that  will  be  2  1/2 
miles  long  upon  its  completion.  To  distinguish  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  segment  of  the  Ribbon  from  its  northern  and 
southern  Embarcadero  counterparts,  it  may  be  appropriate 
for  the  Ribbon  to  introduce  new  eJements  or  a  different 
configuration  in  the  mid-section.  Depending  upon  which 
Roadway/Open  Space  alternative  is  selected,  it  may  also  be 
desirable  for  the  Ribbon  to  extend  into  the  open  space. 
This  decision  should  be  made  by  the  design  team  selected 
to  design  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Open  Space  and  the  Promenade 
Ribbon  Artist  Team. 


The  Historic  and  Interpretive  Signage  Project  consists 
primarily  of  bronze  plaques  imbedded  into  the  land  and 
bayside  promenades  along  with  a  series  of  elegant 
porcelain  enamel  pylons,  vertical  elements  with  a  height 
of  13  feet.  Because  of  the  nature  of  this  project  and  its 
popular  appeal,  it  seems  logical  to  extend  this  project 
into  the  Open  Space  as  well  as  the  Roadway  sections  of  the 
Mid-Embarcadero . 

Selection  Process 

All  artist  selections  for  all  phases  of  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  will  be  made  as  a  result  of  public 
competitions  to  be  conducted  by  the  Art  Commission.  A 
selection  panel  of  art  and  design  professionals  will  be 
established  as  well  as  an  advisory  panel  comprised  of  City 
staff  and  representatives  from  the  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee.  All  Art  Commission  selection  processes  and 
recruitment  plans  are  approved  by  HRC  prior  to 
implementation.

In  order  to  complete  the  improvements  to  the  Art  Commission 
Gallery  at  City  Hall  in  time  for  its  opening  in  October, 
staff  requested  that  the  Commission  pay  an  honorarium  to 
artist/contractor  Peter  Harris  to  advise  and  supervise  the 
construction  work.  In  addition  to  advising,  Mr.  Harris  will 
assume  the  construction  liability  and  obtain  permits  and 
approvals.

Debra  Lehane  explained  that  the  Art  Commission  has  studied 
the  feasibility  of  removing  and  saving  a  mural  by  local  WPA 
artist  Miriam  Simpson,  which  is  located  in  the  Assessor's 
office  of  City  Hall. 

City  Hall  is  undergoing  seismic  reinforcement  and  repair, 
current  seismic  upgrade  plans  call  for  removing  the  mural 
and  the  hollow-clay  tile  behind  it  and  replacing  with 
concrete  blocks. 

Tony  Irons,  of  the  Bureau  of  Architecture,  and  Eric 
Elsesser,  of  Forel  i/Elsesser  Engineers,  reported  that,  a 
conservator  has  tested  many  different  options  for  removal 
however  none  have  been  successful .  While  it  might  be

Lewis  deSoto  has  revised  his  proposal  for  a  terrazzo  floor 
design  for  the  International  Terminal.   His  original  design 
was  for  the  Departures  Level  Lobby  and  featured  an  isobar 
map  (showing  prevailing  pressure  systems  and  winds  for  the 
months  of  June  and  July)  with  etched  metal  medallions 
depicting  the  air  map  of  approximately  200  international 
airports.    However,  this  design  became  problematic  for  the 
following  reasons. 

1.  The  sheer  size  of  the  departures  lobby  (60,000  sq.  ft.  ) 
made  the  project  too  expensive.   In  addition,  we  already 
have  a  major  artwork  by  James  Carpenter  proposed  for  the 
departures  lobby. 

2.  The  Airport  Commission  thought  that  without  the 
continents  being  shown,  passengers  would  not  understand  the 
isobar  map.   They  also  thought  that  the  arrows  representing 
the  prevailing  winds  might  also  be  confusing  for  the 
passengers  who  might  think  that  they  were  directions.

New  Art  Enrichment 

Jose  Coronado  Playground  and  Recreation  Center 

This  project  is  legally  required  to  provide  only  $4,000  for 
art  enrichment.  The  client,  the  Recreation  and  Park 
Department,  is  very  enthusiastic  about  the  possibility  of 
following  the  precedent  we've  established  in  other  recent 
projects  where  the  artist  selected  works  with  the 
neighborhood  youth  in  the  process  of  developing  and 


executing  the  artwork.  Besides  providing  art  classes  for  the 
children,  involving  then  in  the  creation  of  the  artwork  will 
hopefully  be  insurance  against  graffitti  and  vandalism.  I  am 
trying  to  negotiate  for  a  larger  allocation  to  enable  us  to 
fairly  compensate  the  artist  for  he/his  services.  We  have

Jill  Manton  and  landscape  architect  Jeff  Brown  presented  the 
final  construction  drawings  for  Patricia  Johansen's 
"Endangered  Garden" .

A .    Vito  Acconci  -  Conceptual  Design,  International 
Terminal 
Vito  Acconci  has  been  working  closely  with  the  architects  to 
develop  a  new  proposal  for  artwork  in  the  International 
Terminal.  The  project  will  be  located  in  one  of  the  transfer 
corridors  on  the  second  floor.  All  arriving  passengers 
transferring  to  domestic  flights  will  pass  through  this 
area. 

The  corridor,  located  on  the  arrivals  level,  is  next  to  the 
outer  glass  wall  of  the  terminal,  and  will  be  visible  to 
traffic  leaving  the  airport. 

The  inside  wall  of  the  glassed-in  corridor  will  contain 
phone  booths,  automatic  teller  machines  and  other  amenities 
as  a  stopping  point  between  flights.  Acconci  proposes  to  re- 
design the  architecture  so  that  portions  of  the  walls  will 
slide  up  onto  the  ceiling  to  reveal  alcoves  in  which  the 
amenities  and  seating  will  be  located.  The  edges  of  the 
architectural  slices  will  be  lined  with  light,  which  will 
provide  the  foot-candles  for  the  corridor. 

If  it  is  feasible  financially  and  technically,  the  opening 
provided  by  the  moved  walls  will  allow  a  view  into  the 
innards  of  the  building.  The  concept  might  also  be  extended 
to  allow  the  'mobile'  walls  to  penetrate  the  glass  exterior 
wall  so  that  they  protrude  into  the  open  air. 

Commissioner  Meyer  stated  that  the  project  would  only  be 
interesting  if  the  interior  of  the  building  could  be  seen, 
but  that  fire  safety  would  be  a  major  challenge  in 
implementing  that  portion  of  the  concept.

C .  Ann  Preston  -  Design  Development,  Concourse  A 

Ann  Preston  presented  materials  and  color  samples  for  the 
proposed  blue  light  dome  for  the  sterile  corridor  at 
Concourse  A.  The  diameter  of  the  dome  is  15  ft.  It  will  be 
formed  of  thousands  of  translucent  tetrahedrons  stacked  in  a 
repeated  pattern,  and  lit  from  behind  through  a  blue  filter. 

In  addition,  Preston  proposes  to  design  a  surface  for  four 
alcoves  in  the  corridor,  using  a  pattern  of  organic  forms. 
If  it  is  financially  feasible,  she  plans  to  design  rosettes 
in  the  floor  below  the  dome  and  between  the  moving  walkways 
which  would  echo  the  design  of  the  dome  and  walls.

approved  previously.  The  central  fixture  has  been  designed 
so  that  yellow  light  will  project  onto  the  ceiling  and  white 
light  will  project  down  to  the  moving  walkways.  Red  or  blue 
neon  will  be  housed  inside  each  of  the  36  beams  which  span 
the  corridor  at  52'  intervals.  The  effect  will  be  of  a 
glowing  yellow  ceiling  and  bars  of  color  reflecting  off  of 
the  walls  and  floors  as  one  moves  through  the  space.  The 
neon  will  be  backed  by  a  ribbed  architectural  material  with 
a  metallic  surface  to  provide  a  structural  rationale  for  the 
light. 

The  Committee  viewed  the  materials  proposed  by  the 
architects  for  the  walls  and  ceiling  of  the  sterile  corridor 
and  commented  that  they  appear  to  be  different  from  those 
originally  discussed  by  the  architects,  and  possibly  less 
effective  in  supporting  the  artist's  intentions  for  the 
space .

Concurrent  with  that 
project  will  be  a  slide  installation  in  the  window  at  155 
Grove  Street,  presented  in  conjunction  with  Open  Studios, 
and  a  presentation  of  the  Coalition  for  Freedom  of 
Expression  1990  Time  Capsule  contents. 


The  Fence  Project  has  been  reactivated.  The  selection  of  an 
artist  is  expected  to  take  place  in  the  Spring  of  1996. 

Jenkins  informed  the  Committee  that  he  will  place  a  motion 
on  the  Art  Commission  agenda  to  approve  a  payment  of 
$3,265.23  to  the  architects  for  costs  associated  with  the 
design  of  the  new  gallery  space.

The  Selection  Panel  met  on  Thursday,  September  14.   The 
guest  panelist,  for  the  project  was  Yolanda  Lopez,  an 
installation  artist  and   educator,  who  participated,   this 
summer,  in  Southern  Exposure's  youth  education  program.   The 
panel  also  included  John  Katz ,  Muni  Capital  Planning  Project 
Manager,  representing  the  cl  Lent,  and  myself,  the  project 
cil  ra  tor  .

GALLERY  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT  SEPTEMBER  20,  1995 

401  VAN  NESS  GALLERY 

Final  approval  for  demolition  and  renovation  of  the  401  Van  Ness 
Building  waa  finally  received  yesterday,  September  19,  from  the  City 
Planning  Department.  Some  demolition- has  now  begun,  and  a  full  crew  will 
begin  work  next  Tuesday,  September  26. 

Approvals  for  our  architectural  plans  had  to  be  given  by  three 
departments:  Planning,  DPW  (for  electrical  deinstallation  prior  to 
rebuilding),  and  the  War  Memorial  Building's  Board  of  Directors.  Because 
of  the  unforseen  delays  in  securing  permissions,  opening  dates  for  the 
exhibition  schedule  have  been  pushed  back  to  the  final  week  of 
November /early  December,  1995 

EXHIBITION  SCHEDULE 

The  upcoming  schedule  will  be  confirmed  as  soon  as  construction 
deadlines  allow  me  to  accurately  evaluate  th  situation.  As  stated  above,  I 
am  hoping  for  a  late  November  or  early  December  opening.  The  anticipated 
opening  show  is  by  Teohne,  a  group  of  artists  using  technology. 

Since  joining  the  Commission  I  have  been  calling  or  meeting  with 
approved  artists  to  discuss  their  proposals.  In  most  oases  their  work  is 
more  than  eighteen  months  old;  often  it  has  been  shown  at  other  venues. 
For  these  reasons  I  am  soliciting  newer  works  from  all  approved  artists. 

Following  Teohne  the  schedule  is  relatively  open.  It  is  my  intent  to 
schedule  those  artists  already  approved  by  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  as 
soon  as  possible.  I  will  also  be  proposing  other  works  for  approval  at  the 
next  meeting. 

A  call  for  proposals  will  be  included  on  the  October  City  Site/ 155 
Grove  window  installation  announcement,  to  be  mailed  next  week.  Other 
works  will  be  solicited  by  me  from  recommendations  and/or  informal 
oontaots.  I  have  also  been  developing  a  list  of  ideas  for  exhibitions  and 
related  programs,  which  will  be  distributed  for  the  Committee's  response. 

CURRENT  PROGRAMMING 

"Camp,"  a  City  Site  installation  by  artists  Janet  Silk  and  Ian 
Pollock,  will  open  October  7.  Concurrent  with  that  project  will  be  a  slide 
installation  in  the  window  at  155  Grove  Street,  presented  in  conjunction 
with  Open  Studios,  and  a  presentation  of  the  Coalition  for  Freedom  of 
Expression  1990  Time  Capsule  contents.  The  capsule  was  buried  in  the  City 
Site  following  early  attacks  in  Congress  on  the  NEA. 

THE  FENCE 

The  Fence  project  has  been  re-activated.  I  have  contacted  all  the 
approved  panelists,  and  Director  Newirth  will  be  completing  the  MoU  to  be 
signed  with  NORCAL.  All  the  participants  are  still  eager  to  continue  with 
this  project,  and  I  will  be  assembling  a  time  schedule  as  soon  as  the  MoU 
is  signed.  I  anticipate  that  judging  and  final  selection  processes  will 
not  take  place  until  Spring  1996,  however.

S.F.  Finally  Gives  Kids 
j  In  Chinatown  a  Break

The  kids  of  Chinatown,  shortchanged  for 
so  long  in  city  planning  decisions,  finally  have 
gotten  something  from  the  city  — a  charming 
sculptural  "tot  lot"  in  Portsmouth  Square. 

It  is  a  unique  climbing  and  sliding  concrete  fun 
structure  by  sculptor  Mary  Fuller  McChesnev.  Dedi- 
cated yesterday  by  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  the  tot 
park  has  already  belonged  for  a  couple  of  weeks  to 
hundreds  of  children  who  swarm  over  the  little  fan- 
tasy world  of  Chinese  zodiac  creatures. 

Beautifully  turned  out  toddlers  from  three 
neighborhood  daycare  centers  stole  the  show  from 
the  politicians  at  the  opening  ceremony  with  their 
singing  and  dancing,  including  a  song  that  sounded 
like  "My  Darling  Clementine"  in  Chinese. 

Then  they  hopped  all  oyer  the  sculptor's  zodiac- 
symbols.  The  rather  fierce  monkey  and  friendly  tiger 
crouch  beside  the  sandpit,  the  noble  ram  and  silly 
rabbit  are  perched  above  the  curving  slide,  the  ser- 
'  pent  coils  around  a  jump-off  platform,  and  the  long 


dragon  extends  across  the  back  of  the  whole  composi- 
tion and  down  the  side  of  a  stairway,  where  its  scaly 
form  doesn't  much  scare  climbing  children. 

The  animals  are  half-abstract,  but  recognizable. 
Their  names  are  spelled  out  in  Chinese  and  English  to 
avoid  any  doubt  about  identity. 

That's  one  bf  the  cheerful  lessons  of  this  educa- 
tional work  of  art,  which  is  not  only  a  happy  blend  of 
Asian  and  Western  culture,  but  also  a  rare  joint 
achievement  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  Depart- 
ment, the  Art  Commission  and  the  city  architect's 
office. 

They  have  been  working  since  1978  to  put  togeth- 
er this  corner  of  Portsmouth  Square  on  Kearny  be- 
tween Washington  and  Clay  at  a  cost  of  $112,000, 
including  a  $10,000  gift  from  the  Tamarack  Founda- 
tion. 

The  next  step  should  be  to  remove  the  unsightly 
Kearny  Street  overpass,  between  the  square's  north- 
ern side  and  the  Chinese  Cultural  Center,  that  is 
concealed  as  an  architectural  afterthought  in  the 
ponderous  base  of  the  Chinatown  Holiday  Inn.

Amuiemem  park  Playland-at-the-Beach  wai  a  latecomer  at  a  seaside 
attraction,  but  Its  origlni  derive  from  a  nineteenth -century  squatters' 
settlement  acrosi  from  Ocean  Beach  called  "Mooneytville-by-the-Sea." 
In  the  late  ISOOt.  Mooneysvllle  reildenti  built  a  row  of  carnival  ttandi 
that  became  equally  If  not  more  popular  with  vlittort  than  the  Imprei- 
tlve  neighboring  etUbllthmenti.  By  the  early  1 900t.  the  iquaaert'  car- 
nival grew  Into  a  burgeoning  amusement  center  and  remained  a  San 
Francisco  Inttltutlon  until  1972.

Thirty  years 
later,  amusement  pioneers  Arthur  Looff  and  John 
Frledle  transformed  this  campy  carnivai-by  the-sea 
Into  the  beloved  amusement  park  eventually  known  as 
Play  Ian  d-at-ihe-  Beach. 

Since  1914  John  Frledle  had  been  Involved  with  the 
beach's  carnival  sands  and  Arthur  Looff  had  managed 
and  operated  "Looff  s  Hippodrome."  a  merry-go-round 
built  by  his  father.  Charles  I.  D.  Looff.  designer  of 
amusement  rides  at  New  York's  Coney  Island.  But 
when  Frledle  bought  the  Hippodrome  and  teamed  up 
with  Arthur  Looff,  magic  happened.  Frledle  spent  a  fortun 
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'  attractions  and  Looff.  a  mechanical 
genius,  designed  and  built  each  one.  By  1921  the  creative  partners  established  the  "grandest  amusement 
park  on  the  Pacific  coast."  with  such  attractions  as  The  Bob  Sled  Dipper,  the  "highest,  fastest,  and  most  sen- 
satlonaT  roller  coaster  on  earth;  The  Chutes,  a  boat  ride  with  an  Incredible  view  and  a  splash  of  a  finish; 
and  The  Big  Dipper,  which  opened  In  1922  and  was  considered  Looff *s  ultimate  creation. 


In  1926,  concessionaire  George  K.  Whitney  became  Ocean  Beach's  amusement  park  manager.  Prior  to  his 
arrival,  the  parks  name  had  changed  over  the  years,  ranging  from  "LoofTs  Hippodrome'*  to  "Chutes-atth*- 
Beach."  in  1928.  Whitney's  public  relations  man  coined  the  name  that  would  Identify  the  park  for  the  rest 
of  Its  days:  Playland-at-the-Beach. 

During  The  Great  Depression,  Whitney  and  his  brother 
Leo  protected  Playland  from  the  failing  economy  by 
buying  out  each  of  the  concessions.  By  1942.  the 
Whltneys  owned  everything  from  Sutro  Baths  to 
Fufton  Street, 

The  Whitney  brothers  rebuilt  all  of  Playland  In  the  late 
1940s  and  early  1950s,  but  by  the  1960s  Its  popularity 
had  deteriorated.  After  George  Whitney  died  In  1971, 
Playland  was  snatched  up  by  real-estate  developer 
Jeremy  Ets-Hokln,  who  planned  to  build  "a  small,  beau- 
tiful, urban  community  at  the  edge  of  a  great  clcy."

The  911  Center  Project  has  been  delayed  for  nearly  a  year  due  to 
concerns  of  the  neighborhood  as  to  the  impact  of  the  building  on 
the  Hayward  Playground  and  its  facilities.  For  a  number  of 
reasons,  the  building  construction  cost  will  increase  from  $7 
million  to  $22  million  dollars.  The  current  art  enrichment  budget 
is  $140,000,  or  2%  of  the  original  building  cost. 

When  staff  first  discussed  this  project  with  the  CAO's 
representative,  it  was  requested  that  we  develop  art  projects 
which  would  serve  both  the  surrounding  community  and  the 
employees  of  the  911  Center.  At  this  time,  the  Art  Commission  has 
two  artists  under  contract  to  fulfill  that  purpose:  Cheryl  Riley, 
who  will  create  art  work  for  the  exterior  of  the  building,  and 
Clifford  Rainey,  who  has  designed  art  for  the  interior  employee 
area. 

Cheryl's  contract  specifies  that  she  will  work  with  the  community 
in  developing  her  designs;  it  was  our  intention  that  she  would 
lead  one  or  two  workshops  to  involve  children  and  youth  in  the 
process,  although  the  details  of  this  involvement  have  not  yet 
been  worked  out.  Cheryl  has  made  a  very  preliminary  proposal  for 
a  project  which  would  impact  1/2  of  the  length  of  the  400'  long 
wall  at  the  site. 

In  the  meantime,  the  community  has  requested  that  the  CAO  and 
other  agencies  provide  opportunities  for  residents  in  the  form  of 
training,  jobs,  rehabilitation  of  the  park  and  facilities, 
protection  from  graffiti  and  more,  as  mitigation  for  the  impact 
of  the  new  Center. 

The  Art  Commission  staff  responded  to  this  concern  with  a 
proposal  to  establish  a  project  which  would  truly  involve  the 
community  from  start  to  finish  in  the  design,  fabrication  and 
installation  of  the  project.  (See  attached).  We  have  reviewed 
the  outlines  of  this  project  with  CAE  and  Art  Education  staff, 
and  with  members  of  some  of  the  neighborhood  agencies,  and  have 
been  assured  that  it  would  be  both  workable  and  a  substantial 
asset. 

In  response  to  the  community's  concerns,  therefore,  we  are 
requesting  that  the  Art  Commission  allocation  be  increased  to 
develop  art  enrichment  to  its  full  potential.  This  would  allow 
implementation  of  a  full  community  program  as  well  as  expansion 
of  the  art  work  to  cover  the  entire  400'  wall.

Although  the  full  2%   allocation  for  the  building  construction 
cost  alone  would  be  $440,000,  we  are  also  cognizant  of  the  impact 
such  a  request  would  have  on  the  project  budget.  Therefore  we 
propose  that  the  Commission  approve  an  allocation  of  ^%   of  the 
construction  cost,  or  $220,000.

Tonia  Macneil  reported  that  she  had  informed  the  911  project 
manager  of  the  Commission's  resolution  to  approve  an  art 
enrichment  budget  of  1%  of  the  total  building  budget,  or 
$220,000.  The  building  budget  has  since  been  reduced  to  $18 
million,  therefore  the  allocation  would  be  $180,000.  She  is 
waiting  for  the  project  manager's  response. 


VI I I. Jose  Coronado  Playground 

The  Commission  had  asked  Eduardo  Pineda  and  Ray  Patlan  to 
make  a  proposal  to  work  with  community  youth  to  design  and 
implement  a  permanent  mural  for  the  new  community  building 
at  the  Jose  Coronado  Playground.  Tonia  Macneil  presented  the 
artists'  budget  and  informed  the  Committee  that  she  has 
requested  that  the  Recreation  and  Parks  Department  double 
the  current  $4,000  art  enrichment  allocation  to  meet  the 
artists'  budget  needs.  All  materials  and  labor  to  fabricate, 
transport  and  install  the  mural  will  be  paid  out  of  the 
building  construction  budget,  rather  than  the  art  enrichment 
budget.  The  Commissioners  questioned  staff  about  the 
feasibility  of  Recreation  and  Park  Department  dedicating  the 
funding  out  of  their  construction  budget  for  the  tile  facade 
to  be  produced  by  the  artist  and  the  community  youth  and 
recommended  that  staff  work  with  Rec  and  Park  staff  to 
achieve  consensus  on  this. 

Taraval  Police  Station 

Installation  of  art  works  by  Scott  Donahue  and  Arthur 
Gonzalez  will  be  going  on  in  the  first  two  weeks  of  December 
at  the  Taraval  Police  Station.  The  dedication  is  expected  to 
take  place  in  February.   Tonia  invited  Commissioners  to  join 
her  in  the  inspection  of  the  work. 

Moscone  Convention  Center 

The  project  artist,  R.  M.  Fischer,  will  visit  San  Francisco 

from  December  8  to  14  to  begin  the  first  phase  of  his  design 

contract.  He  will  conduct  research  and  meet  with  community 

groups  and  the  Commission's  Advisory  Committees  at  that 

time. 

Bay view  Police  Station 

The  ground  breaking  to  start  construction  of  the  Bayview 
Police  Station  is  scheduled  for  November  21  at  10:00.  Cheryl 
Riley,  the  project  artist,  will  be  able  to  begin  work  on  the 
project  after  a  three  year  delay.

The  committee  felt  the 
image  was  too  literal  and  static,  and  would  also 
like  to  see  a  sample  of  a  section  of  the  design  in 
the  proposed  material . 

Teresa  Camozzi  proposed  interviewing  firemen  and 
victims  that  the  fire  department  had  helped,  and 
collecting  "artifacts"  from  their  experiences  and 
casting  them  in  resin  bricks  that  would  be 
incorporated  in  the  wall.   She  would  also 
incorporate  brick  patterns  present  in  the  historic 
firehouse  in  the  wall.   The  committee  expressed 
concern  that  this  work  would  not  have  enough 
visibility  in  the  site  as  the  traffic  is  primarily 
vehicular.   Commissioner  Healy  also  expressed 
concern  regarding  the  durability  of  the  proposed 
material . 

Rigo  proposed  a  mural  consisting  of  an  antique 
fireman's  hat  and  SFFD  #34  in  large  white  letters. 
The  committee  expressed  concern  that  the  image  was 
not  appropriate  for  that  site,  and  was 
underdeveloped.   The  artist  also  needs  to  submit  a 
budget,  as  well  details  on  the  feasibility  of 
cutting  the  bricks  to  accomodate  the  concrete 
relief  on  which  he  proposes  to  paint.

Jill  Manton  asked  for  a  review  of  our  current 
policy  that  prohibits  artists  from  getting 
simultaneous  or  consecutive  commissions  within 
a  five  year  period.   Currently,  artists  are 
only  prohibited  if  the  commission  exceeds 
$50,000.   She  pointed  out  that  a  number  of 
artists  have  received  3  or  4  consecutive  or 
simultaneous  small  commissions,  and  she  was 
concerned  that  it  may  appear  that  the  Art 
,-  i       Commission  is  not  seeking  new  artists. 

Discussion  ensued  on  this  issue.   Commissioner 
Keeler  felt  that  if  the  artist  was  clearly  the 
best  person  for  the  job,  then  they  should  not 
be  excluded  from  consideration,  even  if  they 
had  had  previous  commissions.   Others  felt 
that  if  artists  knew  they  would  be  excluded 
from  the  more  '  prestigious  commissions  if  they 
were  previously  awarded  a  small  commission, 
then  qualified  artists  would  be  less  likely  to 
apply  for  these  small  commissions. 

It  was  finally  the  concensus  that  the 
guidelines  should  be  left  as  they  are,  but 
that  jurors  should  be  instructed  to  consider 
whether  or  not  an  artist's  work  is  already 
represented  in  the  City's  collection  as  a 
factor  in  their  decision.   Staff  should  also 
consider  whether  or  not  the  current  lid  of 
$50,000  is  too  low. 

IX.   Moscone  Convention  Center  Art  Enrichment 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  R.M.  Fisher  had  been  in 
town  and  had  met  with  community  groups  to  present 
his  work  to  an  unanimously  positive  reception.   The 
artist  also  reviewed  the  site  to  identify  possible 
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locations  for  his  artwork,  and  he  is  considering 
siting  his  artwork  on  the  existing  architecture. 
This  is  because  the  light  poles  will  not  take  much 
weight,  there  is  virtually  no  sidewalk  space 
available,  and  the  footings  for  a  sculpture  would 
be.  problematic  given  the  fact  that' the  Moscone 
Convention  Center  roof  lies  just  under  the 
sidewalk. 

X.  Mid-Embarcadero  Artists  Competition 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  she  is  trying  to  identify 
candidates  for  the  mid-Embarcadero .   She  reported 
that  the  budget  is  $900,000  for  two  artists,  with 
initial  design  fee  of  $15,000  each.   The  mid- 
Embarcadero  design  team  currently  consists  of  Peter 
Walker  (landscape  architect)  and  ROMA. 

XI.  Millbrea  Water  Dept.  Facility 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  project  is  back  on 
track.   The  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  has  agreed 
that  the  artist  needs  design  control  over  the 
entire  integrated  artwork  and  landscape. 
Therefore,  she  will  work  with  a  landscape  designer 
of  her  choice.   She,  in  turn,  agreed  to  hire  a 
local  designer,  and  upon  interviewing  three 
candidates,  has  selected  Roberl  La  Rocca   & 
Associates . 

The  Committee  felt  that  LaRocca  and  Associates  was 
a  good  choice,  particularly  since  LaRocca  and 
Associates  had  done  the  original  landscape  design 
for  the  facility.   However,  Commissioner  Meyer 
asked  staff  to  check  with  the  City  Attorney  to  make 
sure  there  was  no  conflict  of  interest  since  Bob 
LaRocca  is  a  former  Art  Commissioner.

Arthur  Gonzalez  has  installed  the  ceramic  world  map  at 
Taraval  Police  Station  but  that  considerable  work  on  the 
piece  is  needed  if  the  Commission  is  to  accept  it, 
including  patching  of  seams  and  re-painting.

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III.       Promenade  Ribbon  Sculpture 

Jill  Manton  reported  on  the  status  of  the  ribbon  project.  A 
purchase  order  to  clean  the  ribbon  is  pending.  Recently,  a 
bollard  at  Pier  26  was  severely  damaged;  at  Manton  has  arranged 
for  Glass  Block  Designs  to  do  an  emergency  repair  to  protect  the 
light  cavity  and  fiberoptic  cable.  She  is  pursuing  the  Port  in  an 
effort  to  file  a  claim  for  damage  against  the  contractors  who 
were  working  in  the  area. 


The  effort  to  develop  a  method  to  protect  the  ribbon  from  skate 

boarders  is  continuing.  One  of  the  three  designers  wishes  to  make 

the  ribbon  unskatable,  whereas  the  others  prefer  to  protect  the 

ribbon  but  not  destroy  its  use  by  the  skateboarders. 

The  Commission  needs  to  set  policy  in  this  matter;  in  order  to  do 
so,  additional  research  is  needed.  Several  solutions  to  the 
problem  have  been  suggested,  one  of  which  will  allow 
skateboarding  on  the  Ribbon.   Manton  displayed  a  steel  band  bent 
at  right  angles  which  can  be  fitted  on  the  edges  of  the  benches 
and  bollards.  She  asked  the  Commissioners  to  authorize  the 
testing  of  this  method  on  the  four  bollards  at  Pier  7,  to  assess 
its  feasibility.  If  this  method  proves  acceptable  it  would 
protect  the  ribbon  but  still  allow  for  its  use.

VII.  Art  Commission  Gallery 

Rupert  Jenkins  provide  an  update  on  the  gallery  program. 

Jurying  for  new  City/Site  projects  will  take  place  on  February  3. 
There  are  more  than  20  proposals,  among  which  are  several  from 
well-known,  innovative  artists. 

The  Gallery  Advisory  Board  will  meet  February  13  at  6:00  p.m.  The 
gallery  is  now  taking  submissions  for  new  exhibitions  for  the 
upcoming  year. 

One  of  the  windows  in  the  Grove  Street  gallery  was  broken  the 
night  of  January  16,  and  has  been  repaired  at  a  cost  of  $500. 

The  next  event  in  the  Grove  Street  Windows  is  the  slide  show  of 
Art  Institute  alumnae  and  students,  which  will  run  for  three 
weeks  to  celebrate  the  Institute's  125th  Anniversary. 

Jenkins  has  been  working  with  Channel  54  to  produce  a  piece  on 
the  opening  of  the  Veterans  Building  Gallery.  In  addition  to 
taping  interviews  and  activity  at  the  Gala  celebration,  Channel 
54  taped  the  performance  by  Pamela  Z  in  the  building  lobby.  The 
performance  was  judged  by  all  to  be  very  beautiful;  the  gallery 
hopes  to  continue  such  events  in  the  future. 

VIII.  Fire  Station  #34 

Susan  Pontious  and  Michelle  Liapes  reported  on  the  results  of  the 
proposal  phase  for  artwork  at  Fire  Station  #34.  After  some 
deliberation,  the  Selection  Panel  approved  the  proposal  by  Anders 
Barth  for  a  terra-cotta  mural.  The  artist's  proposal  was  reviewed 
by  the  Committee,  which  recommended  that  the  artist  consider 
revising  the  bottom  portion  of  the  design.  The  Committee  felt 
that  the  relationship  between  the  flames,  water  and  poppies  still 
needed  to  be  resolved.  The  Committee  also  wanted  to  be  assured 
that  the  completed  piece  would  have  the  color  range  represented 
in  the  proposal  drawing.  The  Committee  agreed  to  approve  the 
panel's  recommendation,  contingent  upon  approval  of  the  artist's 
revised  design.

Ron  Johnson  and  Keith  Sonnier  have  completed  their  review  of  the 
construction  documents  for  the  neon  and  fluorescent  fixtures  in 
Concourse  G.  Changes  that  we  have  requested  will  be  included  in 
the  2nd  and  3rd  addendums .  The  review  has  been  very  thorough,  so 
that  I  expect  that  the  project  will  be  implemented  with  a  minimum 
of  difficulty. 

The  final  budget  for  the  project,  including  schematic  design, 
design  development,  construction  documents  and  implementation,  is 
expected  to  be  about  $455,000,  which  is  close  to  our  initial 
estimates . 

Keith  Sonnier  will  provide  consulting  services  during  the 
fabrication  and  installation  of  the  neon  fixture.  He  will  make 
several  trips  to  California  to  review  prototypes  and 
installation.  In  addition,  he  will  provide  high  quality 
documentat ion  of  the  completed  work.  I  am  currently  developing  a 
contract  for  these  services.  Keith  has  requested  a  total  fee  for 
the  project  of  20%  of  the  entire  $380,000  implementation  budget, 
or  $76,000.  To  date,  he  has  received  approximately  $30,000, 
therefore  his  requested  fee  for  implementation  consulting 
services  is  $46,000,  exclusive  of  travel  and  documentation. 

Commission  guidelines  suggest  a  range  of  fees  for  implementation 
of  from  10-20%,  depending  upon  the  artist's  involvement.  In  this 
case,  all  of  the  detail  drawings  and  most  of  the  specifications 
have  been  developed  by  HOK  which  will  also  have  the  major 
responsibility  for  project  review  during  implementation. 
Therefore,  staff  recommends  a  fee  of  $35,000,  with  $10,000  for 
reimbursable  expenses,  which  amounts  to  a  17%  fee  for  the  entire 
project .

HOSPITAL  PARKING  GARAGE 

The  first  completed  panel  for  the  Hospital  Parking  Garage  was 
reviewed  and  approved  by  the  General  Contractor  and  Architect  on 
February  12 . 

The  12  panels  have  all  been  cast,  and  there  are  only  6  glass- 
block  crosses  remaining  to  be  delivered.  The  panels  are  scheduled 
for  delivery  and  installation  at  the  end  of  February. 

Ann  Chamberlain  and  I  will  be  inspecting  the  glass  block  and 
completed  panels  periodically  over  the  next  three  weeks.  I  will 
schedule  an  opportunity  for  Commissioners  to  review  the  panels  at 
the  Committee  meeting. 

MILLBRAE  WATER  FACILITY 

Jody  Pinto  and  Bob  LaRocca  have  almost  completed  the  schematic 
design  phase  of  the  Millbrae  project.  During  the  remainder  of 
February  and  March,  we  will  be  making  presentations  to  UEB 
management,  the  Water  Department,  the  director  of  Public 
Utilities,  Andy  Moran,  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

The  design  proposed  by  Jody  Pinto  depends  upon  the  re-landscaping 
of  the  current  Millbrae  site,  as  well  as  major  changes  in  the 
drainage,  lighting  and  contours  of  the  site.  The  PUC ,  having 
control  of  the  purse,  must  buy  off  on  the  proposed  landscaping 
changes  in  order  for  the  art  project  to  go  forward. 

The  schematic  design  will  be  presented  to  the  Visual  Arts 
Committee  on  March  20.  The  UEB  has  suggested  that,  in  addition  to 
Jody  Pinto,  a  Commissioner  attend  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
meeting  on  the  26th,  to  express  the  Commission's  support  of  the 
project . 

If  the  PUC  approves  the  concept,  Jody  will  procede  to  design 
development.  Work  on  consturction  doucments  would  follow  in 
September  of  1996.

B.    James  Carpenter  Sculptural  Light  Reflectors 
Susan  Pontious  reported  that  since  the  last  meeting, 
James  Carpenter  had  been  able  to  reduce  the  cost  of  his 
sculptures  by  S300,000.   However,  the  cost  of  the 
support  "baskets",  which  had  been  included  in  the 
Airport's  bid  package  for  the  structural  steel,  had 
come  in  at   SI  million  from  the  first  bidder  and 
$400,000  from  the  second.   James  Carpenter  received  an 
independent  bid  of  $350,000. 

While  originally  the  Airport  had  agreed  to  absorb  the  ■ 
cost  of  the  baskets  (thinking  they  would  be  an 
insignificant  cost  compared  to  the  structural  steel), 
this  offer  has  been  withdrawn.   This  means  that  the  art 
budget  will  now  have  to  absorb  this  cost.

Eleanor  Beaton  summed  up  the  parameters  of  the 
project:   3  artists  and  1  artist  team  were 
commissioned  to  create  two  design  proposals  each  for 
a  2'  by  10'  art  panel  made  of  ceramic  steel  that  will 
be  incorporated  into  the  ramp  wall  of  new  accessible 
boarding  islands  Muni  is  constructing.   Each  artist 
was  assigned  to  a  particular  line  and  was  directed  to 
spend  time  in  the  community  in  the  process  of 
developing  designs. 

A.    Jon  Rubin  and  Harrell  Fletcher,  assigned  to  the 
L  Taraval  line,  presented  their  proposal  for  an  image 
made  from  various  family  photographs  of  Asian  and 
Caucasian  residents  of  the  sunset.   The  design  idea 
evolved  after  a  meeting  in  which  community  members 
expressed  the  desire  for  a  representation  of  greater 
unity  between  the  sunset  residents.   Rubin  and 
Fletcher  proposed  a  2'  x  10'  image  in  black  and 
white,  and  a  2'  x  10'  image  which  included  a  yellow 
ribbon  of  text  describing  the  families  and  images 
reproduced.   In  addition,  Rubin  and  Fletcher  proposed 
an  art  panel  double  in  length,  2'  x  20' ,  if 
production  costs  are  financially  feasible,  in  order 
to  be  able  to  include  more  photographs  and  be  more 
visually  effective.

As  a  result,  it  is  possible  to 
implement  a  program  for  extensive  community 
participation  in  art-making  for  the  exterior  wall  of 
the  building.

Cheryl  Riley  will  provide  overall  design  perameters 
anil  oversee  production  of  the  art.  Community  member's 
work  will  be  coordinated  and  supervised  by  an 
independent  contractor  hired  by  the  Commission  with 
the  advice  of  the  Art  Subcommittee.

In  addition,  the  Department  of  Building  inspection 
has  informed  us  that  the  stair  and  sculpture  do  not 
meet  ADA  and  Title  24.   This  is  because  the  stair, 
and  the  leaning  sculptural  elements,  impinge  on  the 
80"  clear  head  room  space  required  and  mitigation 
will  be  required.   Solutions  discussed  with  the 
artist  and  Carla  Johnson  from  DBI  include  a  raised 
base  on  the  fan  wall  and  a  5"  aluminium  "curb"  around 


the  cone,  stair,  and  A  wall.   We  do  not  yet  have  an 
estimate  for  the  cost  of  this  mitigation,  but  it  will 
probably  exceed  funds  that  the  Art  Commission  has 
available  . 

Ms^  Pontious  reported  that  she  has  approximately 
S15,000  left  in  contingency,  and  asked  approval  to 
use  these  funds  as  necessary  to  pay  for  engineering 
and  additional  structural  costs  for  the  fan  wall.

Background : 

From  its  inception  in  1994,  the  public  art  program  at  the  911 

Center  was  intended  to  include  community  input. 

Last  Fall,  at  the  urging  of  a  coalition  of  Western  Addition 
residents,  a  process  was  developed  so  that  neighborhood  residents 
can  participate  in  the  design  and  fabrication  of  the  art  for  the 
exterior  of  the  building.  That  process  was  introduced  to  the  VAC 
at  the  October  meeting,  along  with  the  request  to  increase  the 
art  enrichment  allocation. 

The  CAO  has  agreed  to  a  budget  increase  so  that  we  are  able  to 
implement  the  community  program.  The  new  budget  is  now  $180,000. 

On  March  12  I  introduced  the  community  input  process  to  a 
subcommittee  of  the  CAO ' s  Citizen  Advisory  Committee.  It  was 
enthusiastically  received.  The  committee  suggested  changes  so 
that  the  process  will  work  for  their  constituents,  and  agreed  to 
move  forward  with  implementation  once  it  is  approved  by  the 
Commission . 

The  process  is  intended  to  maximize  community  input,  while 
assuring  design  and  execution  of  the  highest  quality.  In  addition 
to  her  own  design,  Cheryl  Riley  will  maintain  design  and  quality 
control  over  the  community  portion  of  the  art. 

Tentatively,  the  product  will  be  form-work  on  the  concrete  walls 
of  the  building  and  parking  structure.  I  am  currently  working 
with  Cheryl  and  Pamela  Collier  of  Levy  Design  Partners  to  further 
develop  this  idea. 

ACTION  REQUESTED: 

Authorization  to  proceed  with  the  general  process  as  presented 
for  community  involvement  in  the  design  and  implementation  of  art 
on  the  exterior  of  the  9-1-1  Building,  and  to  select  and  enter 
into  contract  with  a  project  coordinator  for  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $30,000  to  implement  the  process.

The  workshops  will  be  made 
available  through  pre-existing  programs,  and  will  train  and 
employ  community  artists,  youth  and  young  adults  to  act  as 
teaching  assistants  and  paid  interns  during  this  phase. 

During  the  fabrication  phase,  apprentices  will  be  employed  to 
work  with  the  fabricators  and  perhaps  the  installers.

Community  Involvement 

The  Public  Art  Subcommittee  of  the  9-1-1  Project  Citizens' 
Advisory  Committee  will  work  with  City  to  design  the  program.  The 
subcommittee  includes  Cheryl  Riley,  Avis  Jones,  CAO ' s  liaison 
Tonia  Macneil,  interested  citizens  as  well  as  representatives  of 
existing  service  organizations.  Western  Addition  residents  or 
workers  will  be  hired  for  the  paid  positions,  including 
coordinator,  teaching  assistants  and  interns. 

Administrative  costs  will  be  minimized  by  working  with  existing 
agencies  and  community  organizations  to  provide  the  coordination 
required . 


Three  neighborhood  sites  will  be  contracted  to  hold  training 
sessions  and  workshops.  Sites  under  consideration  are:   Hamilton 
Recreation  Center,  Center  for  African  and  African  American  Arts 
And  Culture  ( CAAC )  and  Margaret  Hayward  Playground  Recreation 
Center . 

The  workshops  will  provide  an  art  experience  for  a  broad  cross- 
section  of  the  community.  Workshops  will  consist  of  three  two- 
hour  sessions  at  each  site.   Workshop  sessions  may  be  geared  to  a 
specific  age  group,  so  that  there  may  be  a  workshop  for  children, 
one  for  families,  and  one  for  teens.

The  Art  Commission  and  CAO ' s  office  will  oversee  the  program. 

A  part-time  coordinator  who  will  report  to  the  subcommittee  will 

be  employed  to  help  design,  set  up,  advertise,  manage  and 

administrate  the  program.

Concept:        Afternoon  or  weekend  program  for  community 

residents  to  engage  with  a  professional  artist 
during  the  design  process,  workshops  will  be  a 
advertised  and  open  to  any  Western  Addition 
resident . 

Duration:       Two  to  three  months,  June  through  August  of  1996. 
Three  two-hour  workshops  at  each  of  three  sites.

The  Park  and  Recreation  Department  is  renovating  the  playground 
at  Jackson  Park  at  the  base  of  Potrero  Hill.  The  community  and 
Park  and  Rec  have  allocated  funds  and  asked  the  Art  Commission  to 
administrate  a  small  art  enrichment  project  as  part  of  the 
renovation . 

The  project  will  begin  immediately  and  end  by  the  Fall  of  1996. 
It  is  possible  to  take  on  a  project  of  this  size  at  this  time 
because  we  are  already  administrating  a  similar  project  at  the 
Jose  Coronado  Playground  and  can  benefit  from  work  already 
completed  on  that  project. 

Following  is  an  outline  of  the  scope  of  the  project,  the  budget, 
and  the  proposed  recruitment  process. 

JACKSON  PARK  PUBLIC  ART  PROJECT 

Scope:  Work  with  neighborhood  children  to  design  and

As  a  result  of  the  passage  of  Proposition  A,  the  City  will  build 
an  extension  to  the  current  Moscone  Convention  Center,  to  be 
located  on  Howard  Street  between  4th  and  5th  Streets. 

The  CAO  has  requested  that  the  art  enrichment  be  integrated  into 
the  architecture,  rather  than  added  later  on.  As  he  has  already 
begun  recruitment  of  a  project  architect,  we  plan  to  begin  artist 
selection  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  artists  can  participate  in 
the  building  design  from  the  outset. 

Jill  Manton  and  I  have  had  a  preliminary  meeting  with  the  head  of 
Convention  Facilities,  Jack  Moerschbaecher ,  however  we  hope  to 
meet  again  prior  to  the  Visual  Arts  Committee  meeting  to  finalize 
our  understanding.  We  expect  to  provide  complete  guidelines  at 
the  VAC  meeting  on  the  17th.

1.  Appointment  of  Member  or  Members  of  Airport  Art 
Steering  Committee. 

With  the  appointment  of  new  commissioners,  the  Committee 
will  need  to  appoint  a  new  representative  or  representatives 
to  serve  on  the  Airport  Art  Steering  Committee.   The  AASC  is 
composed  of  six  members,  three  representing  the  Airport  and 
three  representing  the  Art  Commission.   The  AASC ' s  charge  is 
to  review  all  things  pertaining  to  the  Art  Commission's  art 
program  at  the  Airport. 

Presently,  the  Airport's  representatives  are:  Jason  Yuen, 
the  Airport's  consultant  and  former  Director  of  Planning  and 
Construction  for  the  Airport,  and  former  Airport 
Commissioners,  Bill  Coblentz  and  Stan  Mattison.   The  Art 
Commission  has  been  represented  by  Anne  Healy,  (who  has  just 
recently  been  replaced  as  an  Art  Commissioner),  Bob  LaRocca, 
also  a  former  Art  Commissioner,  and  Jill  Manton ,  Director  of 
the  Public  Art  Program. 

The  AASC  meets  approximately  every  other  month,  or  on  an  "as 
need"  basis.   The  meetings  have  traditionally  been  held  on 
Thursday  mornings  at  9  a.m. 

2.  Artist  Proposals  for  Gateroom  Walls  in  Concourses 
A  and  G 

The  Airport  is  building  two  new  concourses,  A  and  G.   Each 
concourse  has  two-story  gaterooms  (four  in  A,  five  in  G) 
approximately  200  ft.  long.   The  two-story  end  walls  (31'  x 
35'  )  in  these  gaterooms  were  identified  as  potential  sites 
for  artwork  as  part  of  the  Airport  Art  Master  Plan  prepared 
by  our  consultant,  Roger  Berry.    We  plan  to   commission 
artwork  for  one  wall  in  each  gateroom,  and  have  budgeted 
these  commissions  at  up  to  $90,000  each. 

Three  months  ago,  a  selection  panel  (composed  of  Kathy 
Holland,  an  independent  consultant  specializing  in  the 
formation  and  management  of  art  collections,   Karen 
Tsujimoto,  Associate  Curator  for  the  Art  Department  at  the 
Oakland  Museum,  and  Armondo  Rascon,  Art  Commissioner,  artist 
and  curator,  and  Raymond  Saunders,  artist)  reviewed  the  work 
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of  over  200  artists,  and  selected  eleven  finalists  t 
prepare  proposals  for  these  walls.   On  March  29th,  the  BilJ 
Coblentz  from  the  AASC  joined  the  original  selection  panel 
as  a  voting  member  to     review  proposals  from  10  of  the  11 
artists  previously  selected  as  finalists  for  9  large  walls 
in  the  gaterooms  of  Concourses  A  and  G  ( Lorna  Simpson  did 
not  submit  a  proposal).   Representatives  from  the 
architectural  firms  and  project  managers  from  the  Airport 
were  also  present  as  advisors. 

The  panel  was  in  unanimous  agreement  in  favor  of  proposals 
submitted  by  Mildred  Howard,  and  the  teams  of  Juana  Alicia 
and  Emmanuel  Montoya,  and  Larry  Sultan  and  Mike  Mandel . 
However,  representatives  from  the  Airport  expressed  concern 
that  Mildred  Howard's  proposal,  a  relief  sculpture  composed 
of  piles  of  aluminum  suitcases  entitled  "Carousel    21:    Is 
this    your    suitcase?" ,    might  offend  the  airlines,  and 
therefore  would  not  be  permitted.   I  have  subsequently  been 
asked  to  bring  Ms.  Howard's  macquette  out  to  the  Airport  for 
review  by  senior  staff  and  perhaps  airline  officials. 

The  majority  of  the  panel  was  also  in  strong  support  of  two 
other  artists,  Viola  Frey  and  Enrique  Chagoya,  and  wanted  to 
approve  these  two  artists.   However,  the  panel  did  not  feel 
that  the  proposals  submitted  by  these  artists  were  adequate.

Eleanor  Beaton  summed  up  the  parameters  of  the 
project:   3  artists  and  1  artist  team  were 
commissioned  to  create  two  design  proposals  each  for 
a  2'  by  10'  art  panel  made  of  ceramic  steel  that  will 
be  incorporated  into  the  ramp  wall  of  new  accessible 
boarding  islands  Muni  is  constructing.   Each  artist 
was  assigned  to  a  particular  line  and  was  directed  to 
spend  time  in  the  community  in  the  process  of 
developing  designs. 

A.    Jon  Rubin  and  Harrell  Fletcher,  assigned  to  the 
L  Taraval  line,  presented  their  proposal  for  an  image 
made  from  various  family  photographs  of  Asian  and 
Caucasian  residents  of  the  sunset.   The  design  idea 
evolved  after  a  meeting  in  which  community  members 
expressed  the  desire  for  a  representation  of  greater 
unity  between  the  sunset  residents.   Rubin  and 
Fletcher  proposed  a  2'  x  10'  image  in  black  and 
white,  and  a  2'  x  10'  image  which  included  a  yellow 
ribbon  of  text  describing  the  families  and  images 
reproduced.   In  addition,  Rubin  and  Fletcher  proposed 
an  art  panel  double  in  length,  2'  x  20',  if 
production  costs  are  financially  feasible,  in  order 
to  be  able  to  include  more  photographs  and  be  more 
visually  effective.   Concern  was  expressed  for  the 
legibility  of  the  text.   Committee  members  favored 
the  longer  version  but  recommended  approval  of  four 
alternatives:  2'xlO'  without  text,  2'  x  10'  with 
text,  2'  x  10'  without  text  and  2'  x  20'  with  text.

Susan  Pontious  presented  the  computer  line  drawing  of 
Lewis  deSoto's  terrazzo  floor  design  for  the  arrivals 
lobby  of  the  new  International  Terminal.   She 
reported  that  there  would  be  175  airport  plaques  in 
nickel  silver.   The  plaques  would  have  the  actual 
approach  maps  that  the  pilots  use  for  the  airport 
etched  into  them,  along  with  the  city  name.   The  grid 
lines  and  isobar  map  divider  strips  would  be  zinc, 
and  the  outline  of  the  continents  would  be  in  brass. 

Ms.  Pontious  reported  that  she  did  not  yet  have  the 
terrazzo  samples,  but  would  bring  them  in  for 
approval  as  soon  as  they  were  available.   She  said 
that  the  artist  and  architects  were  working  on  a 
tonal  gradation  from  the  standard  gray  terrazzo  used 
in  the  rest  of  the  building,  with  gradations  to 
darker,  bluer  terrazzo  in  the  center  of  the  isobar 
map .

IV.   9-1-1  Emergency  Center- 
Design  of  the  new  9-1-1  Center  has  begun  again  after 
an  18-month  hiatus.  The  budget  for  the  art  project 
has  increased  to  S180,000  due  to  the  increased  cost 
of  the  building.  As  a  result,  it  is  possible  to 
implement  a  program  for  extensive  community 
partic ipat ion  in  art-making  for  the  exterior  wall  of 
the  building.  A  draft  of  this  program  was  presented 
to  the  Committee  in  October.  Tonia  Macneil  reported 
that  she  met  with  the  Community  Advisory  Committee's 
Building  Art  Sub-Committee  to  obtain  their  comments.

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Art  Commission,  the 
artist  and  the  Art  Sub-Committee,  a  series  of 
workshops  will  be  held  for  different  age-groups  at 
three  sites  in  the  Western  Addition,  at  which 
participants  will  create  elements  of  the  art  work.  In 
addition,  community  members  can  be  involved  in 
assembling  the  art  work  during  construction. 

Cheryl  Riley  will  provide  overall  design  perameters 
and  oversee  production  of  the  art.  Community  member's 
work  will  be  coordinated  and  supervised  by  an 
independent  contractor  hired  by  the  Commission  with 
the  advice  of  the  Art  Subcommittee.

Ms.  Pontious  described  Ann  Preston's  terrazzo 
design  in  Concourse  A.   Ms.  Preston  is  creating  a  dome 
which  has  crystalline  forms  based  on  mathematical 
formulas  developed  by  English  mathematician  Arthur 
Penrose.   Underneath  the  dome,  she  would  like  to  do  a 
graphic- representation.   The  architect,  Harry 
Overstreet,  has  reservations  about  the  design,  stating 
that  it  resembles  a  Star  of  David  or  an  Islamic  symbol.

9-1^1  Center 

Tonia  Macneil  presented  the  final  report  on  the 
summer  art  workshops.   Sonia  Manjon,  a  former  staff 
member  at  the  Art  Commission,  oversaw  the  workshops 
which  were  successfully  attended  by  over  90  children 
with  the  help  of  nine  interns.   Ms.  Macneil  distributed 
the  report  and  guidelines  to  the  commissioners  which 
outlined  the  process  undertaken.   The  goal  of  the 
workshops  was  to  create  public  artwork  for  the  9-1-1 
Center,  allowing  for  a  tangible  means  of  public  input. 
Although  the  children  were  originally  supposed  to 
fabricate  the  artwork,  the  materials  have  since  been 
changed,  which  have  precluded  the  integration  of  the 
artwork  created  in  the  workshop.   One  of  the  other 
goals  was  to  make  the  9-1-1  Center  less  intrusive  on 
the  community,  instead,  creating  a  sense  of  community 
ownership . 

In  Ms.  Manjon' s  written  proposal,  she  describes 
the  interns'  process  of  working  with  the  public.   Ms. 
Macneil  hopes  to  use  this  project  as  a  prototype  for 
community  involvement  in  future  projects.   Commissioner 
Gatti  expressed  his  approval  of  this  project  report  and 
Commissioner  Rascon  thought  the  report  would  be  very 
useful  to  outside  sources.   Director  Newirth  commended 
Ms.  Macneil  for  the  overall  success  of  the  project, 
describing  it  as  a  "watershed"  for  future  projects 
incorporating  public  input  into  the  design  of  public 
artwork.   Ms.  Macneil  noted  that  in  similar  future 
projects,  parental  signatures  will  be  obtained  in  order 
to  release  the  children's  artwork.   She  requested 
approval  for  final  payment  to  Sonia  Manjon  pending 
completion  of  the  final  report.

IV.  700  Pennsylvania  Ave. 

Ms.  Macneil  introduced  the  designer  Robert 
Catalusci  and  described  the  site  as  a  building  on 
Pennsylvania  and  22nd  Street  across  from  the  22nd 
Street  Caltrain  station,  next  to  the  freeway  in  an 
industrial  area.   Mr.  Catalusci  spent  over  a  year 
conceptualizing  and  developing  the  surface  and  art 
elements  with  the  city's  architects  with  the  hope  of 
turning  this  building  into  a  landmark.   One  main 
consideration  in  Mr.  Catalusci's  design  was  the  opening 
up  of  areas  with  light  through  the  use  of  inverted 
pyramidal  skylights.   His  design  will  incorporate 
integral  sculptures  in  the  gate  and  fence  areas,  as 
well  as  on  the  building  facade.   The  color  scheme  of 
silver,  red  and  black  he  proposes  is  consistent  with 
the  color  scheme  of  the  new  Muni  trains.   Commissioner 
Meyer  related  his  concern,  as  an  architect,  that  the 
architects'  artistic  license  may  have  been  infringed 
upon.   Ms.  Macneil  and  Ms.  Manton  replied  that  Mr. 
Catalusci  had  developed  an  excellent  rapport  with  the 
city's  architects  in  house  and  had  obtained  consent  at 
the  project  on  site  for  the  artist  to  work  in  this 
capacity.   Commissioner  Gatti  expressed  his  concern 
over  the  proposed  color  scheme  if  the  Muni  trains' 
colors  did  not  change.   Mr.  Catalusci  stated  that  he 
still  would  feel  strongly  about  the  color  as  it  would 
uplift  the  area  and  provide  a  pleasant  contrast  to  the 
background  environment.   The  commissioners  stated  their 
enthusiasm  for  the  design  and  concept.

VI .  Preliminary  Design  for  Mid-Embarcadero  Public  Art 
Program 

Jill  Manton  presented  the  preliminary  layout  for 
the  Interpretive  Signage  Project,  as  well  as  "for  the 
Promenade  Ribbon  in  the  Mid-Embarcadero  area.   Ms. 
Manton  reported  that  the  Promenade  Ribbon  Project 
received  a  high  ranking  as  the  best  of  ISTEA,  awarded 
by  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  California 
Transportation  Commission.   More  than  fifty  percent  of 


its  funding  will  be  offset  by  grant  monies.   According 
to  a  Port  directive,  the  ribbon  must  be  flush  with  the 
sidewalk,  due  to  the  attractiveness  of  raised  elements 
to  skateboarders,  and  the  need  for  sidewalk  space  due 
to  the  large  volume  of  foot  traffic  in  this  area.   This 
requirement  poses  technical  problems  because  the  raised 
elements  serve  as  the  housing  for  the  illuminators 
which  power  the  fiber  optic  system.   Ms.  Manton  is 
investigating  the  possibility  of  discreetly  integrating 
the  illuminators  into  bulkhead  buildings. 

Director  Newirth  addressed  the  problem  of  seepage 
in  the  South  Embarcadero  and  the  need  for  failure 
analysis.   Ms.  Manton  related  that  seepage  through  the 
concrete  underneath  the  glass  blocks  has  contributed  to 
mold  growth,  obscuring  the  fiber  optic  illumination. 
Commissioner  Gatti  asked  about  variations  in  lamp 
color.   Ms.  Manton  replied  that  adjustment  was  obtained 
by  changing  the  illuminator  dial. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  Turnbull  Seatwall  is 
being  removed  because  of  its  poor  condition  and  will  be 
replaced  with  the  Promenade  Ribbon.   Ms.  Manton  will 
obtain  more  bids  for  failure  analysis  consultation 
services  relative  to  the  Promenade  Ribbon. 

One  other  concern  Ms.  Manton  related  was  that  the 
ribbon  is  not  shown  on  the  Embarcadero  model  for  the 
public.   She  said  the  public  and  Civic  Design  Committee 
should  be  informed  about  the  omission.   Commissioner 
Lisac  concurred  that  the  ribbon  should  appear  on  the 
model.   Director  Newirth  commended  Ms.  Manton  for  her 
outstanding  effort  in  obtaining  such  a  large  amount  of 
funding  s inglehandedly .   Commissioner  Rascon  personally 
acknowledged  Ms.  Manton' s  fine  work  with  this 
experimental  project  and  her  responsiveness  to  the 
diverse  needs  of  the  public.   Commissioner  Lisac 
thought  this  project  would  be  an  outstanding  example  to 
present  before  Congress. 

Ms.  Manton  described  the  Historic  and  Interpretive 
Signage  Project  which  has  been  completed  in  the  South 
and  North,  and  is  currently  being  installed  along  the 
King  Street  corridor.   She  related  that  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  layout  is  still  in  a  preliminary, 
conceptual  stage.   The  artist  is  working  with  a 
historian  and  is  open  to  suggestions  from  the 
commissioners  for  additional  themes  or  historical 
content.   Ms.  Manton  hopes  to  incorporate  some  of  the 
archaelogical  artifacts  that  were  unearthed  during  the 
construction  of  the  underground  tunnel  which  will 
extend— Muni  Metro  from  Market  Street  along  the  South 
Embarcadero.   The  podiums  may  be  eliminated  due  to 
accessibility  concerns  for  the  disabled  and  the  sight- 
impaired.   Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  a  disabled  access 
coordinator  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works.   If 
podiums  are  removed,  the  project  artist  will  develop  a 


new  element  which  would  be  brought  before  the  committee 
for  approval . 

Buster  Simpson's  multi-faceted  proposal  was 
presented  next,  which  is  to  be  placed  on  the 
Embarcadero  promenade.   The  primary  component  of  the 
artist's  proposal  will  be  a  large  sculpture  of  a  foot. 
Ms.  Manton  further  described  the  other  projects 
proposed  which  include  a  water  feature/lily  pond  at  the 
rear  of  the  Embarcadero  Vaillancourt  Fountana,  which 
would  contain  indigenous  plants  and  a  sculptural  ramp 
over  the  water  which  would  provide  access  to  the 
sculpture,  replacing  the  rusting  stairway. 
Commissioner  Rascon  felt  that  this  was  a  dynamic 
proposal  with  man'y  possibilities  for  collaboration. 
There  was  discussion  regarding  the  budget  and  other 
components  of  the  artist's  proposal,  such  as  the 
proposed  relocation  of  King  Carlos  and  De  Anza  statues 
to  the  foot  of  Market  Street,  and  about  a  granite 
plaque  to  commemorate  the  origin  of  the  Bull  and  Bear 
Market.   Commissioner  Gatti  requested  further 
consideration  of  alternate  sites  for  this  work,  perhaps 
on  the  landside  at  the  foot  of  Embarcadero.   Ms.  Manton 
replied  that  restriction  of  funding  sources  for  the 
Roadway  Improvements  preclude  placing  the  foot  on  the 
landside.   Commissioner  Lisac  suggested  moving  it 
closer  to  the  seawall  or  the  Ferry  Building.   Ms. 
Manton  replied  that  the  Port  has  final  jurisdiction 
over  artwork  on  port  property.   All  of  the 
commissioners  expressed  concerns  over  the  appropriate 
location  of  the  work,  as  its  uniqueness  necessitates  a 
niche  which  will  highlight  it. 

Ms.  Manton  moved  on  to  a  discussion  of  Bill 
Maxwell's  China  Sky,  highlighting  the  location  at  the 
foot  of  Market  Street  and  describing  it  as  a  nautilus- 
shaped  structure  with  a  descending  circular  ramp,  which 
contains  built-in  seating.   Ms.  Manton  described 
Maxwell's  work  as  a  water  feature  which  will  contain 
images  made  of  light,  bringing  color  and  magic  to  the 
Embarcadero.   Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  Mr.  Maxwell  to 
develop  a  budget.   One  serious  concern  is  that  the  City 
has  not  yet  identified  funds  to  provide  for  open  space 
improvements,  of  which  this  would  be  a  part. 

Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  concern  about 
pedestrian  congestion,  safety  and  litter  in  a  location 
which  would  serve  as  a  large  public  gathering  space. 
Ms.  Manton  said  these  and  other  technical  issues  will 
be  stuctlyd  with  the  architects.   A  fine  mesh  screen  or 
glass  wall  was  suggested  to  counter  litter  and  safetv 
problems.   Ms.  Manton  will  attempt  to  obtain  funding 
for  maintenance  from  adjacent  properties,  One  Market 
Plaza  and  the  Hyatt.   Commissioner  Rascon  liked  the 
deliberate,  non-sectarian  imagery  of  the  work.

VII.  Gallery 

Rupert  Jenkins  reported  that  Supervisor  Yaki ' s 
office  passed  a  resolution  that  the  Art  Commission  put 
together  a  youth  exhibition  for  the  Youth  Summit  which 
he  has  been  working  on  for  the  past  week  or  so.   Mr. 
Jenkins  passed  out  a  list  of  thirteen  participants  to 
the  commissioners.   The  show  will  be  opening  October 
3rd.   Mr.  Jenkins  is  in  the  process  of  discussing  with 
Yaki's  office  who  will  be  handling  the  reception.   He 
hopes  to  piggyback  the  two  receptions  -  one  for  the 
Arts  Project  and  one  for  the  Veiled   Memories   exhibition 
on  the  same  evening.   He  is  sending  another  letter  from 
Commissioner  Gatti  to  the  City  Hall  offices  reiterating 
the  need  to  work  through  the  Commission  regarding 
exhibitions  at  City  Hall  because  it  has  been  difficult 
to  coordinate  such  exhibitions  on  such  short  notice. 
Mr.  Jenkins  passed  out  an  outline  detailing  two 
proposed  exhibitions  for  next  year.   The  first  proposal 
was  for"a  site-specific  sculptural  exhibition  to  be 
curated  by  Carlos  Loarca  ( SOMAR )  ,  showcasing  work  by 
four  artists,  which  has  been  shown  in  various  Bay  Area 
locations,  entitled  "Three   Miles   Per  Hour".       The  theme 
relates  to  slowing  down  to  consider  time,  nature,  the 
landscape,  the  environment,  and  one's  own  pace.   Slides 


by  the  proposed  artists  were  shown:   Robert  Ortbal  s 
tin  can  sculpture  installation,  to  be  installed  in  the 
gallery  window  and  another  at  the  gallery  entrance; 
Annette  Tosti's  paper  and  wire  constructions;  Cynthia 
Lenssen's  installation  of  paper  hangings;  and  Betsy 
Miller-Kusz ' s  "portals"  that  will  be  located  at  the 
entrance  to  the  rear  gallery.   Mr.  Jenkins  proposed 
this  exhibit  for  May/ June ,  1997. 

The  second  exhibit  Mr.  Jenkins  proposed  was  by  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Education  Project,  directed  by  Emily 
Keeler,  a  former  commissioner,  who  has  worked  a  great 
deal  with  curating  youth  art  exhibitions.   Mr.  Jenkins 
stated  that  an  impressive  exhibition  was  shown  at  the 
Rena  Bransten  Gallery  last  year.   There  was  also  a 
large  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  ( MOMA ) 
consisting  of  ten  thousand  bricks  made  by  children 
around  the  country.   Mr.  Jenkins  proposed  hosting  an 
exhibition  entitled  "Dreams    and  Nightmares" ,  dealing 
with  waking/sleeping,  good/bad,  light/dark  dichotomies, 
to  be  exhibited  in  April/May  of  1997. 

Commissioner  Rascon  noted  that  Carlos  Loarca  has 
been  associated  with  the  SOMAR  Cultural  Center  for  more 
than  a  decade  and  expressed  his  enthusiasm  for  having 
him  curate  an  exhibition.

VIII .Jose  Coronado  Playground 

Tonia  Macneil  reviewed  the  final  design  for  the 
building  facade  which  had  been  changed  from  a  previous 
proposal  made  several  months  prior  by  artists,  Ray 
Patlan  and  Eduardo  Pineda  for  the  building. 
Originally,  they  had  proposed  using  an  image  of  a 
ballplayer.   They  have  been  working  with  the  Civic 
Design  Committee  to  try  to  more  effectively  integrate 
the  artwork  into  the  building  design.   Their  current 
proposal  is  to  use  an  image  of  a  dog,  integrating  an 
endangered  species  theme.   There  will  still  be  a  band 
of  tile  over  the  door  which  will  depict  two  condors. 
Their  preference  now  is  to  simplify  imagery  and  tone 
down  the  color  scheme  by  alternating  plain  tile  and 
spraypainted  images.   The  artists  prefer  a  plain 
monochrome  background,  but  the  Civic  Design  Committee 
preferred  a  brightly  colored  background  more 
approprrsrte  to  the  children's  play  area  matching  with 
play  equipment.   Commissioner  Gatti  asked  why  bright 
colors  are  necessary.   Commissioner  Rascon  liked  that 
the  endangered  species  theme  provided  an  appropriate 
strong  context  with  its  cultural  ties  to  the  children 
who  will  be  playing  on  the  playground.   Commissioner 
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Gatti  preferred  the  monochromatic  style  and  requested 
that  the  minutes  from  the  Civic  Design  Committee  be 
checked  regarding  the  approved  colors  of  the  playground 
equipment,  whether  they  were  primary  colors  or  a 
hunter/forest  green  to  go  with  the  background.   Nancy 
Gonchar  stated  that  she  would  check  the  minutes.

Ms.  Manton  presented  Ann  Preston's  final  design 
for  the  zinc/fiberglass  panels,  stainless  steel  floor 
insets,  bronze  sculpture  and  glass/limestone  fountain. 
She  explained  to  the  Commissioners  that  some  of  the 
Judges  raised  concerns  about  the  definition  of  body 
parts  on  the  banding  that  will  serve  as  the  trim  for 
the  zinc  panels.  Ms.  Manton  informed  the  Committee  that 
the  artist,  Ann  Preston  has  agreed  to  make  adjustments 
in  the  representation  of  the  figure  which  will  flatten 
and  diminish  the  curves  represented.  The  Commissioners 
voted  to  approve  the  project's  final  design.  Although 
they  did  not  agree  with  the  perception  of  the  Judges, 
they  agreed  to  allow  the  artist  to  make  minor 
adjustments  to  address  the  concern  stated  above.

X.  Collections 

Debra  Lehane  introduced  the  sculptor  Robbie 
Robbins,  who  with  Lou  Pearson,  has  been  working  on  a 
sculpture  entitled  "Sail    Skyward" ,  that  Roy  Maloney 
wishes  to  donate  to  the  city  for  proposed  installation 
at  Pier  7  on  Herb  Caen  Way.   Ms.  Lehane  related  that 
Mr.  Robbins  had  attended  the  last  committee  meeting 
which  due  to  a  lack  of  quorom  necessitated  his  return 
today.   Mr.  Robbins  said  that  the  donor  wished  to 
donate  to  the  city  because  he  has  been  a  long-time 
resident  and  for  reasons  outlined  in  his  letter.   The 
artists  have  been  developing  the  sculptural  theme  for 
many  years.   It  is  a  simple,  curvilinear  design 
composed  of  mirror  polish  stainless  steel  with  a 
textured  finish.   Mr.  Robbins  presented  his  maquette 
and  described  the  imagery  as  an  abstract  evocation  of  a 


sailboat.   Mr.  Robbins  had  reviewed  the  Pier  7  £ 
with  a  staff  person  from  the  Port  for  the  Fort 
Authority's  comments. 

Commissioner  Rascon  opened  up  discussion. 
Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  concerns  about  the 
pedestal  and  skateboarding,  saying  that  the  corners  anc 
slope  of  the  black  granite  based  needed  to  be 
protected.   Commissioner  Rascon  asked  Ms.  Manton  I 
her  input  due  to  her  familiarity  with  the  Waterfront 
location.   Ms.  Manton  remarked  that  there  were  a  great 
deal  of  projects  going  on  in  the  proposed  area  and  that 
the  proposed  placement  of  the  work  behind  a  public 
toilet  was  unusual.   She  reiterated  Commissioner 
Lisac's  concern  regarding  skateboarding  on  the  piece, 
as  the  area  is  notorious  for  skateboarding.   She  also 
questioned  the  proportionality  between  the  base  and  the 
sculpture.   Commissioner  Rascon  questioned  the  premise 
of  accepting  gifts  to  the  Embarcadero  area  because  oi 
ongoing  development  and  the  acceptance  of  gifts  m 
general.   Commissioner  Gatti  said  that  donations  should 
be  accepted  due  to  the  generosity  of  donors,  but  that 
conditions  such  as  locations  should  not  be  attached. 
Mr.  Robbins  replied  that  the  donor  would  probably  leave 
it  up  to  the  Commission  to  determine  the  most 
appropriate  site. 

There  was  discussion  regarding  the  location, 
mounting/engineering  and  maintenance  costs  of  gifts. 
Ms.  Lehane  indicated  that  the  Commission's  gift  policy 
requires  that  donors  set  up  endowments  to  cover  such 
costs.   Director  Newirth  concurred  with  Ms.  Lehane  and 
emphasized  the  complexity  of  the  Embarcadero  property 
due  to  multiple  decision  makers'  jurisdictions.   Ms. 
Lehane  said  that  she  would  look  at  the  City's  General 
Plan  for  underrepresented  areas  of  the  city  as  possible 
sites.   Mr.  Robbins  asked  if  the  donor  had  any  input 
into  location.   Director  Newirth  interjected  that  he 
believed  that  gifts  over  $5,000  must  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  approval.

Tonia  MacNeil  and  Jill  Manton  presented  Ron 
Fischer's  preliminary  proposal  for  a  sculpture  which  is 
proposed  for  the  roof  of  the  Esplanade  Ballroom.  The 
Commissioners  did  not  believe  that  this  particular 
proposal  could  be  accepted  as  designed  and  directed 


staff  to  communicate  several  points  to  the  artist  to  be 
re-considered  in  the  further  revision  and  development 
of  the  concept.  They  wanted  the  artist  to  re-consider 
the  height  of  the  sculpture  and  to  try  to  develop  a 
relationship  with  the  architecture  of  the  building. 
They  supported  he  use  of  light  in  the  sculpture  and 
liked  the  roof  top  location,  however  they  also 
encouraged  the  artist  to  think  about  a  symbolic  or 
meaningful  relationship  to  San  Francisco,  something 
that  would  imbue  the  sculpture  with  landmark  status.  No 
vote  was  taken.

III .  9-1-1  Center 

Tonia  Macneil  presented  the  final  report  on  the 
summer  art  workshops.   Sonia  Manjon,  a  former  staff 
member  at  the  Art  Commission,  oversaw  the  workshops 
which  were  successfully  attended  by  over  90  children 
with  the  help  of  nine  interns.   Ms.  Macneil  distributed 
the  report  and  guidelines  to  the  commissioners  which 
outlined  the  process  undertaken.   The  goal  of  the 
workshops  was  to  create  public  artwork  for  the  9-1-1 
Center,  allowing  for  a  tangible  means  of  public  input. 
Although  the  children  were  originally  supposed  to 
fabricate  the  artwork,  the  materials  have  since  been 
changed,  which  have  precluded  the  integration  of  the 
artwork  created  in  the  workshop.   One  of  the  other 
goals  was  to  make  the  9-1-1  Center  less  intrusive  on 
the  community,  instead,  creating  a  sense  of  community 
ownership . 

In  Ms.  Manjon's  written  proposal,  she  describes 
the  interns'  process  of  working  with  the  public.   Ms. 
Macneil  hopes  to  use  this  project  as  a  prototype  for 
community  involvement  in  future  projects.   Commissioner 
Gatti  expressed  his  approval  of  this  project  report  and 
Commissioner  Rascon  thought  the  report  would  be  very 
useful  to  outside  sources.   Director  Newirth  commended 
Ms.  Macneil  for  the  overall  success  of  the  project, 
describing  it  as  a  "watershed"  for  future  projects 
incorporating  public  input  into  the  design  of  public 
artwork.   Ms.  Macneil  noted  that  in  similar  future 
projects,  parental  signatures  will  be  obtained  in  order 
to  release  the  children's  artwork.

IV .  700  Pennsylvania  Ave. 

Ms.  Macneil  introduced  the  designer  Robert 
Catalusci  and  described  the  site  as  a  building  on 
Pennsylvania  and  22nd  Street  across  from  the  22nd 
Street  Caltrain  station,  next  to  the  freeway  in  an 
industrial  area.   Mr.  Catalusci  spent  over  a  year 
conceptualizing  and  developing  the  surface  and  art 
elements  with  the  city's  architects  with  the  hope  of 
turning  this  building  into  a  landmark.   One  main 
consideration  in  Mr.  Catalusci 's  design  was  the  opening 
up  of  areas  with  light  through  the  use  of  inverted 
pyramidal  skylights.   His  design  will  incorporate 
integral  sculptures  in  the  gate  and  fence  areas,  as 
well  as  on  the  building  facade.   The  color  scheme  of 
silver,  red  and  black  he  proposes  is  consistent  with 
the  color  scheme  of  the  new  Muni  trains.   Commissioner 
Meyer  related  his  concern,  as  an  architect,  that  the 
architects'  artistic  license  may  have  been  infringed 
upon.   Ms.  Macneil  and  Ms.  Manton  replied  that  Mr. 
Catalusci  had  developed  an  excellent  rapport  with  the 
city's  architects  in  house  and  had  obtained  consent  at 
the  project  on  site  for  the  artist  to  work  in  this 
capacity.   Commissioner  Gatti  expressed  his  concern 
over  the  proposed  color  scheme  if  the  Muni  trains' 
colors  did  not  change.   Mr.  Catalusci  stated  that  he 
still  would  feel  strongly  about  the  color  as  it  would 
uplift  the  area  and  provide  a  pleasant  contrast  to  the 
background  environment.   The  commissioners  stated  their 
enthusiasm  for  the  design  and  concept.

VI .  Preliminary  Design  for  Mid-Embarcadero  Public  Art 
Program 

Jill  Manton  presented  the  preliminary  layout  for 
the  Intejjaretive  Signage  Project,  as  well  as  for  the 
Promenade  Ribbon  in  the  Mid-Embarcadero  area.   Ms. 
Manton  reported  that  the  Promenade  Ribbon  Project 
received  a  high  ranking  as  the  best  of  ISTEA,  awarded 
by  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  the  California 
Transportation  Commission.   More  than  fifty  percent  of 


its  funding  will  be  offset  by  grant  monies.   According 
to  a  Port  directive,  the  ribbon  must  be  flush  with  the 
sidewalk,  due  to  the  attractiveness  of  raised  elements 
to  skateboarders,  and  the  need  for  sidewalk  space  due 
to  the  large  volume  of  foot  traffic  in  this  area.   This 
requirement  poses  technical  problems  because  the  raised 
elements  serve  as  the  housing  for  the  illuminators 
which  power  the  fiber  optic  system.   Ms.  Manton  is 
investigating  the  possibility  of  discreetly  integrating 
the  illuminators  into  bulkhead  buildings. 

Director  Newirth  addressed  the  problem  of  seepage 
in  the  South  Embarcadero  and  the  need  for  failure 
analysis.   Ms.  Manton  related  that  seepage  through  the 
concrete  underneath  the  glass  blocks  has  contributed  to 
mold  growth,  obscuring  the  fiber  optic  illumination. 
Commissioner  Gatti  asked  about  variations  in  lamp 
color.   Ms.  Manton  replied  that  adjustment  was  obtained 
by  changing  the  illuminator  dial. 

Ms.  Manton  reported  that  the  Turnbull  Seatwall  is 
being  removed  because  of  its  poor  condition  and  will  be 
replaced  with  the  Promenade  Ribbon.   Ms.  Manton  will 
obtain  more  bids  for  failure  analysis  consultation 
services  relative  to  the  Promenade  Ribbon. 

One  other  concern  Ms.  Manton  related  was  that  the 
ribbon  is  not  shown  on  the  Embarcadero  model  for  the 
public.   She  said  the  public  and  Civic  Design  Committee 
should  be  informed  about  the  omission.   Commissioner 
Lisac  concurred  that  the  ribbon  should  appear  on  the 
model.   Director  Newirth  commended  Ms.  Manton  for  her 
outstanding  effort  in  obtaining  such  a  large  amount  of 
funding  singlehandedly .   Commissioner  Rascon  personally 
acknowledged  Ms.  Manton 's  fine  work  with  this 
experimental  project  and  her  responsiveness  to  the 
diverse  needs  of  the  public.   Commissioner  Lisac 
thought  this  project  would  be  an  outstanding  example  to 
present  before  Congress. 

Ms.  Manton  described  the  Historic  and  Interpretive 
Signage  Project  which  has  been  completed  in  the  South 
and  North,  and  is  currently  being  installed  along  the 
King  Street  corridor.   She  related  that  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  layout  is  still  in  a  preliminary, 
conceptual  stage.   The  artist  is  working  with  a 
historian  and  is  open  to  suggestions  from  the 
commissioners  for  additional  themes  or  historical 
content.   Ms.  Manton  hopes  to  incorporate  some  of  the 
archaelogical  artifacts  that  were  unearthed  during  the 
construction  of  the  underground  tunnel  which  will 
extend—Muni  Metro  from  Market  Street  along  the  South 
Embarcadero.   The  podiums  may  be  eliminated  due  to 
accessibility  concerns  for  the  disabled  and  the  sight- 
impaired.   Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  a  disabled  access 
coordinator  at  the  Department  of  Public  Works.   If 
podiums  are  removed,  the  project  artist  will  develop  a 


new  element  which  would  be  brought  before  the  committee 
for  approval. 

Buster  Simpson's  multi-faceted  proposal  was 
presented  next,  which  is  to  be  placed  on  the 
Embarcadero  promenade.   The  primary  component  of 
artist's  proposal  will  be  a  large  sculpture  of  a  foot. 
Ms.  Manton  further  described  the  other  projects 
proposed  which  include  a  water  feature/lily  pond  at  the 
rear  of  the  Embarcadero  Vaillancourt  Fountana,  which 
would  contain  indigenous  plants  and  a  sculptural  ramp 
over  the  water  which  would  provide  access  to  the 
sculpture,  replacing  the  rusting  stairway. 
Commissioner  Rascon  felt  that  this  was  a  dynamic 
proposal  with  many  possibilities  for  collaboration. 
There  was  discussion  regarding  the  budget  and  other 
components  of  the  artist's  proposal,  such  as  the 
proposed  relocation  of  King  Carlos  and  De  Anza  statues 
to  the  foot  of  Market  Street,  and  about  a  granite 
plaque  to  commemorate  the  origin  of  the  Bull  and  Bear 
Market.   Commissioner  Gatti  requested  further 
consideration  of  alternate  sites  for  this  work,  perhaps 
on  the  landside  at  the  foot  of  Embarcadero.   Ms.  Manton 
replied  that  restriction  of  funding  sources  for  the 
Roadway  Improvements  preclude  placing  the  foot  on  the 
landside.   Commissioner  Lisac  suggested  moving  it 
closer  to  the  seawall  or  the  Ferry  Building.   Ms. 
Manton  replied  that  the  Port  has  final  jurisdiction 
over  artwork  on  port  property.   All  of  the 
commissioners  expressed  concerns  over  the  appropriate 
location  of  the  work,  as  its  uniqueness  necessitates  a 
niche  which  will  highlight  it. 

Ms.  Manton  moved  on  to  a  discussion  of  Bill 
Maxwell's  China  Sky,  highlighting  the  location  at  the 
foot  of  Market  Street  and  describing  it  as  a  nautilus- 
shaped  structure  with  a  descending  circular  ramp,  which 
contains  built-in  seating.   Ms.  Manton  described 
Maxwell's  work  as  a  water  feature  which  will  contain 
images  made  of  light,  bringing  color  and  magic  to  the 
Embarcadero.   Ms.  Manton  is  working  with  Mr.  Maxwell  to 
develop  a  budget.   One  serious  concern  is  that  the  City 
has  not  yet  identified  funds  to  provide  for  open  space 
improvements,  of  which  this  would  be  a  part. 

Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  concern  about 
pedestrian  congestion,  safety  and  litter  in  a  location 
which  would  serve  as  a  large  public  gathering  space. 
Ms.  Manton  said  these  and  other  technical  issues  will 
be  studied  with  the  architects.   A  fine  mesh  screen  or 
glass  wall  was  suggested  to  counter  litter  and  safety 
problems.   Ms.  Manton  will  attempt  to  obtain  funding 
for  maintenance  from  adjacent  properties,  One  Market 
Plaza  and  the  Hyatt.   Commissioner  Rascon  liked  the 
deliberate,  non-sectarian  imagery  of  the  work.

Rupert  Jenkins  reported  that  Supervisor  Yaki's 
office  passed  a  resolution  that  the  Art  Commission  put 
together  a  youth  exhibition  for  the  Youth  Summit  which 
he  has  been  working  on  for  the  past  week  or  so.   Mr. 
Jenkins  passed  out  a  list  of  thirteen  participants  to 
the  commissioners.   The  show  will  be  opening  October 
3rd.   Mr.  Jenkins  is  in  the  process  of  discussing  with 
Yaki's  office  who  will  be  handling  the  reception.   He 
hopes  to  piggyback  the  two  receptions  -  one  for  the 
Arts  Project  and  one  for  the  Veiled  Memories   exhibition 
on  the  same  evening.   He  is  sending  another  letter  from 
Commissioner  Gatti  to  the  City  Hall  offices  reiterating 
the  need  to  work  through  the  Commission  regarding 
exhibitions  at  City  Hall  because  it  has  been  difficult 
to  coordinate  such  exhibitions  on  such  short  notice. 
Mr.  Jenkins  passed  out  an  outline  detailing  two 
proposed  exhibitions  for  next  year.   The  first  proposal 
was  for~a  site-specific  sculptural  exhibition  to  be 
curated  by  Carlos  Loarca  ( SOMAR ) ,  showcasing  work  by 
four  artists,  which  has  been  shown  in  various  Bay  Area 
locations,  entitled  "Three   Miles    Per  Hour".       The  theme 
relates  to  slowing  down  to  consider  time,  nature,  the 
landscape,  the  environment,  and  one's  own  pace.   Slides 


by  the  proposed  artists  were  shown:   Robert  Ortba 
tin  can  sculpture  installation,  to  be  installed  in 
gallery  window  and  another  at  the  gallery  entrance; 
Annette  Tosti's  paper  and  wire  constructions;  Cyntl 
Lenssen's  installation  of  paper  hangings;  and  Bet: 
Miller-Kusz's  "portals"  that  will  be  located  at  the 
entrance  to  the  rear  gallery.   Mr.  Jenkins  proposed 
this  exhibit  for  May/ June ,  1997. 

The  second  exhibit  Mr.  Jenkins  proposed  was  by  the 
San  Francisco  Arts  Education  Project,  directed  by  Emily 
Keeler,  a  former  commissioner,  who  has  worked  a  great 
deal  with  curating  youth  art  exhibitions.   Mr.  Jenkins 
stated  that  an  impressive  exhibition  was  shown  at  the 
Rena  Bransten  Gallery  last  year.   There  was  also  a 
large  exhibition  at  the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  ( MOMA ) 
consisting  of  ten  thousand  bricks  made  by  children 
around  the  country.   Mr.  Jenkins  proposed  hosting  an 
exhibition  entitled  "Dreams    and  Nightmares" ,    dealing 
with  waking/sleeping,  good/bad,  light/dark  dichotomies, 
to  be  exhibited  in  April/May  of  1997. 

Commissioner  Rascon  noted  that  Carlos  Loarca  has 
been  associated  with  the  SOMAR  Cultural  Center  for  more 
than  a  decade  and  expressed  his  enthusiasm  for  having 
him  curate  an  exhibition.

VIII .Jose  Coronado  Playground 

Tonia  Macneil  reviewed  the  final  design  for  the 
building  facade  which  had  been  changed  from  a  previous 
proposal  made  several  months  prior  by  artists,  Ray 
Patlan  and  Eduardo  Pineda  for  the  building. 
Originally,  they  had  proposed  using  an  image  of  a 
ballplayer.   They  have  been  working  with  the  Civic 
Design  Committee  to  try  to  more  effectively  integrate 
the  artwork  into  the  building  design.   Their  current 
proposal  is  to  use  an  image  of  a  dog,  integrating  an 
endangered  species  theme.   There  will  still  be  a  band 
of  tile  over  the  door  which  will  depict  two  condors. 
Their  preference  now  is  to  simplify  imagery  and  tone 
down  the  color  scheme  by  alternating  plain  tile  and 
spraypainted  images.   The  artists  prefer  a  plain 
monochrome  background,  but  the  Civic  Design  Committee 
preferred  a  brightly  colored  background  more 
appropr*i-ate  to  the  children's  play  area  matching  with 
play  equipment.   Commissioner  Gatti  asked  why  bright 
colors  are  necessary.   Commissioner  Rascon  liked  that 
the  endangered  species  theme  provided  an  appropriate 
strong  context  with  its  cultural  ties  to  the  children 
who  will  be  playing  on  the  playground.   Commissioner 
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Gatti  preferred  the  monochromatic  style  and  requested 
that  the  minutes  from  the  Civic  Design  Committee  be 
checked  regarding  the  approved  colors  of  the  playground 
equipment,  whether  they  were  primary  colors  or  a 
hunter/forest  green  to  go  with  the  background.   Nancy 
Gonchar  stated  that  she  would  check  the  minutes. 

Motion  to  approve  final  design  of  artwork  by  Fresco  for 
Jose  Coronado  Playground,  pending  further  discussion  of 
playground  equipment  colors.

IX .  Civic  Center  Court  House  -  4th  Floor  Family  Court  Area 
Ms.  Manton  presented  Ann  Preston's  final  design 

for  the  zinc/fiberglass  panels,  stainless  steel  floor 
insets,  bronze  sculpture  and  glass/limestone  fountain. 
She  explained  to  the  Commissioners  that  some  of  the 
Judges  raised  concerns  about  the  definition  of  body 
parts  on  the  banding  that  will  serve  as  the  trim  for 
the  zinc  panels.  Ms.  Manton  informed  the  Committee  that 
the  artist,  Ann  Preston  has  agreed  to  make  adjustments 
in  the  representation  of  the  figure  which  will  flatten 
and  diminish  the  curves  represented.  The  Commissioners 
"^  voted  to  approve  the  project's  final  design.  Although 

they  did  not  agree  with  the  perception  of  the  Judges, 
they  agreed  to  allow  the  artist  to  make  minor 
adjustments  to  address  the  concern  stated  above.

Debra  Lehane  introduced  the  sculptor  Robbie 
Robbins,  who  with  Lou  Pearson,  has  been  working  on  a 
sculpture  entitled  "Sail    Skyward" ,  that  Roy  Maloney 
wishes  to  donate  to  the  city  for  proposed  installation 
at  Pier  7  on  Herb  Caen  Way.   Ms.  Lehane  related  that 
Mr.  Robbins  had  attended  the  last  committee  meeting 
which  due  to  a  lack  of  quorom  necessitated  his  return 
today.   Mr.  Robbins  said  that  the  donor  wished  to 
donate  to  the  city  because  he  has  been  a  long-time 
resi-d-e-nt  and  for  reasons  outlined  in  his  letter.   The 
■"■"  artists  have  been  developing  the  sculptural  theme  for 

^  many  years.   It  is  a  simple,  curvilinear  design 

composed  of  mirror  polish  stainless  steel  with  a 
textured  finish.   Mr.  Robbins  presented  his  maquette 
and  described  the  imagery  as  an  abstract  evocation  of  a 


sailboat.  Mr.  Robbins  had  reviewed  the  Pier  ' 
with  a  staff  person  from  the  Port  for  the  Port 
Authority's  comments. 

Commissioner  Rascon  opened  up  discussion. 
Commissioner  Lisac  expressed  concerns  about  the 
pedestal  and  skateboarding,  saying  that  the  corners  and 
slope  of  the  black  granite  based  needed  to  be 
protected.   Commissioner  Rascon  asked  Ms.  Manton  for 
her  input  due  to  her  familiarity  with  the  Waterfront 
location.   Ms.  Manton  remarked  that  there  were  a  great 
deal  of  projects  going  on  in  the  proposed  area  and  that 
the  proposed  placement  of  the  work  behind  a  public 
toilet  was  unusual.   She  reiterated  Commissioner 
Lisac 's  concern  regarding  skateboarding  on  the  piece, 
as  the  area  is  notorious  for  skateboarding.   She  also 
questioned  the  proportionality  between  the  base  and  the 
sculpture.   Commissioner  Rascon  questioned  the  premise 
of  accepting  gifts  to  the  Embarcadero  area  because  of 
ongoing  development  and  the  acceptance  of  gifts  in 
general.   Commissioner  Gatti  said  that  donations  should 
be  accepted  due  to  the  generosity  of  donors,  but  that 
conditions  such  as  locations  should  not  be  attached. 
Mr.  Robbins  replied  that  the  donor  would  probably  leave 
it  up  to  the  Commission  to  determine  the  most 
appropriate  site. 

There  was  discussion  regarding  the  location, 
mounting/engineering  and  maintenance  costs  of  gifts. 
Ms.  Lehane  indicated  that  the  Commission's  gift  policy 
requires  that  donors  set  up  endowments  to  cover  such 
costs.   Director  Newirth  concurred  with  Ms.  Lehane  and 
emphasized  the  complexity  of  the  Embarcadero  property 
due  to  multiple  decision  makers'  jurisdictions.   Ms. 
Lehane  said  that  she  would  look  at  the  City's  General 
Plan  for  underrepresented  areas  of  the  city  as  possible 
sites.   Mr.  Robbins  asked  if  the  donor  had  any  input 
into  location.   Director  Newirth  interjected  that  he 
believed  that  gifts  over  $5,000  must  go  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  approval.

Tonia  MacNeil  and  Jill  Manton  presented  Ron 
Fischer's  preliminary  proposal  for  a  sculpture  which  is 
proposed  for  the  roof  of  the  Esplanade  Ballroom.  The 
Commissioners  did  not  believe  that  this  particular 
proposal  could  be  accepted  as  designed  and  directed 
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staff  to  communicate  several  points  to  the  artist  to  be 
re-considered  in  the  further  revision  and  development 
of  the  concept.  They  wanted  the  artist  to  re-consider 
the  height  of  the  sculpture  and  to  try  to  develop  a 
relationship  with  the  architecture  of  the  building. 
They  supported  he  use  of  light  in  the  sculpture  and 
liked  the  roof  top  location,  however  they  also 
encouraged  the  artist  to  think  about  a  symbolic  or 
meaningful  relationship  to  San  Francisco,  something 
that  would  imbue  the  sculpture  with  landmark  status.

Approval  of  Modification  of  Su-Chen  Hung ' s 
Proposal 

Susan  Pontious  presented  a  design  modification 
recommended  for  Su-Chen  Hung's  proposal.   The 
proposal  calls  for  twenty-two  60"  x  36"  cast  glass 
panels  attached  to  both  sides  of  eleven  support 
columns  in  the  immigration  area.   Each  panel  is 
made  up  of  two  serrated  glass  panels  fitted 
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together;  the  back  panel  is  sandblasted  with 
"welcome"  in  various  languages.   Originally  the 
proposal  called  for  both  sections  of  glass  to  be 
cast  glass.   The  modification  calls  for  replacing 
the  back  panel  with  slumped  glass. 

Aesthetically,  the  impact  would  be  loss  of  about  1 
1/2"  of  visible  cast  glass.   Financially,  the  net 
cost  savings  would  be  approximately  $100,000. 

Ms.  Pontious  said  that  while  making  this 
modification  would  bring  the  project  within 
budget,  she   explained  that  she  is  also 
investigating  removing  the  fabrication  and 
installation  of  the  glass  and  framing  from  the 
General  Contractor's  contract.   She  explained  that 
Tutor-Saliba  Corp.  was  between  $100,000  and 
$200,000  higher  than  other  bidders  on  this 
project . 

She  explained  that  alternate  fabricators  would 
have  to  be  willing  to  carry  a  performance  bond  on 
John  Lewis  (the  artisan  who  makes  the  cast  glass), 
and  the  cost  savings  would  have  to  be  enough  to 
justify  the  additional  coordination  necessary  from 
the  Art  Commission. 

A  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  pros  and  cons  of 
various  options  for  including  artwork  in  the 
contract  documents  for  the  general  contractor,  vs. 
other  means  of  coordinating  work,  such  as  the  Art 
Commission  contracting  independently,  assigning 
contracts  to  the  General  and  so  forth.   The 
Committee  requested  that  a  presentation  of  various 
options  be  made  at  a  later  date,  perhaps  with 
George  Wong,  the  City's  construction  attorney.

B,    James  Carpenter  Sculptural  Light  Reflectors 

Susan  Pontious  reported  that  she  was  requesting 
approval  to  enter  into  contract  with  James 
Carpenter  Design  Assoc,  to  fabricate  the  steel 
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frame  section  of  the  sculptural  light  reflectors. 
She  introduced  James  Carpenter  and  asked  him  to 
describe  this  phase  of  the  project.   Mr.  Carpenter 
reported  that  the  project  was  being  broken  down 
into  segments  in  order  to  best  coordinate  with  the 
construction  schedule.   The  "tangs",  or 
attachments  to  the  skylight  trusses,  would  be 
given  to  the  General  Contractor  to  fabricate  along 
with  the  trusses.   The  steel  supports  would  be 
fabricated  by  JCDA's  subcontractor,  and  then 
installed,  probably  by  the  same  subcontractor  but 
under  an  assigned  contract  to  the  General.   The 
frames  would  be  attached  to  the  tangs  and 
installed  prior  to  erection  of  the  trusses. 

In  a  later  contract,  the  fabric  portion  and  glass 
edge  would  also  be  fabricated  by  JCDA's 
subcontractors,  and  installed  under  the  same 
arrangement . 

Susan  Pontious  explained  that  by  assigning  the 
installation  contracts  to  the  General,  she 
intended  to  make  the  coordination  issues  the 
General's  primary  responsibility  rather  than  the 
responsibility  of  the  artist  or  the  Art 
Commission.  The  Commissioners  praised  the  artist 
and  Ms,  Pontious  for  their  efforts  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  the  artist's  project  by  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  without  any  sacrifice  of 
quality  or  artistic  intent.

III.  Discussion  on  Jurisdictional  Issues 

Rich  Newirth 

Mr.  Newirth  gave  the  Commissioners  background  on 
jurisdictional  issues  and  summarized  recent  incidents 
in  which  other  city  entities  had  made  decisions  or 
taken  positions  on  art-related  items  that  may  actually 
be  within  Art  Commission  purview.   First,  it  has  been 
said  that  the  Port  Commission  wishes  the  Promenade 
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Ribbon  artists  to  make  the  Mid-Embarcadero  section  of 
the  sculpture  entirely  flat.  Though  the  Port  has  the 
authority  to  decide  what  will  go  on  Port  land  and  where 
it  will  be  placed,  Mr.  Newirth  explained,  decisions  on 
the  nature  of  the  project  itself  are  artistic  and,  as 
such,  are  made  by  the  artists  and  the  Art  Commission.  A 
second  case  pertained  to  the  Mid-Embarcadero  location 
of  Bill  Maxwell's  "China  Sky."   Though  the  Planning 
Commission  had  gone  on  record  to  say  that  the  piece  was 
to  be  relocated,  it  is  the  Art  Commission  that  has 
jurisdiction  over  the  placement  of  art  work.  The  third 
case  pertained  to  the  relocation  of  the  Bufano  statue 
"Peace"  from  the  Airport.  Though  the  staff  and  Art 
Commission  had  selected  a  suitable  location,  a 
Supervisor  who  was  dissatisfied  with  the  choice  would 
not  schedule  a  hearing  for  the  required  encroachment 
permit.  Again,  decisions  on  the  location  or  relocation 
of  a  civic  art  work  are  within  the  purview  of  the  Art 
Commission.  Mr.  Newirth  explained  that  he  was  giving 
the  Committee  members  this  information  for  their 
reference  in  the  event  that  they  should  have  occasion 
to  discuss  the  issue  with  members  of  the  public  or  with 
representatives  of  other  Commissions  or  agencies. 

IV.  Mid-Embarcadero  Public  Art  Program 

Jill  Manton 

A.    Discussion  re:  alternative  sites,  and  cost 
implications,  for  Foot  Sculpture  by  Buster  Simpson  and 
China  Sky  by  Bill  Maxwell. 

Jill  Manton  informed  the  Commissioners  that  she  had 
recently  learned  of  strong  opposition  to  the  location 
of  China  Sky  by  Bill  Maxwell  at  the  foot  of  Market 
Street.  The  thrust  of  the  opposition  focuses  on  the 
fact  that  the  connection  between   Market  Sreet  and  the 
Embarcadero  should  be  uninterrupted.  Committee  Chair, 
Armando  Rascon,  voiced  his  support  of  the  original 
location  and  expressed  that  he  did  not  think  china  Sky 
would  be  an  obstruct  ion , nor  did  he  believe  that  it 
would  signficantly  impair  pedestrain  movement  and 
access . 

The  project  urban  designer,  Boris  Dramov,  has  suggested 
an  alternate  location  on  Block  202.  Bill  Maxwell  is 
amenible  to  consider  an  new  location,  but  it  require 
some  alteration  of  his  design  and  would  require  an 
additional  fee.  Rebecca  Kohlstrand  from  the  Waterfront 
Transportation  Projects  Office  was  present  and  informed 
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the  Commission  that  the  future  of  the  underground 
parking  garage  proposed  for  Block  202  was  uncertain  and 
would  not  be  decided  as  part  of  the  final  review 
process  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Roadway  and  Open  Space. 

The  Commissioners  were  concerned  about  approving  a  new 
location  for  the  sculpture  which  had  such  an  uncertain 
future.  They  instead  suggested  that  China  Sky  be  moved 
to  an  off-center  location  near  the  juncture  of  Market 
Street  and  Justin  Herman  Plaza  south.  Ms.  Manton 
proposed  that  the  Commissioners  defer  making  a  firm 
recommendation  until  such  time  as  the  artist  could  come 
to  San  Francisco  to  meet  with  the  urban  designer  and 
come  to  a  mutually  agreeable  location.  The  Committee 
agreed  with  this  suggestion  from  staff. 

B.    Progress  Report  on  Promenade  Ribbon 

Jill  Manton  reported  that  the  artists  have  been  given  a 
mandate  by  the  Port  that  the  Ribbon  shall  be  completed 
flsuh  with  the  surronding  pavement  in  front  of  the 
Ferry  Building  between  Pier  5  and  the  Agricultural 
Building.  Ms.  manton  communicated  her  understanding 
that  this  was  based  upon  the  Port's  desire  to  avoid 
having  an  issue  with  the  skateboarders  in  the  Mid- 
Embarcadero  and  to  provide  as  wide  a  walkway  as 
possible  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Ferry  Building  for  the 
heavy  volume  of  traffic.  Ms.  Manton  stated  that  while 
we  want  to  respect  and  work  with  the  Port's  concenrs, 
she  felt  that  the  design  of  the  Ribbon,  an  award 
winning  artwork,  had  basically  been  predetermined  by 
the  Port.  She  urged  the  Commissioners  to  advocate  for 
some  flexibility  in  how  the  Port's  concerns  were 
addressed  in  the  Ribbon  design. 

The  Commissioners  expressed  their  strong  support  of  the 
Ribbon  artists  and  their  understanding  of  the  need  to 
maintain  a  diplomatic  and  cooperative  relationship  with 
the  Port.

V.    Civic  Art  Collection 
Debra  Lehane 

Discussion  on  gift  policy  review  and  collections 
management  policy 
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Ms.  Lehane  identified  the  document  sent  to  the 
Commissioners  with  their  agendas  as  the  Art 
Commission's  Gift  Policy.  She   hoped  that  they  had 
reviewed  it  and  asked  if  there  were  any  questions  or 
comments.   The  Gift  Policy  was  identified  as  a  sub 
policy  of  the  Collections  Management  Policy  which 
combines  policies  and  procedures  of  the  Public  Art 
Program  and  the  Civic  Art  Collection  Program.   Public 
Art  had  completed  their  portions  of  the  document  and 
the  Civic  Art  portion  is  being  drafted  for  review  in 
the  new  future. 

As  a  policy  of  the  Art  Commission,  Ms.  Lehane  is 
recommending  that  an  Advisory  Committee  be  created  to 
advise  on  Collections  issues.   This  committee  will  be  a 
joint  committee  of  staff,  commissioners  and  outside 
curatorial  experts.   Their  role  will  be  to  review  in 
greater  depth  the  Civic  Art  Collection  and  to  make 
recommendations  to  the  Visual  Art  Committee  concerning 
specific  objects  and  sub-collections  such  as  the 
acceptance  of  gifts,  de-accessioning  of  objects, 
location  or  re-siting  of  sculptures,  etc.   Ms.  Lehane 
will  draft  a  description  of  the  Advisory  Committee's 
role  and  present  recommendations  for  the  Advisory 
Committee  at  the  November  Visual  Art  Committee  meeting. 

VI.   Staff  Reports 

A.  Market  Street  Art  in  Transit 

Eleanor  Beaton  announced  the  four  November  performances 
of  "Talking  Drum"  coordinated  by  Chris  Brown,  and 
featuring  youth  writers  and  performers. 

B.  Civic  Center  Court  House 

Eleanor  Beaton  showed  Commissioners   photographs  of 
Albert  Paley's  fabricated  elevator  handrail  brackets. 
Commissioners  expressed  approval  of  artwork. 

C.  Moscone  Convention  Center  -  Howard  Street  Project 
Jil]_  Manton  reported  on  her  recent  meeting  with  Moscone 
staff  regarding  the  preliminary  design  by  Ron  Fischer 
for  the  Moscone  Esplanade  rooftop.  Ms.  Manton  informed 
the  staff  with  whom  she  met  that  the  Art  Commission  did 
not  approve  of  the  submitted  design,  but  believed  there 
was  potential  to  work  with  the  site.  However,  the 
Moscone  staff  representatives  expressed  their  concern 
that  the  site  was  not  appropriate  for  any  artwork  of 
any  kind.  They  offered  to  assist  the  Art  Commission  in 
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working  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency  to  reconsider 
some  of  the  earlier  sites  proposed  by  the  artist. 
Subsequently,  Ms.  Manton  spoke  with  the  artist  who 
reaffirmed  his  strong  wishes  to  work  with  this 
particular  site. 

The  Commissioners  agreed  that  this  site  should  not 
necessarily  be  abandoned,  however  a  new  or  revised 
design  was  required.  Commissioner  Meyer  strongly  stated 
that  the  design  should  be  developed  in  collaboration 
with  the  building  architect  and  that  it  was  not 
appropriate  to  impose  an  artwork  on  top  of  his  design. 
Ms.  Manton  mentioned  that  this  was  her  intent,  however, 
she  needed  to  work  through  Moscone  staff  in  order  to 
find  out  exactly  who  the  architect  was  and  where  he  was 
located.  Apparently,  the  Moscone  staff  did  not  wish  to 
take  this  step  until  they  themselves  were  agreeable 
that  they  wished  to  pursue  an  artwork  at  this  site. 
Staff  was  directed  to  work  with  Moscone  to  further 
explore  the  placement  of  a  revised  design  on  the 
Esplanade  Rooftop  site.

Jill  Manton  introduced  Buster  Simpson  who  summarized  the  various  components 
that  were  contained  in  his  proposal  for  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Open  Space  - 

1.  A  large  scale  sculpture  of  a  foot  made  from  carrera  marble  that  had  myriad 
meanings  and  implications,  ie.  the  foot  of  the  City,  the  foot  of  a  City  street,  the  foot 
of  the  bay,  to  embark,  to  set  foot,  to  begin  a  journey,  and  perhaps,  most  significantly, 
to  mark  the  placement  of  the  footings  that  supported  the  elevated  freeway  that  once 
separated  the  city  from  the  waterfront: 

2.  Tire  development  of  a  water  treatment  for  the  rear  portion  of  the  Yaillancourt 
Fountain: 

3.  Markers  on  the  ground  plane  that  would  indicate  the  location  of  other  footings  for 
the  overhead  freeway; 

4.  A  representation  of  the  underground  location  of  the  whaling  ship  ROMA: 

5.  Relocation  of  historic  monuments  King  Carlos  and  De  Anza  from  Justin  Herman 
Plaza  South  to  the  foot  of  Market  Street  where  they  would  be  placed  on  axis  with 
Sacramento  Street,  reinforcing  the  streel  grid,  also  carrying  on  a  tradition  along 
Market  Street  of  placing  historic  monuments  on  the  north  side  of  the  street.  The 
monuments  would  also  recall  the  origin  of  the  pluase  Bull  and  Bear  Market  which 
apparently  originated  in  a  kind  a  game  tiist  created  at  the  SF  Mission  Dolores. 

The  Commissioners  commended  Mr,  Simpson  on  the  extent  of  his  work  on  the 
project.  Jill  Manton  explained  that  significant  reductions  in  the  overall  Open  Space 
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budget  have  now  precluded  moving  forward  with  many  of  the  concepts  proposed. 
She  reported  that  there  was  a  good  likelihood  that  the  loot  sculpture  would  be 
funded  from  the  Mid-Embarcadero  Roadway  budget  because  of  its  proposed 
location  on  the  promenade.  (Promenade  improvements  are  eligible  for  Roadway 
funding.)  The  artist  communicated  why  a  land-side  location  near  the  foot  of  Clay 
Street  was  more  consistent  with  his  original  concept  of  the  foot  commemorating  the 
past  elevated  freeway  of  which  there  is  no  longer  a  trace.  A  discussion  ensued  about 
the  merits  of  the  landside  vs.  the  promenade  location.  Boris  Dramov  made  a  stung 
case  that  the  promenade  location  was  not  only  less  physically  constrained  for  the 
placement  of  the  sculpture,  on  the  promenade,  the  sculpture  would  rest  on  a  more 
significant  footing,  thai  of  the  seawall,  which  was  the  basis  for  the  development  and 
growth  of  the  Embarcadero.  The  Commissioners  concurred  .and  the  artist  agreed  to 
work  with  the  promenade  site.  Discussion  about  the  height  and  design  of  the  pedestal 
upon  which  the  sculpftire  will  rest  continued.  The  artist  will  conduct  further 
investigation  of  the  structural  issues  and  develop  a  proposal  for  the  pedestal  to  be 
reviewed  by  the  Committee  at  a  subsequent  meeting.  A  motion  was  passed  to 
support  the  location  of  the  foot  sculpuire  by  Buster  Simpson  on  the  promenade.

At  this  point,  there  was  some  discussion  about  the  proposed  relocation  of  two 
historic  monuments.  De  Anza  and  King  Carlos,  to  a  Market  Street  location.  Jill 
Manton  reminded  the  Commission  that  the  relocation  was  clearly  subject  to  Art 
Commission  approval,  as  reflected  in  the  City  charter  and  stated  that  litis  was  a 
Collections  issue.  Manager  Debra  Lehane  should  be  involved  in  the  discussion 
regarding  this  proposal  as  well.  The  Commissioners  wanted  more  information  before 
a  decision  and  sugested  that  historical  experts  be  consulted  about  the  significance  of 
these  two  monuments.  Commissioner  Lisa,  expressed  his  concent  that  relocating  the 
monuments  to  this  location  might  be  giving  undue  prominence  to  the  role  ot  the 
Spanish  in  San  Francisco.  No  action  was  taken  on  this  part  of  the  artist's  proposal  at 
this  time. 

II.  Discussion  of  China  Sky  In  Bill  Maxwell 

Jill  Manton  explained  to  the  Commission  that  there  had  been  signficanl  and  vocal 

opposition  to  the  proposed  location  of  China  Skv  at  the  loot  o!  Market  Street.  It  was 
seen  as  a  symbolic  interuption  of  the  intersection  of  Market  Slice!  with  the 

Embarcadero.  There  was  also  concern  voiced  that  ii  would  interfere  with  (he  ability 
of  vehicles  and  floats  to  access  Markel  Street  during  parades  and  chic  celebrations. 
\is  Mantori  stated  her  opinion  thai  il  was  impractical  to  think  thai  the  \n 

Commission  could  overcome  the  opposition    I  he  resolutions  passed  al  both  the  City 


Planning  Commission  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  overall  urban 
design  scheme  with  the  artwork  in  another  location  other  than  the  foot  of  Market 
Street.  Discussion  ensued  regarding  the  availability  of  other  sites  for  the  artwork.  The 
Commissioners  voiced  their  reservations  about  placing  the  artwork  on  Block  202 
where  its  implementation  would  be  linked  to  that  of  the  proposed  underground  Port 
parking  garage.  The  artist  indicated  his  willingness  to  consider  other  sites  and  to 
rexise  the  design  to  be  both  above-grade  as  well  as  a  penetration  of  the  earth.  Boris 
Dramov  suggested  that  Rincon  Park  might  be  an  appropriate  location  as  well  as  an 
area  adjacent  to  Justin  Herman  Plaza  where  a  Butterfly  Museum  Habitat  has  been 
proposed.  These  two  sites  were  of  interest  to  both  the  artist  and  the  Conunissioners. 
They  directed  Ms.  Manton  to  investigate  the  feasibility  of  either  of  the  above  sites 
for  China  Sky.  Ms.  Manton  further  informed  the  Committee  that  there  were  no 
funds  to  compensate  the  artist  to  continue  to  resolve  the  design  of  China  Sky.  nor  to 
modify'  it  for  a  new  location,  let  along  to  actually  implement  the  artwork  This  project 
was  to  have  been  funded  as  part  of  the  overall  Open  Space  improvement  budget. 
With  little  or  no  funding  for  the  Open  Space  improvements,  the  an  budget  has  all  but 
disappeared.  Ms.  Manton  indicated  her  willingness  to  research  funding  opportunities. 
to  write  grants,  etc  and  requested  that  the  Commissioners  pass  on  any  suggestions 
they  may  have.
